GUIDELINES  FOR  THE  REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY 


Preamble 

The  reality  of  attempting  to  prepare  a  few  basic  guidelines,  intended  to  assist  a 
deputy  in  the  preparation  of  his  annual  report,  is  fraught  with  resistance.  As 
guidelines  were  not  prepared  previously,  the  move  is  suspect.  The  skeptic  is 
inclined  to  ask,  "Why  do  we  need  guidelines?”  The  real  question  is,  “Why  has  it 
taken  so  long  to  prepare  guidelines?”  Your  committee  would  have  preferred  to 
work  from  a  precedent  but,  without  this  advantage,  we  have  attempted  to  do  no 
more  than  document  what  is  current  practice. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Deputy 

The  Statutes  and  Regulations  in  Article  26(d)  refers  to  the  Deputy’s  responsibility 
for  providing  a  report  “on  the  condition  of  the  Rite  in  his  jurisdiction  and  to  such 
other  matters  as  he  may  deem  expedient.” 

The  purpose  of  any  annual  report  is  to  summarize,  succinctly,  events,  activities 
and  observations  of  the  year  in  review.  It  then  stands  as  an  historic  record  of 
Scottish  Rite  in  that  jurisdiction. 

Therefore  we  are  referring  to  a  report  to  Supreme  Council,  by  a  representative  of 
Supreme  Council,  for  Supreme  Council,  and,  through  the  Proceedings,  to  the 
membership  at  large.  The  style  of  reporting  by  the  Deputy  should  reflect  the 
authority  of  the  report. 
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Someone  has  said,  “Forget  about  using  the  word  ‘I’  in  your  reports  to  Supreme 
Council.  They  are  not  asking  for  a  report  of  what  you  are  doing  but  want  to  know 
the  State  of  the  Rite  in  the  Province.  Too  often,  we  are  more  inclined  to  express 
(or  substantiate)  our  own  actions  rather  than  what  is  happening  to  the  Rite.” 

Available  Information

“Never  leave  in  the  head  what  should  be  jotted  down  in  a  notebook  or  file  and 
never  leave  in  a  notebook  or  file  what  should  be  included  in  an  annual  report.” 

Preliminary  Considerations 

Under  Article  70(d),  Annual  Returns  are  made  to  Supreme  Council  by  each  val¬ 
ley  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  duplicate  this  information.  A  reference  to  the  appro¬ 
priate  appendix  and  comment  in  praise  of  the  valley  progress  or  to  signal  a  poten¬ 
tial  problem  is  sufficient. 

Deaths  -  As  the  Obituary  Records  are  devoted  to  honouring  the  memory  of 

S.G.I.G.’s  and  H.I.G.’s,  mention  of  this  fact  in  the  Annual  Report  directs  readers 
attention  to  this  section. 

It  is  incumbent  that  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Rite  reviews  the  reports  of 
the  Deputies.  Information  on  valley  workshops,  meetings  with  honorary  members 
and  principal  officers,  and  the  Grand  Master  and  Concordant  Bodies,  or  any  event 
of  Regional  or  National  interest  is  appreciated. 

As  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  requires  our  continued  support,  valley 
initiative  should  receive  recognition  in  each  annual  report. 

Content 

The  suggested  content  for  Guidelines  to  the  Annual  Report  results  from  our 
review  of  previous  reports  as  were  published  in  the  Proceedings.  It  is  written  with 
the  understanding  that  the  Deputy  is  the  visible  link  between  the  valley  and 
Supreme  Council  and  that  he  must  have  some  flexibility  in  reporting  annually  on 
his  jurisdiction.

5.  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation: 

a.  Special  social  events 

b.  Presentation  of  bursary  cheques 

c.  Special  speakers 

6.  Any  activity  during  the  year  which  brought  distinction  to  any  constituent 
body  of  the  Rite,  its  officers  or  members. 

7.  Results  of  Supreme  Council  decisions  on  jurisdiction: 

a.  Dispensations 

b.  Changes  in  ritual 

c.  Changes  in  Statutes  and  Regulations 

d.  Supreme  Council  sessions

It  was  agreed  that  the  recommendations  in  this  report  should  be  incorporated  in  the 
Manual  for  Deputies.  This  Manual  was  last  printed  in  September  1974  and  it  was 
agreed  that  it  should  be  revised.  The  S.G.C.  undertook  to  have  this  done. 

2.  Considerable  discussion  took  place  with  regard  to  the  motion  to  amend  the  Statutes 
by  removing  Article  89(a)  and  89(b),  thereby  eliminating  the  waiting  period  between 
the  3°  and  4°.  Each  of  the  Deputies  expressed  his  opinion  of  the  suggested  amendment. 
Those  opinions  will  be  more  actively  expressed  in  the  Executive  Session  when  the 
amendment  is  voted  upon.  It  was  agreed  that  if  the  amendment  is  passed,  Supreme 
Council  must  advise  each  provincial  body  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 
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3.  SGC  Crosby  advised  the  Deputies  that  the  GSG  had  assured  him  that  the  1996 
Annual  Proceedings  would  be  printed  by  December  31,  1996. 

4.  SGC  Crosby  reviewed  the  format  for  this  Annual  Session  which,  if  successful,  will 
reduce  the  Session  by  one  day.  Although  not  necessarily  a  result  of  the  format  change,  it 
was  revealed  during  this  discussion  that  51  of  the  66  H.I.G.’s  in  Alberta  were  in  atten¬ 
dance  at  this  Session. 

5.  SGC  Crosby  advised  the  Deputies  that  it  was  decided  at  the  April  meeting  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  that  the  Question  and  Answer  Period  would  be  continued  during 
this  Session,  after  the  presentation  by  DeMolay. 

6.  SGC  Crosby  reported  on  the  situation  regarding  his  proposed  meeting  with  Prince 
Hall  Scottish  Rite  brethren  and  is  in  the  process  of  arranging  a  meeting  to  further  dis¬ 
cuss  the  matter. 

7.  SGC  Crosby  reported  on  the  progress  of  Scottish  Rite  support  of  DeMolay  and  the 
display  of  work  that  DeMolay  will  present  on  Friday  afternoon. 

8.  Considerable  conversation  took  place  on  the  situation  with  Karnak  Temple 
(Montreal)  of  the  Shrine  in  eliminating  the  requirement  for  Scottish  Rite  or  Royal  Arch 
membership  before  joining  the  Shrine.  This  conversation  included  the  cooperation  that 
exists  in  other  areas  of  the  country  between  the  various  members  of  the  Masonic  family, 
including  the  Shrine.  It  was  suggested  that  the  GSG  would  send,  to  Deputies  J.  C. 
Matheson  and  J.  D.  Atchison,  copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  Masonic  Strategic 
Committee  that  is  meeting  in  Southern  Ontario.  It  was  agreed  that  Deputies  should 
attempt  to  establish  cooperative  committees  in  their  own  areas  should  such  not  already 
exist  and  to  assist,  copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  Ontario  committee  would  be  sent  to  all 
of  the  Deputies. 

9.  Some  discussion  took  place  on  the  procedure  for  selecting  nominees  for  the  33°.  It 
was  agreed  that  the  SGC  would  appoint  a  committee  to  review  the  procedure  and  rec¬ 
ommend  changes  if  necessary. 

10.  Bro.  Marquis  drew  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  a  brother  who  had  Demitted  his 
membership  in  Supreme  Council,  but  was  still  using  his  membership  card  to  obtain 
admission  to  and  special  attention  in  bodies  in  other  jurisdictions.  It  was  agreed  that  the 
Statutes  should  be  amended  such  that  the  office  of  the  GSG  would  attempt  to  obtain  the 
membership  card  when  a  brother  takes  a  demit. 

11.  It  was  agreed  that,  in  the  spring  of  1997,  the  GSG  would  send  to  each  Deputy  a 
reminder  that  each  valley  should  be  encouraged  to  have  its  valley  history  updated.

Bro.  Crosby  informed  the  brethren  that  this  year  marks  the  50th  year  of  Bro.  Charles 
Sankey’ s  membership  in  Supreme  Council,  having  been  coroneted  33°  on  October  1, 
1946,  and  referred  the  brethren  to  the  remarks  in  his  Allocution.  It  was  unfortunate  that 
he  could  not  be  with  us  at  this  time,  but  we  are  planning  to  have  a  certificate  of  recogni¬ 
tion  prepared  in  the  hope  that  it  can  be  presented  to  him  at  Hamilton  in  November. 

The  SGC  said  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  report  that  in  accordance  with  Article  8(a)  of 
the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  five  of  our  Active  Members  must  retire  to  Past  Active  sta¬ 
tus  on  Friday  evening:

Bro.  Crosby  asked  the  GSG  to  give  a  very  brief  overview  of  arrangements  and  proce¬ 
dures  we  are  to  follow  for:  Receiving  guests.  Conferral  of  33°,  Vesper  Service, 
Preparation  for  Supreme  Council  Dinner,  Foundation  Luncheon,  and  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander’s  Banquet.  In  addition  to  these  general  instructions,  the  GSG  advised  that 
the  Representative  Candidate  for  the  Conferral  of  the  33°  would  be  M.W.Bro.  Basile 
Costouros,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta,  and  that  at  the  Supreme 
Council  Dinner  on  Thursday,  Bro.  J.  William  Lidstone  would  reply  on  behalf  of  the 
class. 

The  SGC  informed  the  brethren  that  it  was  his  decision  to  return  to  the  practice  of  wear¬ 
ing  white  tie  and  tails  for  the  conferral  of  the  33°  where  the  degree  followed  the  Vesper 
Service,  but  wished  to  be  democratic  on  the  decision  and  asked  if  there  were  any  who 
did  not  wish  to  do  so.  It  was  agreed  that  the  SGC’s  decision  would  stand. 

Bro.  Crosby  asked  for  a  motion  to  allow  him  to  deviate  from  the  prepared  agenda  as 
printed  and  circulated.  Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Martin  and  Winch.  Carried. 

(In  accordance  with  Article  5(e)  of  the  Statutes,  all  business  of  Supreme  Council  will  be 
conducted  in  Executive  Session.  Prior  to  Supreme  Council,  all  of  the  Financial, 
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Committee,  and  Deputy  Reports,  except  the  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and 
Finance,  Committee  on  Membership  Nominations,  Committee  on  Officer  Nominations, 
and  the  Budget,  had  been  printed  in  a  booklet  of  Preliminary  Reports  and  distributed  to 
the  Active  and  Past  Active  members.  It  is  the  intention  that,  since  the  brethren  had  the 
opportunity  to  read  them,  the  committee  and  financial  reports  printed  in  the 
Preliminary  Booklet  would  be  presented  in  Executive  Session  in  precis  only.  The 
Preliminary  Report  booklet  is  also  being  distributed  to  each  of  the  brethren  in  atten¬ 
dance  at  the  General  Session.  The  reports  would  also  be  presented  in  precis  only  in  the 
General  Session,  with  the  committee  chairmen  pointing  out  any  changes  made  in 
Executive  Session.  The  final  reports  are  printed  in  the  Report  section  of  the 
Proceedings.) 

SGC  Crosby  reminded  the  brethren  that  they  have  had  the  preliminary  reports  for  some 
time,  and  no  doubt  have  read  them  and  have  comments  and  questions  available.  He 
reminded  the  chairmen  to  present  them  in  precis  only  and  asked  that  they  announce  the 
page  number  in  the  Preliminary  Report  booklet  and,  to  save  time,  to  announce  the  sec¬ 
onder  of  their  motion  for  acceptance  of  the  report. 

SGC  Crosby  called  upon  Chairman  Bro.  Douglas  M.  Wilson  for  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business.  Acceptance  of  the  report  was  moved  and  seconded 
by  Bros.  Wilson  and  MacLean.  Carried. 

SGC  Crosby  called  upon  Chairman  Roy  W.  Austin  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Dispensations.  Bro.  Austin  reported  that  there  were  no  dispensations.  Acceptance  was 
moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Austin  and  J.  C.  Matheson.  Carried. 

SGC  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  Walter  C.  McDonald,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Membership  Nominations  to  deliver  the  report  on  Active  Members. 

Bro.  McDonald  did  so  and  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Martin,  that  the  report  be  received 
and  the  named  brethren  voted  on  at  the  Executive  Session  on  Friday  morning. 

The  SGC  asked  if  there  were  any  additional  nominations,  which  must  be  made,  in 
accordance  with  Article  7(e)  of  the  Statutes,  before  the  motion  is  voted  on.  There  being 
no  further  nominations,  the  motion  was  voted  on.  Carried. 

The  SGC  called  upon  Bro.  Walter  C.  McDonald  to  deliver  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Membership  Nominations  for  those  being  recommended  for  advancement  to  the  33° 
at  the  1997  Session. 

After  doing  so,  Bro.  McDonald  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Martin,  that  the  report  on 
Nominations  of  Honorary  Inspectors-General  be  received  and  the  named  brethren  voted 
on  at  the  Executive  Session  on  Friday  morning. 

The  SGC  asked  if  there  were  any  additional  nominations,  which  must  be  made,  in 
accordance  with  Article  16(c)  of  the  Statutes,  before  the  motion  is  voted  on.  There 
being  no  further  nominations,  the  motion  was  voted  on.  Carried. 

SGC  Crosby  advised  that  there  have  been  no  requests  for  extension  of  time  for  any  of 
the  candidates  that  are  members  of  the  class  of  this  year.  There  are  two  members  of  the 
class  who  were  carried  over  from  last  year  due  to  business  commitments. 
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The  SGC  also  advised  that  one  of  the  members  of  this  year’s  class,  Kenneth  Colin 
McLellan,  had  major  surgery  in  the  spring  and  his  doctor  refused  to  give  him  permis¬ 
sion  to  travel  to  Calgary.  The  SGC  received  a  request  to  grant  dispensation  to  permit  the 
conferral  of  the  33°  on  Bro.  McLellan  in  Toronto  in  July.  After  careful  consideration 
upon  receiving  all  of  the  information  surrounding  the  situation  and  being  satisfied  that  it 
would  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  candidate  and  Supreme  Council  to  grant  that  dispen¬ 
sation,  he  did  so.  The  conferral  took  place  at  the  time  of  the  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  when  a  number  of  the  Active  and 
Past  Active  members  of  Supreme  Council  were  in  attendance.  Ill  .*.  Bro  Donald 
Lambie,  with  some  assistance  from  the  GSG,  made  the  arrangements  and 
Ill.’.  Bro.'.  John  Lawer  acted  as  SGC  representing  Ill .'.  Bro  .'.Crosby.  On  behalf  of  the 
brethren  of  Toronto  Valley,  Bro.  Lambie  thanked  the  SGC  for  his  approval  and  the 
brethren  who  took  part  and  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  candidate,  Bro.  McLellan,  who 
was  impressed,  not  only  with  the  degree,  but  the  fact  that  we  considered  it  so  carefully 
on  his  behalf. 

The  GSG  advised  the  meeting  that  one  of  the  candidates,  William  Cecil  Clarke  of 
Sarnia,  drove  to  Calgary  while  not  in  the  best  of  health.  His  health  deteriorated  on  the 
way  and  he  has  been  in  the  hospital.  He  is  in  the  hotel  now  and  is  determined  to  carry 
on.  We  are  working  with  Deputy  Atchison  in  attempting  to  make  sure  that  he  gets  to  the 
degree.  He  will  be  on  oxygen  and  in  a  wheel  chair.  The  SGC  asked  Bro.  Atchison  if,  as 
a  precaution,  we  should  pass  a  motion  to  permit  his  carry  over  to  next  year  in  case  he  is 
unable  to  continue  this  year.  Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  J.  Atchison  and  R.  Barnett 
that  should  Bro.  Clarke  be  unable  to  attend  the  degree  on  September  12,  he  be  permitted 
to  receive  the  degree  next  year  in  Barrie.  Carried. 

(Note:  Bro.  Clarke  received  the  degree  on  September  12,  1996.) 

The  GSG  confirmed  that  all  of  the  Deputies’  Reports  have  been  received  in  accordance 
with  Article  26(a)  and  that  they  have  been  included  in  the  booklet  of  Preliminary 
Reports.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Wands  and  Hannan  that  these  reports  be 
published  in  the  1996  Proceedings.  Carried. 

GSG  Wands  presented  his  annual  report  per  Article  27(g).  Moved  and  seconded  by 
Bros.  Wands  and  Fenton  that  the  report  be  adopted.  Carried. 

GTG  Fenton  presented  his  annual  report  per  Article  28(c),  together  with  that  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Auditors.  Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Fenton  and  Wands 
that  these  three  reports  and  the  financial  statements  be  adopted.  Carried. 

Bro.  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  Norman  E.  Byrne  to  present  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation. 

Before  presenting  his  report,  Bro.  Byrne  pointed  out  to  the  meeting  that  our  Statutes  and 
Regulations  require  that  any  amendments  to  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  must  be 
lodged  with  the  GSG  and  this  committee  prior  to  the  first  of  May.  Up  to  two  days  ago, 
that  was  the  situation.  However,  an  amendment,  in  writing  as  required  in  the  Statutes, 
was  presented  to  Bro.  Byrne  as  chairman  of  the  Committee.  It  has  since  been  circulated 
to  the  members  of  the  Committee  and  Bro.  Byrne  now  advised  that  all  members  ot  the 
Committee  report  favourably  on  the  amendment,  not  as  to  its  nature,  but  that  it  may  be 
received  for  consideration  on  the  unanimous  agreement  of  members  ol  this  Executive 
Session.  Bro.  Byrne  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Lawer,  that  the  amendment,  presented  by 
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Bro.  Thomas  Hannan,  be  presented  for  discussion  at  this  time.  The  SGC  asked  Bro. 
Byrne  to  advise  the  brethren  what  it  is  about  so  that  they  will  know  if  they  wish  to 
include  it  for  consideration. 

Bro.  Byrne  explained  that  the  report  includes  an  amendment  to  delete  article  67(b).  It 
has  to  do  with  the  filing  of  the  Oath  of  Fealty  and  the  declarations  required  in  the  4°  and 
30°.  They  have  been  kept  on  file  by  the  secretaries  of  the  various  valleys  and  this  has 
become  a  problem  and  a  possible  fire  hazard.  This  amendment  is  intended  to  instruct 
the  secretary /registrar  to  provide  the  necessary  forms  as  required  in  the  two  degrees  and 
the  disposal  after  the  degrees.  The  motion  we  are  now  considering  is  only  to  include  this 
amendment  in  the  report  for  further  discussion.  The  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

Bro.  Byrne  then  proceeded  to  present  the  report  in  precis,  explaining  each  amendment, 
and  called  for  the  adoption  of  each  part. 

Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Byrne  and  Lawer  that  Part  1  of  the  report,  dealing  mainly 
with  housekeeping  items,  be  adopted.  Carried. 

Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Byrne  and  Lawer  that  Part  2  of  the  report,  dealing  with 
the  clarification  of  the  wording  for  recommending  and  appointing  Grand 
Representatives,  be  adopted.  Carried. 

Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Byrne  and  Lawer  that  Part  3,  Article  45(b),  dealing  with 
the  issuing  of  a  certificate  for  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  be  adopted.  Carried. 

Under  Part  3,  with  the  amendment  to  Article  67(b)  as  submitted  by  Bro.  T.  Hannan, 
now  reads: 

“Delete  the  present  wording  and  substitute  the  following: 

(1)  He  shall  make  provision  for  the  forms  containing  the  Oath  of  Fealty  to  the 
Supreme  Council,  the  Obligation  to  the  Lodge,  and  the  Declaration  as 
required  for  completion  by  each  candidate  before  receiving  the  4°. 

(2)  He  shall  make  provision  for  the  necessary  form  containing  the  Profession 
of  Faith  for  completion  by  each  candidate  before  receiving  the  30°. 

(3)  After  the  conferral  of  the  4°  and  the  30°,  he  shall  see  that  the  forms  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  candidates  be  disposed  of  by  shredding  and  recycling. 

Explanation:Article  96(a)  of  the  Statutes  and  regulations  requires  every  candidate 
for  admission  to  the  fourth  degree  to  take  and  sign  an  Oath  of  Fealty,  the  oath 
itself  being  set  forth  in  Article  96(b).  Grand  Secretaries  and/or  Grand  Registrars 
of  many  valleys  have  disclosed  that  the  retention  of  many,  many  copies  of  the 
signed  oaths  of  fealty  over  many  years  have  created  a  filing  and  storage  problem 
for  the  respective  valleys.  Many  Grand  Secretaries/registrars  have  questioned  the 
real  need  or  merit  to  maintain  these  signed  copies  in  apparent  perpetuity.  This 
amendment  addressed  their  concerns.” 

Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Byrne  and  Wands  that  part  3  Article  67(b)  be  adopted. 
This  amendment  is  an  attempt  to  address  two  situations: 

1.  Article  67(b)  requires  that  the  Oath  of  Fealty  should  be  in  a  book  which 
should  be  signed  by  the  candidates.  The  4°  indicates  that  the  Oath  of  Fealty 
should  be  on  one  of  the  three  forms  to  be  signed  by  the  candidates.  Some 
valleys  have  opted  not  to  use  the  book,  but  to  have  candidates  sign  the  Oath 
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on  the  form  only,  while  signing  the  other  forms.  This  is  an  attempt  to 
require  one  signing  only. 

2.  The  4°  and  the  30°  require  forms  to  be  signed  and  indicate  that  they  should 
be  retained  in  perpetuity.  This  has  become  a  filing  problem  and  a  fire  haz¬ 
ard.  The  degrees  are  being  revised  to  not  require  the  retention  and  subsec¬ 
tion  3  above  is  to  assure  destruction  after  they  have  served  their  purpose. 

There  was  much  discussion  regarding  the  elimination  of  the  requirement  to  sign  the 
book  containing  the  Oath  of  Fealty  before  the  4°.  Some  lodges  have  replaced  this  with 
the  form  called  for  in  the  degree.  As  a  result  of  the  discussion  Bros.  Byrne  and  Wands 
withdrew  their  motion  and  then  moved  and  seconded  that  the  amendment  be  tabled  until 
next  year.  Carried. 

In  view  of  the  time,  SGC  Crosby  called  for  suspension  of  the  presentation  of  the  bal¬ 
ance  of  the  report  until  the  Thursday  morning.  He  also  advised  the  brethren  that  since 
they  had  approved  the  amendment  to  Article  45(b)  to  provide  certificates  to  Honorary 
Inspectors-General,  they  would  be  distributed  to  this  year’s  candidates  after  the  degree 
on  Thursday. 

Bro.  Crosby  requested  everyone  to  report  to  the  Marquis  Room  for  the  rehearsal  of  the 
Formal  Opening  which  would  be  followed  by  the  rehearsal  for  the  33°. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:00  p.m.  to  be  reconvened  at  8:30  a.m.  Thursday  morn¬ 
ing  in  the  Alberta  Room.

Acquainted”  reception  for  the  brethren  and  their  ladies  to  greet  old  friends  and  meet 
new  ones.  During  the  course  of  the  evening,  SGC  Crosby  and  his  wife,  Jessie,  were 
made  Honorary  Calgarians  and  were  presented  with  certificates  and  white  Stetsons  to 
prove  it.  It  was  an  ideal  kick-off  for  a  well-organized  Session. 
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THURSDAY  MORNING,  SEPTEMBER  12, 1996 
SECOND  EXECUTIVE  SESSION 

The  second  Executive  Session  was  convened  on  Thursday  in  the  Alberta  Room  at  8:30 
a.m. 

The  SGC  welcomed  the  brethren  to  this  Session. 

SGC  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  Norman  E.  Byrne  to  complete  the  presentation  of  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation. 

Bro.  Byrne  presented  the  last  item  on  the  report: 

“The  following  amendment  has  been  received  from  Ill. '.Bro. ’.John  D.  Atchison,  Co- 
Deputy  for  Ontario. 

9.  'Delete  Article  89(a)  and  (b).’ 

Explanation:  This  amendment  will  deal  with  the  “waiting  period”  between  a 
brother  receiving  his  third  degree  and  applying  to  a  Lodge  of  Perfection. 
Currently,  the  “waiting  period”  is  six  months.  This  amendment  will  remove  that 
six-month  period. 

Supreme  Council,  as  reported  on  Page  129  of  the  Supreme  Council  Proceedings 
of  1991,  dealt  with  this  matter  in  the  past. 

It  is  believed  that  at  that  time,  there  was  at  least  one  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction  that 
required  a  waiting  period  of  its  members  who  had  received  their  third  degree 
before  applying  to  any  appendant  body  of  the  masonic  family.  It  is  currently 
understood  that  in  Canada,  one  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction  has  such  a  requirement 
currently  in  effect. 

Your  committee,  without  making  comments  on  the  advisability  or  otherwise  of 
this  amendment,  otherwise  finds  the  amendment  to  be  regular  and  in  order  and 
accordingly  reports  favourably  on  the  same.” 

The  adoption  of  this  amendment  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Byrne  and  Lawer. 
There  was  considerable  discussion  for  and  against  this  amendment.  The  motion  was 
defeated. 

Bro.  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  Thomas  V.  Hannan  to  present  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Rituals  &  Ritualistic  Matters.  Adoption  of  the  report,  presented  in  precis,  was  moved 
and  seconded  by  Bros.  Hannan  and  Auclair. 

Since  Toronto  Valley  is  in  need  of  new  altar  cloths  for  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Bro.  Lambie  asked  if  there  were  any  instructions  as  to  the  type 
of  cloth  to  be  used  and  the  designs  to  be  used.  Bro.  Hannan  advised  that  there  were  no 
instructions  as  to  the  type  of  cloth.  Bro.  Lawer  suggested  that,  since  the  symbols  of  the 
three  bodies  were  approved  yesterday  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
and  Legislation,  these  should  be  the  symbols  that  should  appear  on  the  altar  cloths  for 
each  of  the  bodies. 
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Bro.  D.  Dixon,  referring  to  section  2  of  the  report  regarding  Communication  of  Degrees 
not  being  presented  and  to  the  draft  texts  sent  to  the  executive  members,  asked  if  the 
deletion  of  the  word  “indolence”  from  the  obligation  of  the  19°  as  a  misprint  or  inten¬ 
tional.  Bro.  Hannan  indicated  that  it  was  a  misprint. 

The  GSG  referred  to  section  7  of  the  report  regarding  Certificates  and  informed  the 
brethren  that  the  certificates  presently  in  use  do  not  have  Canadian  degree  symbols 
around  the  outside.  These  are  American  degree  symbols.  It  is  hoped  that  these  will  be 
corrected  on  the  next  print.  Also,  the  symbol  at  the  top  of  the  certificate  is  that  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  as  adopted  yesterday  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and 
Legislation.  It  is  not  the  coat-of-arms  of  Supreme  Council.  He  asked  if  approval  of  this 
report  gives  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office  the  authority  to  proceed  to  revise  the  certifi¬ 
cates,  have  them  approved  by  the  committee,  and  put  them  into  use  without  coming  to 
the  Executive  Committee  for  approval  next  September.  The  SGC  indicated  that  if  the 
approved  symbols  are  being  used  where  they  should  be,  he  could  see  no  need  to  bring 
the  revised  certificates  to  this  body  next  year  for  further  approval.  Bro.  Hannan  indicat¬ 
ed  that  this  was  his  intent  in  the  wording  of  this  section  of  the  report  and  there  were  no 
objections  to  this  interpretation. 

The  adoption  of  the  report  was  voted  upon  and  carried. 

Bro.  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  E.  Stanley  Matheson  to  present  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  General  State  of  the  Rite.  Adoption  of  the  report  was  moved  and  sec¬ 
onded  by  Bros.  E.  S.  Matheson  and  Vallevand.  For  the  information  of  the  brethren,  and 
not  wishing  to  change  the  report,  Bro.  J.  C.  Matheson  advised  that,  under  the  heading 
“Coping  with  Costs”  the  proposal  of  Ottawa  Valley  to  charge  the  brethren  an  annual  fee 
of  $30  for  six  years  had  been  dropped.  The  motion  was  carried. 

Bro.  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  Phillip  H.  Raymond  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Audit  and  Finance.  Since  this  report  did  not  appear  in  the  booklet  of  Preliminary 
Reports,  it  was  given  in  full.  Adoption  of  the  report  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros. 
Raymond  and  Lambie.  Carried. 

The  SGC  called  upon  Bro.  Lawer  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations 
which  he  also  presented  in  precis.  The  adoption  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros. 
Lawer  and  McDonald.  The  SGC  pointed  out  that  in  adopting  the  report,  we  are  extend¬ 
ing  recognition  to  the  new  Supreme  Council  of  Russia.  The  report  was  carried. 

Bro.  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  W.  Alexander  Milligan  for  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Location  of  Annual  Sessions  in  the  absence  of  its  chairman,  Bro.  Thomas  W.  S.  Band. 
The  adoption  of  the  report  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Milligan  and  Marquis. 
Carried. 

Bro.  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  Milligan  for  the  specifics  regarding  the  Session  scheduled 
for  Barrie  in  1997.  Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Milligan  and  Marquis  that  next  year’s 
Supreme  Council  Session  be  held  in  the  City  of  Barrie,  Ontario,  commencing  with  the 
Vesper  Service  and  Formal  Opening  on  Thursday,  September  1 1th,  and  closing  with 
The  Chain  of  Union  on  Saturday,  September  13th.  Carried. 
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Bro.  R.  Eldon  Greer  presented  a  precis  of  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  The 
Supreme  Councillor.  Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Greer  and  J.  C.  Matheson  that  the 
report  be  received  and  adopted.  Carried. 

Bro.  Donald  W.  Lambie  presented  a  precis  of  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on 
Library  and  Archives.  Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Lambie  and  Trenholm  that  the 
report  be  received  and  adopted.  Bro.  R.  Barnett  asked  Bro.  Lambie  if  there  was  any  pos¬ 
sibility  that  Brock  University  might  have  the  capability  to  electronically  scan  and  cap¬ 
ture  any  of  the  rare  editions  in  case  they  might  be  subject  to  damage  or  loss.

SERMON  -  “LIVING  CREATIVELY”  Luke  20:38 
ILL  . .  BRO  . .  THE  RIGHT  REVEREND  C.  ROBERT  TOWNSHEND 

“God  is  not  the  God  of  the  dead  but  of  the  living.  All  are  alive  for  him.” 

Imagine,  for  a  moment,  looking  up  to  an  old  attic  ceiling.  You  see  a  little  movement 
going  on  in  one  of  the  corners.  As  your  eyes  focus  in  on  the  area,  you  discover  a  small 
spider  squirming  around.  Gradually  it  moves  down,  unfurling  a  fine,  silky  string  and 
eventually  brings  it  down  gracefully  to  the  Boor.  Have  you  ever  wondered,  after  the  spi¬ 
der  has  unfurled  this  long  strand,  whether  you  could  gather  it  all  up  and  get  it  back 
inside  of  it?  Do  you  think  you  could  do  that?  No,  you  could  not  because  within  a  few 
moments  the  spider  has  spun  a  strand  that  is  equivalent  to  more  than  the  total  bulk  of  its 
body.  It's  awesome  when  you  really  think  about  it.  How  did  the  spider  manage  to  per¬ 
form  this  wonderful  creative  act.  Jesus  gave  us  the  answer  in  the  example  of  the  way 
wild  flowers  grow,  “Consider  the  lilies  of  the  field”,  he  said,  “they  do  not  work,  they  do 
not  spin.  Yet  I  assure  you,  even  Solomon  in  all  of  his  splendour  was  not  arrayed  like 
one  of  these.  If  God  can  clothe  in  such  splendour  the  grass  of  the  field  which  blooms 
today,  and  is  thrown  on  the  fire  tomorrow,  will  He  not  provide  much  more  for  you,  oh 
weak  in  faith.”  (Matthew  6:28-30 ) 

Plants  and  animals  do  the  most  wonderfully  creative  things  they  do  merely  by  being 
what  they  are  supposed  to  be,  what  they  were  created  to  be.  We  may  say  of  this,  “Yes, 
but  with  animals,  that  is  just  instinct.  Nevertheless,  when  those  creatures  are  being  what 
God  created  them  to  be,  they  do  wondrous  things!  Will  God  not  provide  much  more  for 
you,  oh  weak  of  faith  ?”  You  were  created  by  a  loving  God  in  His  own  image,  and  when 
you  are  being  what  you  were  created  to  be,  the  wondrous  things  you  can  do  with  your 
life  become  limitless. 
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“The  human  spirit  has  its  source  in  the  divine  fountain  which  must  be  permitted 
to  flow  freely  through  man.  Anyone  who  flows  as  the  divine  fountain,  has  solved 
the  enigma  of  human  existence.  Such  a  person  needs  no  other  power.  Anything 
that  blocks  the  flow  of  creative  action  is  evil  and  everything  that  Hows  with  it  is 
healthy.” 

So  said  an  ancient  Chinese  philosopher  some  7,000  years  ago.  And  so  says  Jesus, 

“No  servant  can  serve  two  masters.  Either  he  will  hate  the  one  and  love  the  other 
or  be  attentive  to  the  one  and  despise  the  other.  What  man  thinks  important,  God 
holds  in  contempt.”  (Luke  16:13,15 ) 

In  another  place  Jesus  says, 

“Stop  worrying  then  over  questions  like,  kWhat  are  we  to  eat,  or  what  are  we  to 
drink,  or  what  are  we  to  wear?’”  The  unbelievers  are  always  running  after  these 
things.  Your  heavenly  Father  knows  all  that  you  need.  Seek  first  His  kingship 
over  you,  His  way  of  holiness,  and  all  these  things  will  be  given  you  besides.” 

( Matthew  6:30,3 1  -33) 

And  as  my  text  says  for  today,  Jesus  says,  “God  is  not  the  God  of  the  dead  but  of  the 
living.  All  are  alive  for  Him.”  (Luke  28:30) 

If  you  want  to  be  the  person  you  were  created  to  be,  let  God  be  God  in  your  life.  Seek 
first  His  kingship  over  you.  “No  servant  can  serve  two  masters.”  When  you  put  your  life 
in  the  service  of  “what  man  thinks  is  important”,  you  are  spiritually  sick.  Anything  that 
blocks  the  How  of  God's  creative  action  is  evil  and,  in  Jesus’  words,  “God  holds  it  in 
contempt.” 

Don’t  sell  yourself  short!  Each  person  has  his  or  her  own  direct,  unique  relationship 
with  the  divine  fountain  or,  the  “kingdom  of  God"  to  use  the  title  Jesus  gives  us.  And  if 
the  lilies  of  the  field  and  the  birds  of  the  air  and  the  spiders  on  the  ceiling  can  harmo¬ 
nize  with  this  beautiful  creative  action  of  God,  that  fills  us  with  awe  and  wonder,  then 
how  much  more  capable  are  we  of  participating  in  it  in  truly  miraculous  ways?  Our 
awareness  of  this  awesome  reality  begins  when  we  realize  that  we  don't  have  to  earn 
our  way  into  the  flow  of  the  divine  fountain,  we  don’t  have  to  compete  for  place  in  it, 
and  we  don’t  have  to  draw  a  lucky  number  to  receive  this  greatest  of  all  benefits.  We 
don’t  have  to  buy  our  way  into  it  as  we  are  already  in  it.  There  is  nowhere  to  go  to  get 
in  it.  We  are  in  it  all  the  time.  We  don't  have  to  be  in  “the  right  place  at  the  right  time''. 
It  is  never  a  question  of,  “I  don’t  have  the  time”  or  “I  don't  have  enough  money”  or 
“I’m  too  old”  or  “I'm  too  young”  or  “I  don’t  have  enough  influence”.  These  limiting 
things  have  no  bearing  on  us  as  spiritual  beings.  We  don't  merely  live  in  a  body  that  is 
you.  You  have  a  body  but  you  are  more  than  a  body.  Your  body  is  a  marvellous  instru¬ 
ment  through  which  you  can  live  beautifully  and  creatively.  But  there  is  that  ot  you 
which  transcends  your  body.  There  is  that  of  you  that  can  direct  your  body.  There  is  that 
of  you  that  can  use  your  body  wisely,  to  the  fullest.  There  is  that  ot  you  that  lives 
beyond  your  body.  There  is  that  of  you  that  lives  even  if  the  body  has  passed  away 
through  death.  There  is  that  of  you  which  has  the  potential  to  express  itself  in  the  divine 
image. 
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The  kingdom  of  God  is  in  you.  “It  has  pleased  the  Father  to  give  you  the  kingdom,” 
Jesus  said  to  his  disciples.  ( Luke  12:32 )  What  more  could  he  say?  Let  go  and  be  still. 
Let  God  be  in  you.  God  is  life.  God  is  love.  We  say  it,  but  we  don’t  always  believe  it. 
Be  still  and  know  that  you  are  in  harmony  with  the  divine  flow  and  then  act  creatively. 
And  out  of  that  action  will  come  your  expression  of  oneness  with  the  creative  act  of 
God. 

We  spend  so  much  of  our  time  living  life  from  the  “outside”  that  we  have  little  or  no 
time  for  what  is  “inside”. 

Many  of  us  are  afflicted  with  a  “beggar’s  cup”  syndrome.  We  have  the  feeling  that  we 
came  into  life  as  an  empty  creature  fitted  with  a  little  beggar's  cup  in  our  hand.  And 
everywhere  we  go  in  life  we  are  asking  for  support  and  help.  We  begin  life  begging  for 
love  from  our  parents.  Then  our  parents  push  us  out  of  the  nest  and  we  take  off  for 
school,  holding  out  our  beggar’s  cups  to  the  educators  saying,  “Fill  my  cup  with  intel¬ 
lectual  knowledge.”  Then  we  go  out  into  the  world  saying,  “Give  me  money,  give  me 
success,  give  me  the  things  of  life.  We  get  into  relationships  and  like  beggars  we  say, 
“Fill  my  emotional  needs.  Give  me  attention.  Build  up  my  ego.”  It  could  be  said  for 
most  persons  that  their  life  is  the  sum  total  of  what  they  have  accumulated  in  their  beg¬ 
ging  cups;  that  life  is  “what's  happened  to  them”;  that  life  is  what  other  people  have 
said  and  thought  about  them;  that  life  is  their  possessions,  their  jobs,  their  skills,  their 
spouses,  their  children.  But  all  of  these  things,  wonderful  as  they  may  be,  are  not  the 
ultimate  answers  to  the  enigma  of  our  human  existence.  When  we  ask  ourselves,  “What 
is  life  all  about  anyway?”,  the  answer  is  not  summed  up  in  terms  of  what’s  happened  to 
us  or  around  us,  but  what’s  happened  in  us.  And  what's  happened  in  us  is  our  responsi¬ 
bility.  Life  is  an  inward/outward  process.  The  outside  is  outside  and  stimulating  but 
what  really  counts  in  the  end  is  whether  or  not  we  are  an  expression  of  the  creative 
action  of  God,  the  divine  fountain  of  love  flowing  within  us. 

One  night,  the  author  Zig  Ziglar  was  telling  the  Bible  story  of  David  and  Goliath  to  his 
eight  year  old  son  Tom.  And  he  says, 

“As  I  was  finishing  the  story,  I  paused  and  said  to  Tom,  “Son,  David  was  really  a 
brave  boy  to  challenge  Goliath,  wasn’t  he?  He  was  a  lad  of  seventeen  and  hadn’t 
even  started  to  shave  while  Goliath  was  a  man  of  war,  well  over  nine  feet  tall  and 
weighing  over  400  pounds.”  Tom  looked  up  at  me  and  said,  “Yes,  dad,  David 
was  brave  all  right,  but  Goliath  was  really  the  brave  one.”  Somewhat  startled,  I 
asked  Tom  why  he  figured  Goliath  was  the  brave  one.  He  said,  “Dad,  you’ve  got 
to  understand  that  Goliath  was  out  there  all  by  himself,  David  had  God  with 
him.” 

The  meaning  of  your  life  begins  to  unfold  with  the  discovery  that  you  are  not  out  there 
all  by  yourself;  that  God  is  in  you,  deep  within  you.  Get  into  the  flow  of  the  divine 
fountain  of  love.  There  you  will  discover  the  kind  of  person  God  created  you  to  be. 
There  you  will  discover  what  life  is  all  about.  There  you  will  discover  your  real  self  to 
be  an  individual  expression  of  the  divine  life  of  love.  There  you  will  discover  what  it 
means,  in  the  truest  sense,  to  live  creatively.

The  Formal  Opening  and  the  Conferral  of  the  Degree  of  Honorary  Inspector-General 
was  held  in  Macleod  Hall  C  and  D,  Convention  Centre  on  Thursday  at  3:30  p.m.  in 
accordance  with  Article  17(b)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  Supreme  Council. 

The  Candidates  and  Guests  had  been  admitted  before  the  Opening.  The  Candidates 
were  seated  in  the  North  while  their  presenters  were  seated  in  the  South.  The  Guests 
were  seated  in  the  East. 


SGC  Crosby  extended  a  very  warm  welcome  all  of  the  members  of  Supreme  Council 
and  the  Candidates.  On  a  personal  note,  he  expressed  his  pleasure  that  so  many  brethren 
from  the  Atlantic  provinces  were  in  attendance.  He  welcomed  three  of  our  Past 
Sovereign  Grand  Commanders,  Ill  .'.Bro/.  Walter  McDonald,  1976-79,  Ill Bro.\  John 
Bourne,  1988-91,  and  Ill Bro.\ John  Lawer,  1991-94.  “While  we  are  grateful  for  the 
presence  of  these  three  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders,  we  do  regret  that  two  oth¬ 
ers,  because  of  health,  are  not  able  to  be  with  us — Ill  .*.Bro.\  Walter  Mortlock,  1979-82 
and  Ill Bro.\ Gordon  Bennett,  1985-88.

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CANDIDATE’S  ADDRESS 
By  Ill Bro J.  William  Lidstone,  33° 

Illustrious  Brother  Chairman,  Most  Worshipful,  the  Grand  Master,  Illustrious  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  Honoured  Guests,  Ladies,  and  my  Brethren: 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  the  invitation  to 
address  this  gathering  and  speak  on  behalf  of  the  newly  coroneted  Honorary  Inspectors- 
General,  usually  referred  to  as  the  33rd’ s. 

Each  and  everyone  of  us  was  not  only  surprised  but  felt  very  humble  when  we  were 
informed  we  had  been  selected  from  amongst  our  brethren  to  receive  this  highest  hon¬ 
our  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry.  I  know  that  in  my  case, 
I  was  stunned  to  silence — which  is  not  my  natural  state. 

Now,  knowing  something  of  the  process,  we  wish  to  thank  our  sponsor,  the  brethren  of 
our  valley,  the  Provincial  Deputy,  and  the  121st  Annual  Session  for  deeming  us  worthy 
of  receiving  this  degree. 

To  the  Brethren  of  the  Valley  of  Calgary,  who  have  received  us  with  western  warmth 
and  hospitality,  and  to  the  degree  team,  who  assisted  in  the  impressive  ceremony,  we 
wish  to  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation. 

Whenever  there  is  a  gathering  of  committed  Masonic  Brethren,  it  almost  always  follows 
that  the  conversation  will  eventually  turn  to  the  “Condition  of  Masonry”.  Usually,  con¬ 
cern  is  expressed  relative  to  the  health  of  craft  lodges  and  the  slow  decline  in  member¬ 
ship,  as  older  brethren  are  called  to  their  reward  and  younger  men  are  not  being  attract¬ 
ed  to  the  craft.  Many  reasons  are  given  but  few  lasting  solutions  found. 

In  the  grand  scheme  of  things,  many  suggestions  are  put  forward.  Implementing  the 
plans,  however,  usually  rest  with  others  or  so  we  believe. 

A  few  years  ago,  I  had  a  business  meeting  with  an  older  man  in  Hamilton,  Ontario.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  meeting,  he  said  to  me,  “I  see  you  are  a  Mason”.  I  asked  how  he 
had  come  to  that  conclusion.  He  pointed  to  the  14°  ring  I  wear  and  said,  “My  father 
wore  a  ring  like  that,  and  he  was  a  Mason.”  I  asked  him  if  he  belonged  to  the  craft  and 
he  said,”No,  no  one  had  ever  asked  him.” 

And  what  did  I  do  about  it?  Nothing! 

Now  the  gentleman  in  question  was  a  possible  defence  witness  in  a  very  important 
criminal  trial.  However,  in  the  end,  we  didn't  call  him.  Of  course,  I  could  have,  and 
should  have,  contacted  an  interested  brother  in  Hamilton,  and  supplied  him  with  the 
man’s  name,  address,  and  his  interest.  But  I  didn’t.  I  could  have  been  an  Ambassador- 
at-Large  for  the  craft,  but  I  wasn't. 

The  Latin  poet,  Horace,  in  his  writings  used  the  phrase  “carpe  diem"  which  has  been 
translated  as  “seize  the  day”.  I  could  have  seized  the  day,  but  I  failed  to.  An  opportunity 
lost. 
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More  recently,  I  was  told  that  a  man  who  had  moved  close  to  our  village  was  asking 
questions  about  Masonry.  I  phoned  and  arranged  to  meet  him  at  his  home.  We  met  and 
he  told  me,  that  following  the  death  of  an  older  brother,  that  he  was  at  the  funeral  home 
when  there  was  a  Masonic  Memorial  Service  for  his  brother.  The  concern  and  sympathy 
shown  by  the  brethren  attending  that  service  was  such  that  he  wanted  to  know  more 
about  the  craft. 

In  Ontario,  Grand  Lodge  has  produced  a  video  entitled  “Friend  to  Friend”.  I  viewed  the 
video  with  him  and  answered  a  few  simple  questions  with  straight  answers.  He  then 
said  he  had  asked  a  number  of  his  former  associates,  who  were  members  of  the  craft, 
questions  about  Masonry.  He  was  a  recently  retired  school  principal.  He  said  they  had 
told  him  what  Craft  Masonry  was  not  and  that  he  was  pleased  to  have  now  been  told 
what  it  was.  He  then  asked  if  he  could  join  our  lodge.  I  just  happened  to  have  an 
Application  for  Initiation  with  me.  He  filled  in  the  form  and  signed  it.  I  was  pleased  to 
recommend  him  to  the  Worshipful  Master,  Wardens,  and  brethren  of  the  lodge. 

One  of  the  ways  to  improve  the  condition  of  Masonry  is  for  each  of  us  to  act  as 
Ambassadors-at-Large,  and  whenever  the  opportunity  arises — seize  the  day — whether 
we  are  in  Victoria,  Calgary,  Montreal,  Halifax,  St.  John’s,  or  Hamilton. 

During  banquets  held  at  our  Scottish  Rite  reunions,  we  hear  toasts  to  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  and  members  of  Supreme  Council.  These  toasts  contain  many 
expressions  of  appreciation  for  the  dedication  and  labours  of  Supreme  Council.  I  am 
certain  that  they  are  heartfelt  and  sincere. 

We  know  that  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General  put  in  many  hours  of  labour  behind  the 
scenes  to  ensure  the  business  affairs  of  the  valley  are  properly  managed.  There  is,  how¬ 
ever,  a  most  important  act  or  function  of  the  33rd’ s  that  I  haven’t  heard  commented 
upon.  When  a  Masonic  brother  first  arrives  to  register  as  a  candidate  for  the  Ancient 
and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  at  the  lodge  of  perfection,  or  later,  at  a 
chapter  or  consistory,  he  is  usually  met  by,  or  accompanied  by,  his  sponsor. 

The  usual  custom  at  the  completion  of  each  degree  is  for  an  officer  of  the  lodge,  chap¬ 
ter,  or  consistory  to  express  thanks  to  the  degree  team  director  and  his  cast,  and  then 
give  an  admonition  for  the  class  members  to  return  time-and-time  again,  so  they  may 
hear  and  appreciate  the  many  truths  contained  in  the  portrayal  of  the  degree. 

Very  often  when  he  does  return,  his  sponsor  has  either  not  arrived  or  will  not  be  attend¬ 
ing.  He  often  looks  a  little  bit  lost  and  might  well  become  lost  in  the  crowd.  This  is 
when  those  brethren  with  the  white  collars  step  forward.  They  greet  the  brother,  make 
him  feel  welcome,  express  interest  in  him,  and,  depending  on  the  weather,  possibly  ask 
how  his  drive  was.  I  must  add,  that  if  you  have  been  to  the  Valley  of  Barrie  during  the 
snow  season,  that  last  question  might  in  fact  elicit  a  lengthy  traffic  report. 

However,  the  warm  handshake,  the  sincere  greeting,  and  the  personal  interest  tells  the 
brother  he  is  among  friends  and  results  in  his  return  to  reunion  after  reunion. 

I  have  spoken  of  what  I  referred  to  as  Ambassadors-at-Large.  In  my  experience,  the 
members  of  Supreme  Council,  Active,  Past  Active,  and  Honorary  are  Ambassadors-at- 
Home. 
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As  a  new  Rotarian,  I  quickly  learned  the  importance  of  the  greeter.  For  a  few  months 
after  joining  my  club,  I  was  asked  to  spend  a  year  as  greeter.  I  identified  visitors,  wel¬ 
comed  newer  members,  and  became  acquainted  with  all  the  older  members.  Of  course  it 
was,  and  is,  a  smaller  club,  so  that  was  possible. 

What  was  put  into  practice  there  was  the  same  thing  I  saw  at  Scottish  Rite.  The 
Honorary  Inspectors-General  did  not  consider  themselves  a  group  apart  but  rather  their 
friendly  faces  and  warm  handshakes  set  the  tone  of  the  Valley.  I  am  not  implying  that 
the  officers  do  not  greet  and  welcome  both  members  and  visitors,  but  they  do  have 
other  duties  including  registration,  room  setups,  and  worrying  that  cast  members  and/or 
the  guest  speaker  might  not  arrive  on  time. 

Many  of  us  have  experienced  “grumpy  old  men”  at  craft  lodge  meetings.  At  Scottish 
Rite  reunions,  I  have  seen  lonely,  elderly  brethren  arrive  and  find  the  warmth  of  greet¬ 
ing  such  that  they  become  happy  to  be  meeting  again  with  their  brethren.  Such  is  the 
impact  of  the  Ambassadors-at-Home. 

Illustrious  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  it  is  my  hope  and  the  hope  of  all  the  newly 
coroneted  Honorary  Inspectors-General  that  we  will  be  worthy  of  the  confidence  you 
and  the  members  of  Supreme  Council  have  placed  in  us.  That  we,  as  Ambassadors-at- 
Large,  will  be  able  to  assist  in  improving  the  condition  of  Craft  Masonry  in  general  and, 
by  being  Ambassadors-at-Home,  will  assist  in  maintaining  our  valley’s  fraternal 
warmth  and  brotherly  love. 


FRIDAY  MORNING,  SEPTEMBER  13, 1996 
GENERAL  SESSION 

The  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of 
Canada  met  in  Annual  Session  at  9:00  a.m.,  in  Macleod  Hall  C  and  D,  Convention  Centre. 

Supreme  Council,  having  been  formally  opened  on  Thursday,  September  12th  in  the 
afternoon,  the  Active  and  Past  Active  Members  formed  the  Processional,  and  entered 
the  Lodge  Room  to  the  singing  of  “O  God  Our  Help  In  Ages  Past”,  accompanied  by 
Bro.  Lloyd  G.  Oakes  on  the  organ.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Harold  E.  Crosby 
called  upon  the  Grand  Prior  C.  Robert  Townshend  to  attend  the  Volume  of  the  Sacred 
Law  and  declared  the  labours  of  Supreme  Council  resumed. 

After  the  sound  of  an  alarm,  and  after  being  admitted,  M.W.Bro.  Basile  Costouros, 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta,  was  introduced  to  the  SGC  and  the 
brethren  present  by  Grand  Marshal  Eldon  Greer. 

The  SGC  welcomed  the  Grand  Master:  M.W.  Grand  Master,  we  are  so  happy  to  have 
you  with  us  and  that  you  are  prepared  to  fill  the  role  that  you  are  in  providing  leadership 
to  Freemasonry  in  the  Province  of  Alberta.  We  welcome  you  among  us,  not  only  as  the 
Grand  Master,  but  also  now  as  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  of  the  33rd  degree.  I  pre¬ 
sent  you  with  the  gavel  and  would  ask  you  to  accompany  me  to  the  East. 

Grand  Master:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Members  of  Supreme  Council,  it  is 
indeed  a  great  honour  for  me  to  be  here  and  welcome  you  all  on  behalf  of  all  of  the

The  law  runneth  forward  and  back 

For  the  strength  of  the  pack  is  in  the  wolf 

And  the  strength  of  the  wolf  is  in  the  pack.” 

I  can  think  of  no  better  way  to  say  it,  my  brothers.  We  are  indeed  one  among  many.

As  a  fraternal  organization  which  promotes  good  citizenship  among  its  members  and 
encourages  support  and  sets  good  examples  for  the  youth  of  our  communities — and  I 
think  that  is  why  it  is  fitting  that  Justin  is  with  us  today — you  have  become  an  important 
part  of  the  fabric  of  our  provinces  and  our  cities  and  I  hope  that  this  1996  Annual 
Session  brings  a  renewed  commitment  from  your  members.  As  you  elect  new  officers 
this  week-end  and  set  your  agenda  for  the  coming  year,  I  hope  that  you  will  recognize 
the  challenges  and  opportunities  of  the  rest  of  the  1990's  and  approach  them  with 
renewed  energies  and  excitement.  There  is  no  question  that  the  90’s  are  an  exciting 
time.  I  know  that  one  of  the  aims  of  Freemasonry  is  to  render  practical  aid  and  assis¬ 
tance  to  the  less  fortunate  members  of  the  community  and  never  has  there  been  a  time 
when  your  help  has  been  needed  any  more  than  it  is  today  in  so  many  communities 
around  the  world  and  by  so  many  people.  I  commend  you  for  your  efforts  at  self- 
improvement,  for  seeking  to  make  good  men  better  men  and  for  doing  it  in  a  way  that 
serves  to  promote  human  welfare  and  happiness.

Grand  Master,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Chairman  Hughes,  I  thank  you  for  the 
opportunity  to  be  here.  Have  a  wonderful  day. 

At  the  sound  of  an  alarm,  the  representative  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  was  admitted 
and  the  Grand  Marshal  introduced  The  Honourable  Stanley  S.  Schumacher,  Speaker 
of  the  House. 

SGC  Crosby  welcomed  Bro.  Schumacher  and  asked  him  to  address  the  assembly. 

Bro.  Schumacher:  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
and  Brethren.  I  am  delighted  to  bring  greetings  on  behalf  of  the  Honourable  Ralph 
Kline,  our  Premier,  and  the  legislative  assembly  of  the  Province  of  Alberta.  As  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  fraternity,  I  am  particularly  pleased  that  this  year’s  session  of  Supreme 
Council  is  being  held  in  our  Province  of  Alberta.

The  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies  led,  to  the  altar,  the  representatives  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the  U.S.A.  and  Grand  Marshal  Greer 
introduced  Ill.  Robert  O.  Ralstson,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  an 
Honorary  Member  of  this  Supreme  Council  and  Ill.  Robert  W.  Clarke,  33°,  S.G.I.G.  in 
the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

SGC  Crosby  welcomed  the  brethren  and  asked  S.G.C.  Ralston  to  approach  the  lectern. 

SGC  Ralston:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.W.  The  Grand  Master,  distinguished 
East,  Ill.  Active,  Past  Active,  and  Honorary  33°  brethren.  Good  Morning.  I  am  really, 
really  happy  to  be  here  with  you  again  in  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada.  To  me. 
Brethren,  this  is  a  situation  where  brethren  are  becoming  friends  and  I  really  enjoy  that. 
So  many  of  you  have  been  so  nice  and  so  warm.  It  has  been  a  wonderful  week. 
Officially,  Susanne  and  I  join  with  Bob  Clarke  and  his  wife  Holly,  in  extending  the 
greetings  of  our  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  and  our  best  wishes  to  you  for  a  most 
successful  and  harmonious  Session.  From  what  I  have  seen  so  far,  it  is  already  that  and 
I  am  sure  that  it  will  continue  to  be  so.  One  thing  that  I  would  do  is  to  congratulate  the 
new  Honorary  Inspectors-General  of  your  1996  class.  We  enjoyed  so  much  being  with 
you  as  you  were  coroneted  33°  masons.  I  know  that  it  is  an  event  in  your  life  that  you 
will  cherish  for  the  remainder  of  your  life  and  I  am  so  happy  that  Bob  and  I  could  share 
the  event  with  you.  I  also  thank  you  for  the  wonderful  hospitality  of  this  week.  It  is 
everything  that  we  could  have  hoped  it  would  be.  Susanne  and  I  took  a  few  days  prior 
to  the  Session  and  we  visited  many  of  the  sight-seeing  places  here.  It  is  fantastic.  You 
can  be  very  proud  of  Alberta.  You  have  a  wonderful  country.  We  are  proud,  as  masons, 
to  be  associated  with  you  and  to  be  your  neighbours  to  the  south.  We,  in  the  Northern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction,  look  forward  to  working  with  you,  shoulder-to-shoulder,  arm-in- 
arm,  hand-in-hand,  in  whatever  projects  may  come  our  way  masonically,  for  the  better¬ 
ment  of  our  fraternity.  Ill.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I  thank  you  for  the  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  say  hello  and  bring  greetings.  May  God  bless  you  in  this  beloved  Masonic  fraterni¬ 
ty- 

The  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies  led  to  the  altar  the  representatives  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Iran-in-Exile  and  the  Grand  Marshal  introduced  III.'.  Bro.'.  Parvis 
Yeganegi,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  and  Ill.*.  Bro.*.  Abdol  Ali  Samandari, 
33°,  Grand  Secretary-General. 

SGC  Crosby  welcomed  them  at  the  altar  and  asked  Bro.  Yeganegi  to  address  the 
brethren. 

SGC  Yeganegi:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.W.  The  Grand  Master,  Distinguished 
Guests,  Ill.  Brethren  All.  Jointly  with  our  Grand  Secretary-General  Samandari  we  bring 
to  all  of  you  felicitous  greetings  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Iran.  The  city  of  Calgary  has 
become  the  second  home  of  Ill  .'.Bro. ".Samandari  and  Vancouver  has  been  my  second 
home  for  the  past  17  years.  Both  of  us  are  most  thankful  to  Canada  and  its  citizens  for 
having  extended  to  us  such  a  privilege.  As  some  of  you  may  know,  the  city  ot  Boston, 
Mass,  has  also  become  the  second  home  of  Iranian  Freemasonry.  I  would  inform  those 
of  you  who  might  be  interested  that  under  the  auspices  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Massachusetts,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iran  and  its  four  subordinate  lodges,  for  the  past 
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twelve  years,  twice  a  year,  have  held  their  regular  meetings  at  the  masonic  temple  in 
Boston.  Since  the  inauguration  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Iran  on  July  3,  1988,  by  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the  USA,  at  which  two  of 
your  past  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  Ill Bros. ‘.Gordon  Bennett  and  John  Bourne 
honoured  us  with  their  presence,  concurrent  with  the  meetings  of  the  Iranian  blue 
lodges,  Scottish  Rite,  twice  a  year,  holds  its  regular  meetings  and  at  each  meeting  two 
degree  workshops,  according  to  the  Iranian  rituals,  are  held.  Without  exception,  one  of 
these  sessions  is  allocated  to  Lodge  of  Perfection  at  which  master  masons,  who  are 
members  of  one  of  the  Iranian  blue  lodges,  by  what  we  call  technique  of  participating 
initiation  mood,  are  entered  into  the  Scottish  Rite  or  by  the  same  process  are  elevated  to 
the  12°  or  14°.  The  second  session  is  designated  to  one  of  the  workshops  of  the  Chapter 
Rose  Croix  18°,  The  Sanctuary  22°  and  28°,  the  Aropage  30°,  the  Tribunal  31°,  the 
Consistory  32°,  at  each  of  which,  again  by  process  of  the  participating  initiation  mood, 
brethren  are  elevated  to  the  higher  degrees.  Over  100  Iranian  Freemasons  live  outside 
Iran  and  about  60  of  them  regularly  travel,  from  all  across  North  America  and  Europe, 
to  Boston  to  attend  these  meetings.  It  would  be  a  great  remiss,  if  I  did  not  express  the 
gratitude  and  sincere  thanks  of  all  Iranian  Freemasons  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Massachusetts  and  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the 
USA  for  having  given  us  their  full  support  and  also  for  having  so  generously  provided 
us  with  the  means  to  continue  our  vocation  to  keep  the  torch  of  Freemasonry  in  the 
minds  for  Iran.  Finally,  I  thank  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  for  having  invited  us  to 
this  session  and  the  members  of  the  Valley  of  Calgary  for  having  created  such  a  warm 
hospitality. 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  then  introduced  III.*.  Bro.‘.  Francisco  Spina,  33°,  Lieut.  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Italy.  He  was  accompanied  by  our 
Ill.’.  Bro.‘. Fred  Romanelli,  33°,  of  Niagara  Valley,  who  was  acting  as  interpreter.  After 
welcoming  Bro.  Spina,  SGC  Crosby  asked  him  to  approach  the  lectern. 

LGC  Spina:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  and  Brethren  I  bring  greetings  to  the 
brethren  all  across  Canada  from  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  who  could  not  leave 
his  office  in  Italy.  He  thanks  you  for  the  invitation  and  also  I  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  you  very  much  for  the  invitation.  I  was  glad  to  come  to  Canada  and  I  am  delight¬ 
ed  at  the  thought  of  meeting  you  for  the  first  time,  dear  Brothers.  I  am  pleased  that  on 
my  first  official  visit  I  can  visit  Canada  in  this  inland  city  of  Calgary.  My  country,  Italy, 
as  you  know,  is  a  peninsula  where  all  of  the  towns  are  not  far  from  the  sea.  I  can  see 
that  there  are  many  interesting  places,  and  I  intend  to  visit  some  of  these  places  tomor¬ 
row.  Best  wishes,  good  work  and  may  the  Lord  God,  Grand  Architect  of  the  Universe 
bless  your  work.  I  am  offering  you,  Sir,  a  little  present  from  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Italy  for  you  to  remember  this  day. 

Bro.  Spina  presented  the  SGC  with  a  placque  containing  the  words:  To

AD. 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  introduced  Ill Bro.’.  Juan  W.  Dixon,  33°,  S.G.I.G.  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Chile,  and  the  Grand  Representative  of  this  Supreme  Council.  He 
also  was  welcomed  by  the  SGC  and  proceeded  to  the  lectern. 
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III .\Bro .'.Dixon:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Alberta,  Ill.  Brothers  of  the  33°.  To  all  of  you  Brethren,  a  special  greeting  from  Chile. 
First  of  all,  I  want  to  thank  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the  Supreme  Council 
of  Canada  for  the  special  invitation  to  be  here  with  all  of  you  brothers.  Secondly,  I  want 
to  present  to  you  special  regards  from  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Chile.  I  am  very  glad  to  be  here  because  I  am  meeting  again  old 
friends  and  excellent  brethren.  Especially  Ill.'. Bro.‘. John  Lawer  who  I  met  with  his 
wife  during  his  visit  to  Chile.  I  am  very  sorry  for  the  death  of  the  wife  of 
Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Thomas  Band  who  is  the  Grand  Representative  in  Canada  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Chile.  I  present  our  congratulations  to  all  of  the  brethren  who,  yesterday, 
received  the  33°.  It  is  a  high  responsibility.  The  person  who  has  this  degree  must  reflect 
it  in  all  of  his  actions  in  his  life  and  be  an  effective  mason.  It  should  be  the  goal  of  the 
33rd  to  assist  in  the  lesser  degrees  and  to  participate  to  teach  the  lessons  of  masonry  to 
the  new  brethren.  This  is,  indeed,  a  great  responsibility.  My  mother  language  is 
Spanish,  not  English,  but  Masonry  is  the  one  language  that  is  all  over  the  world.  That 
language  is  the  language  of  the  Art.  With  all  my  heart,  I  hope  for  every  one  of  you,  hap¬ 
piness  and  success  in  all  your  life,  in  the  company  of  your  friends,  and  especially  in  the 
company  of  your  families.  Thank  you  again  for  all  of  your  hospitality. 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  presented  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  David  A.  Bruce,  32°,  Grand  Second 
Principal.  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Alberta.  SGC  Crosby  indicated  that 
it  was  unfortunate  that  the  Grand  First  Principal  had  another  commitment,  but  was 
pleased  to  welcome  Bro.  Bruce  in  his  stead. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  Bruce:  Ill.  Sov.  Grand  Commander,  M.W.  The  Grand  Master  of  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta,  Members  of  Supreme  Council  of  Canada,  and  Brethren  All. 
First  of  all,  let  me  begin  by  extending  to  you,  SGC,  a  sincere  thank  you  for  the  hospital¬ 
ity  and  many  courtesies  that  you  have  extended  to  my  wife  and  I  during  the  past  three 
days.  A  thank  you  also  to  the  Calgary  committee  for  their  courtesies.  It  is  also  my  plea¬ 
sure,  this  morning,  to  bring  greetings  from  all  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  the  province  of 
Alberta  and,  more  particularly,  the  greetings  of  the  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Alvin  C.  Edstrom, 
Grand  First  Principal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Alberta.  He  regrets  being  unable  to  be 
with  you  because  of  other  commitments.  My  Brethren,  in  the  weeks,  months,  and  years 
to  come,  our  masonic  family  will  face  many  unique  obstacles  and  meet,  no  doubt,  many 
interesting  challenges.

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So  I  said  to  myself  as  I  went  my  way 
Which  of  these  roles  have  I  tried  to  play? 

Am  I  a  builder  that  works  with  care 
Building  life  with  the  plumb  and  square, 

Or  am  I  a  wrecker  that  walks  the  town 
Content  with  the  labour  of  tearing  down? 

Yes,  Am  I  a  Mason  that  builds  with  care 
Promoting  Freemasonry  with  the  plumb  and  square. 

Or  am  I  a  mason  that  walks  the  town 

Content  with  the  labour  of  tearing  Freemasonry  down? 

My  Bethren,  I  pledge  to  you  the  support  and  allegiance  of  all  Royal  Arch  Masons,  par¬ 
ticularly  those  in  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Alberta,  so  that  we,  as  a  masonic  family,  will 
have  a  strong,  dynamic,  effective,  and  positive  impact  on  society.  I  wish  you  well  in 
your  deliberations  and  I  congratulate  those  outstanding  masons  whom  you  have  so  hon¬ 
oured  during  this  session.  God  Bless  you  all. 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  presented  M.  Em.  Kt.  Roger  N.  Delisle,  32°,  Supreme  Grand 
Master  of  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada,  of  the  United  Orders  of  Malta  and  the 
Temple.  On  being  welcomed  by  the  SGC,  he  was  conducted  to  the  lectern. 

M.  Em.  Kt.  Delisle:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Distinguished  Guests,  Brethren  All, 
it  is  an  honour  and  a  privilege  for  me  to  bring  to  you  the  official  greetings  from  the  offi¬ 
cers  and  members  of  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada  and  from  all  the  knights  of 
the  Order  of  the  Temple.  Thank  you  for  all  the  courtesies  and  kind  hospitality.  As  a 
member  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  I  was  TPGM  in  the  Hochelaga 
Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  the  Valley  of  Montreal  until  last  June.  I  am  happy  to  be 
here  and  I  am  enjoying  this  session  tremendously.  It  gives  me  an  occasion  to  meet  old 
friends  and  make  new  friends.  I  extend  my  sincere  congratulations  to  the  newly  coro- 
neted  33rd  degree  masons,  and  wish  them  success  in  their  future  masonic  endeavours. 
This  being  my  second  invitation  as  Supreme  Grand  Master,  the  first  one  was  the  Grand 
Conclave  of  Canada  a  couple  of  weeks  ago,  I  am  pleased  to  notice  the  harmony  that 
exists  between  our  organizations  and  I  certainly  hope  that  this  harmony  will  not  be 
affected  by  any  one  organization  deciding  because  of  declining  membership  to  forget 
the  mutual  respect  that  is  fundamental  to  the  principles  of  Freemasonry.  Again  I  thank 
you  all  and  hope  to  see  many  of  you  in  Winnipeg  next  August  for  our  annual  assembly. 

Since  the  Chief  Raban  of  the  A1  Azhar  Temple  of  the  A.A.O.N.M.S.  had  arrived,  SGC 
Crosby  requested  the  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies  to  retire  and  conduct  him  into 
Supreme  Council. 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  introduced  Ill.'.  Bro.'.  Richard  J.  Nixon,  32°,  Chief  Raban  of  the 
A1  Azhar  Temple,  Calgary. 

SGC  Crosby  welcomed  Bro.  Nixon. 

Chief  Rahcin  Nixon:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.W.  The  Grand  Master,  Delegates, 
I  bring  you  greetings  from  Ill.  Sir  John  Clay,  Potentate  of  A1  Azhar  Temple,  who  is 
unfortunately  unable  to  attend  this  meeting  this  morning  as  he  is  in  Portland  for  the 
Pacific  Northwest  Shrine  Association  meetings.  This  particular  body  that  is  here  today 
is  a  very  important  body  in  Masonry.  We  have  a  difficult  task  ahead  of  us  and  many  of 
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you  are  Shriners  and  many  of  you  know  that  Kamac  Temple  recently  voted  and  got  the 
support  of  Imperial  to  disregard  Scottish  Rite  and  go  from  being  a  3°  mason  into  the 
Shrine.  Now  this  is  a  very,  very  serious  event  that  has  taken  place,  because  I  can  assure 
you  that  in  the  next  couple  of  years,  the  Imperial  Sessions  are  going  to  have  this  issue 
before  them  to  have  the  concordant  bodies  dispensed  with  whenever  membership  is 
sought  in  the  Shrine.  Our  foundation  is  Masonry.  We  have  a  single  purpose,  but  it  is  a 
shared  responsibility.  If  we  forget  that,  we  are  going  to  lose  this  organization  and  we 
may  lose  the  Scottish  Rite.  When  I  look  at  young  people  today,  they  are  looking  at  busi¬ 
ness  and  we  are  not  creating  jobs  for  them  anymore  as  we  have  since  WWII.  Whenever 
we  had  a  problem,  we  simply  threw  more  people  at  it.  That  is  the  view  that  young  peo¬ 
ple  take  when  they  look  at  an  organization  like  a  masonic  body  with  its  several  concor¬ 
dant  bodies  and  its  several  affiliated  bodies.  My  son  is  20  years  old.  He  said:  “Dad,  why 
do  I  have  to  join  so  many  clubs  to  be  a  Shriner?  How  come  you  have  so  many  people 
doing  the  same  job?”  When  he  goes  to  work,  everything  has  been  reduced,  with  the 
tools  and  technologies  that  are  now  available,  that  one  person  is  handling  a  variety  of 
tasks.  His  question  needs  an  answer  and  this  particular  body  is  the  group  that  can  pro¬ 
vide  that  answer.  There  would  be  no  one  more  offended  or  more  disappointed  than 
myself  to  lose  the  Masonic  ties  to  the  Shrine  of  North  America.  Masonry  is  our  founda¬ 
tion.  It  is  what  makes  us  different  from  service  clubs,  because  we  have  common  philos¬ 
ophy.  One  of  brotherly  love.  One  of  acceptance  of  each  other.  The  old  story,  share  it  or 
lose  it.  If  I  can  leave  you  with  that  thought  today,  I  know  that  the  wisdom  is  here  to 
insure  that  Masonry  will  flourish  well  into  the  year  2000. 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  introduced  M.  Ill.  Kt.  Robert  L.  Costigan,  Grand  Sovereign, 
Grand  Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada,  Masonic  and  Military  Order  of  the  Knights  of  the 
Red  Cross  of  Constantine  and  St.  John  the  Evangelist  and  an  Honorary  Inspector- 
General  33°  of  this  Supreme  Council. 

After  welcoming  him,  SGC  Crosby  invited  Bro.  Costigan  to  address  the  brethren. 

M.  III.  Kt.  Costigan:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.W.  The  Grand  Master,  and 
Members  of  Supreme  Council,  as  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Council,  it  was  slightly 
over  two  weeks  ago  that  I  was  in  London  Ontario,  and  you.  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  were  our  guest  and  I  now  have  been  able  to  return  that  favour  and  answer 
to  your  wishes  to  be  here.  I  thank  you  so  much.  I  bring  to  you  the  greetings  of  the  Grand 
Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada  and  its  many  members.  I  have  been  going  to  these 
Sessions  for  quite  some  time,  but  yesterday  was  particularly  interesting  for  me  to  have 
some  of  my  dear  friends  enter  this  auspicious  body.  It  was  a  delight,  last  night,  to  hear 
the  response  to  the  introduction  of  the  candidates  when  Bro.  Lidstone  said,  “Seize  the 
moment.”  I  think  that  is  a  very  fine  phrase.  How  many  times  have  we  been  approached 
by  someone  and  we  shrug  it  off  and  say,  “Yes,  I  will  get  back  to  you.”  I  have,  lately, 
been  taking  that  advice  to  heart  and,  as  a  result,  have  been  able  to  help  two  candidates 
to  become  new  masons  in  this  province  in  the  past  year.  I  extend  congratulations  to  this 
class.  You  are  now  in  a  position  to  foster  and  promote  Masonry  in  the  90’ s  when  we  are 
so  prone  to  change.  Before  we  make  changes,  let  us  take  a  second  look. 
Ill Bro  .'.Crosby,  thank  you  for  the  kindnesses  that  you  have  shown  to  my  wife,  Lois, 
and  I  during  this  Session  and  I  wish  you  well  in  the  continuance  ot  today  and  tomorrow 
and  hope  to  see  you  soon,  particularly  in  Winnipeg  next  year.

SGC  Crosby  welcomed  each  of  the  brethren  and  thanked  them  for  the  work  that  they 
and  their  members  have  done  in  conjunction  with  the  local  Session  committee  in 
preparing  for  the  Session.  TPGM  Youngstrom  responded  on  behalf  of  the  Valley  repre¬ 
sentatives.

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ALLOCUTION  OF  THE 
SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 


Peers  and  Brethren: 

INTRODUCTION 

It  is  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  the  122nd  Annual  Session  of 
Supreme  Council,  and  I  thank  the  Valley  of  Calgary  for  the  invitation  to  hold  our  1996 
Session  in  the  City  of  Calgary.  We  last  met  in  this  wonderful  city  in  1971,  twenty-five 
years  ago. 

The  City  of  Calgary,  from  a  historical  perspective,  is  a  relatively  young  city.  Last  year 
we  met  in  Kingston,  Ontario,  a  community  that  has  been  settled  for  over  320  years.  By 
comparison  Calgary  had  its  beginnings  in  1875  when  the  North  West  Mounted  Police 
established  a  permanent  post  at  the  junction  of  the  Bow  and  Elbow  Rivers. 

My  information  tells  me  that  it  was  necessary  to  establish  this  post,  to  provide  for  law 
enforcement  in  the  area.  The  whiskey  traders  were  selling  alcohol  to  the  Natives  in  the 
area  in  return  for  buffalo  robes.  This  led  to  conditions  that  were  a  bit  on  the  riotous  side. 
The  city  has  however  shed  that  early  image,  and  now  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  great 
cities  in  Canada.  Each  summer,  in  early  July,  the  City  welcomes  thousands  of  visitors  to 
the  “greatest  show  on  earth”,  the  Calgary  Stampede.  For  ten  rollicking  days  the  City 
celebrates  its  Western  heritage — a  rodeo,  cowboys,  chuck  wagons,  and  a  party  atmo¬ 
sphere  that  captures  the  entire  city. 

All  Canadians  remember  with  much  pride,  the  outstanding  job  which  the  citizens  of  the 
City  did  in  hosting  the  1988  Winter  Olympics,  and  all  Canadians  envy  the  City  for  its 
location  in  a  Province  which  has  the  lowest  personal  rate  of  income  tax,  and  the  only 
Province  without  a  retail  sales  tax. 

The  facilities  available  to  us  for  our  Annual  Session  are  excellent,  and  the  Local 
Arrangements  Committee  has  done  a  first  class  job,  in  scheduling  a  social  programme 
which  should  appeal  to  all  in  attendance.  I  trust  that  each  of  you  will  find  the  session 
enjoyable,  and  productive. 

We  can  rejoice  in  the  large  number  of  members  who  have  come  to  participate  in  this 
Session,  but  we  must  record,  with  regret,  the  absence  of  two  of  our  Past  Sovereign 
Grand  Commanders,  Ill .*. Bros.-. Walter  H.  Mortlock,  and  Gordon  L.  Bennett.  Health 
problems  have  made  it  impossible  for  them  to  journey  to  Calgary. 

We  also  record  the  absence  of  the  Dean  of  Supreme  Council,  Ill .'.Bro.\ Charles  A. 
Sankey,  Past  Grand  Chancellor,  Honorary.  Charlie  Sankey  was  coroneted  an  Honorary 
Inspector-General  at  the  Annual  Session  in  Quebec  City  on  October  1,  1946.  The  attain¬ 
ment  of  fifty  years  membership  in  the  Masonic  Order  is  fairly  common  these  days.  The 
attainment  of  fifty  years  as  a  Scottish  Rite  Mason  also  occurs  with  some  regularity.  But 
to  attain  status  as  a  fifty-year  member  of  Supreme  Council  is  indeed  a  rarity.  We  are 
well  aware  of  the  vast  contribution  made  to  Masonry  in  general,  and  Scottish  Rite  in 
particular,  by  Bro.  Sankey.  It  would  have  been  wonderful  if  he  could  have  been  in 
attendance  at  this  Session.  It  would  have  afforded  us  the  opportunity  to  recognize  his 
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achievement,  and  honour  him  for  his  great  service  to  us.  Unfortunately  the  health  of  his 
wife  Winnifred  is  such,  that  he  sees  as  his  primary  obligation,  her  care  and  well  being. 

We  have  communicated  to  these  Illustrious  Brethren  our  regrets  for  their  absence,  and 
our  wish  that  their  health  might  improve,  thereby  making  it  possible  for  them  to  be  with 
us  next  year. 

NECROLOGY 

As  we  meet  in  Annual  Session,  it  is  fitting  that  we  should  pause  in  our  deliberations  to 
remember  and  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of  our  brethren  who  have  been  summoned 
from  this  earthly  abode  during  the  past  year.  We  remember  them,  through  attendance  at 
past  meetings  of  our  Supreme  Council,  and  we  recall  our  association  with  them  at  the 
various  functions  of  our  Constituent  and  Concordant  bodies.  Whatever  our  association 
with  them  may  have  been,  we  have  a  deep  feeling  of  loss — both  personal  loss,  and  the 
loss  of  the  contribution  they  no  longer  will  make  to  our  beloved  fraternity. 

It  is  with  great  thankfulness,  that  we  report  that  death  did  not  summon  any  of  the  Active 
members  of  our  Supreme  Council.  We  did,  however,  suffer  the  loss  of  one  of  our  Past 
Active  members. 

ILL  . .  BRO  . .  WILLIAM  CHESTON  SMITH,  33° 

After  a  lengthy  illness.  Ill .'.Bro.'. Smith  died  at  Winnipeg,  on  February  25,  1996.  A 
native  of  Manitoba,  he  spent  his  whole  life  in  that  province,  except  for  his  absence 
while  on  active  duty  with  the  Royal  Canadian  Engineers  during  the  second  World  War. 

The  Masonic  career  of  Bro.  Smith  spanned  a  period  of  forty-five  years.  He  held  many 
offices  in  Craft  Masonry,  in  Scottish  Rite,  and  in  The  Royal  Order  of  Scotland.  He 
served  in  the  office  of  Grand  Captain  of  the  Guard  in  Supreme  Council  from  1989- 
1991.  His  devotion  to  the  fraternity  in  all  its  branches,  was  recognized  at  the  Annual 
Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  in  June  1995,  when  the  rank  of 
Honorary  Past  Grand  Master  was  conferred  on  him. 

A  quiet  and  unassuming  man,  he  will  long  be  remembered  for  his  devoted  service  to  his 
country  and  the  fraternity.  We  will  miss  his  wise  counsel  and  gentle  manner.

Each  time  I  wear  the  decoration  of  this  special  rank,  it  will  serve  as  a  reminder 
of  the  close  relationship  which  has  existed  between  our  Supreme  Councils,  over  a  very 
long  period  of  time. 


At  the  1996  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  a  special  honor  was  conferred  on  Ill Bro.\ John  I.  Carrick,  33°,  Past  Grand 
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Secretary-General,  and  on  Ill .*. Bro.\ Charles  A.  Sankey,  33°,  Past  Grand  Chancellor, 
Honorary,  of  this  Supreme  Council.  For  thirty-five  years.  Ill Bro.'.Carrick  had  accept¬ 
ed  the  responsibility  for  supervising  the  Annual  Ballot  for  the  election  of  the  Officers  of 
that  Grand  Lodge.  Ill.'. Bro.'. Sankey  also  rendered  outstanding  service  to  that  Grand 
Lodge,  including  a  term  as  a  District  Deputy  Grand  Master.  In  recognition  of  their  very 
lengthy  and  devoted  service  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  they  were  presented  with  the  the 
“Grand  Master’s  Award  for  Distinguished  Service”.  We  congratulate  them  for  their 
devoted  service  to  the  fraternity,  and  for  the  recognition  given  to  them,  by  the  award  of 
this  exclusive  decoration. 

PERMISSIONS,  DISPENSATIONS,  AND  REFUSALS 

In  November  1995,  Ill.'. Bro. '.John  D.  Atchison,  33°,  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Ontario, 
informed  me  that  the  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  the  Valley  of  Barrie  had,  at  their 
reunion  held  on  September  30,  1995,  conferred  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  degrees  on  two 
candidates  who  had  not  met  the  requirements  of  Art.  89(a)  of  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations.  That  is,  the  period  of  time  between  receiving  their  3°  and  the  4°,  was  less 
than  six  months. 

The  Illustrious  Deputy  made  a  thorough  review  of  this  matter  with  the  officers  of  the 
Lodge,  and  with  Ill .*. Bro.*. R.  Eldon  Greer,  the  Active  member  in  the  Valley.  As  a 
result  of  this  review,  he  was  satisfied  that  this  action  by  the  Lodge,  was  not  undertaken 
with  a  blatant  disregard  for  the  requirements  of  the  Article.  Rather  it  was  the  result  of  a 
hasty  handling  of  applications. 

The  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  was  in  attendance  at  the  Annual  Session  of  Supreme 
Council  in  Kingston.  On  his  return  to  Barrie,  he  received  three  late  applications  for  the 
Fall  Reunion.  In  a  rush  to  get  these  on  the  notice  for  the  ballot,  he  failed  to  undertake 
the  proper  checking  of  the  applications  to  insure  they  met  the  requirements  to  be  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  ballot.  It  was  not  until  the  Grand  Secretary  was  preparing  the  list  of  initiates  to 
send  to  Supreme  Council  headquarters  in  Hamilton,  that  he  discovered  that  two  of  the 
candidates  did  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Article.  The  Valley  is  most  embarrassed 
by  this  situation,  and  has  expressed  its  deepest  regrets  for  this  unfortunate  oversight. 

After  considerable  deliberation  on  my  part,  I  have  reluctantly  decided  to  exercise  the 
authority  granted  to  me  under  Art.  22(i),  and  heal  the  failure  of  the  Lodge  to  comply 
with  the  statutory  requirements  in  the  processing  of  these  two  applications. 

I  emphasize  to  the  Officers  of  the  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  indeed  to  the  presid¬ 
ing  officers,  the  Secretaries,  the  Registrars,  and  the  Membership  or  Examining 
Committees  of  every  constituent  body  in  Canada,  the  imperative  necessity  to  scrutinize 
with  the  utmost  care,  the  statutory  qualifications  of  all  candidates  for  membership  in  the 
Rite.  Only  by  careful  attention  to  such  a  review  will  it  be  possible  to  avoid  any  repeti¬ 
tion  of  these  conditions,  and  thus  avoid  embarrassment  to  all  concerned  in  the  future. 

At  the  1995  Annual  Session,  Ill .'. Bro.'. Kenneth  C.  McLellan  from  Waterloo,  Ontario, 
was  elected  to  receive  the  33°  at  the  1996  Annual  Session.  In  May  1996, 
Ill .'. Bro .’.  Donald  W.  Lambie,  33°,  Active  Member  from  the  Valley  ot  Toronto, 
informed  me  that  Ill  .'.Bro.'.  McLellan  had  encountered  a  serious  illness,  which  required 
major  surgery,  and  that  he  therefore  would  be  unable  to  attend  the  1996  Annual 
Session.  Ill .'. Bro.'. Lambie,  asked  me  to  consider  granting  approval  to  confer  the  33° 
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on  this  brother  prior  to  the  Annual  Session.  After  careful  consideration  of  the  circum¬ 
stances,  I  authorized  the  conferring  of  the  degree  on  Ill.'.Bro.'.McLellan. 

A  degree  team,  composed  of  the  Active  Members  of  Supreme  Council  resident  in 
Ontario,  with  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  V.  Lawer  filling  the  office  of 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  conferred  the  degree  on  Ill.’.Bro.'.McLellan  in  Toronto, 
on  July  16,  1996.  I  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  Supreme  Council  who 
participated  in  the  degree  presentation,  and  I  extend  our  best  wishes  to 
Ill .’.  Bro McLellan  for  a  recovery  from  his  illness,  and  our  hope  that  he  may  be  able  to 
attend  the  Annual  Session  in  Barrie  next  year,  to  witness  the  presentation  of  the  degree 
in  a  more  traditional  setting. 

Ill  .'.Bro  .'.John  D.  Atchison,  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Ontario,  requested  permission  to 
issue  a  Dispensation  to  the  Barrie  Consistory,  which  would  permit  that  Consistory  to 
attend  the  Annual  Reunion  of  the  Guernsey  Consistory,  located  in  Cambridge,  Ohio, 
and  to  exemplify  the  thirtieth  degree  of  this  Supreme  Council  for  the  members  of  the 
Valley  of  Cambridge. 

The  Valley  of  Barrie,  and  the  Valley  of  Cambridge,  have  for  many  years  enjoyed  very 
warm  fraternal  relations.  Cross  border  exchanges,  like  those  which  take  place  between 
these  two  Valleys,  are  most  helpful  in  building  friendships  and  fraternal  relations  and 
are  to  be  encouraged.  I  therefore  was  pleased  to  authorize  the  Illustrious  Deputy  to  issue 
the  dispensation  to  accommodate  the  wishes  of  the  Barrie  Consistory.

Bro.  Greer  has  made  a  significant  contribution  to  masonry,  and  to  the  community  in  the 
Valley  of  Barrie.

In  recognition  of  his  contribution  to  the  fra¬ 
ternity,  he  was  appointed  a  Grand  Steward  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  and,  in  1989,  was  elected  to  serve  as  District  Deputy  Grand  Master 
for  Frontenac  District.  He  joined  Scottish  Rite  in  1963,  and,  in  1974,  served  the 
Kingston  Lodge  of  Perfection  as  the  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master.  He  was  coroneted 
an  Honorary  Inspector-General  of  Supreme  Council  in  1985,  and  crowned  a  Sovereign 
Grand  Inspector  General  in  1992.

Nevertheless,  the  Committee  undertakes  its  work,  and  recommends  what  its  members 
believe  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  this  Supreme  Council  and  Masonry  at  large.  We 
thank  the  committee  members  for  the  diligence  they  apply  in  the  discharge  of  their 
responsibilities. 

I  am  pleased  to  welcome,  on  behalf  of  all  those  present,  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master  of  Masons  in  the  Province  of  Alberta  to  this  Session.  We  welcome  him  both  as 
the  leader  of  Craft  Masonry  in  this  Province,  and  as  a  candidate  to  receive  the  thirty- 
third  degree  of  this  Supreme  Council.

It  is  a  pleasure  to  again  welcome  Ill.  Robert  O.  Ralston,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand

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Arch  Masons  of  Alberta,  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada,  the  Grand  Imperial 
Conclave,  and  the  Shrine.  Thank  you  for  being  with  us. 

The  vitality  of  Freemasonry  is  greatly  enhanced  by  the  existence  of  strong  bonds  of 
mutual  interest  and  support  among  its  various  orders,  branches  and  organizations.  The 
survival  of  Freemasonry  in  the  past  can  be  largely  attributed  to  the  fraternal  relations 
which  have  been  created  and  regularly  nurtured.  We  must  work  even  more  diligently  on 
enhancing  these  relationships. 

SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION 

The  Foundation  has  had  another  very  busy  year,  and  has  continued  to  provide  financing 
for  education  and  research.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Foundation  sets  forth,  in  much 
detail,  just  what  was  accomplished.  The  Annual  Report  will  be  distributed  during  this 
Session.  I  commend  it  to  your  attention,  and  ask  that  you  carefully  read  it,  that  you  may 
be  better  informed  on  the  work  of  the  Foundation. 

Last  year  in  my  Allocution,  I  made  some  recommendations  on  how  we  might  more 
effectively  communicate  the  work  of  the  Foundation  to  our  membership  at  large.  Some 
valleys  did  act  on  these  recommendations  with  positive  results.  I  urge  all  the  valleys  to 
act  on  these  recommendations,  and,  by  so  doing,  create  a  desire  among  a  wider  group  of 
our  members  to  participate  in  its  work. 

At  the  beginning  of  my  term  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I  expressed  the  wish  that 
when  I  made  an  official  visit  to  a  valley,  rather  than  presenting  me  with  a  personal  gift, 
the  valley  consider  making  a  contribution  to  the  Foundation  in  recognition  of  the  visit. 
The  great  majority  of  the  valleys  visited  in  this  past  year  did  just  that.  I  was  very  grati¬ 
fied  with  the  response,  and  the  Foundation  has  received  significant  additional  funds 
from  this  source.  Hopefully,  the  fourteen  valleys  that  will  be  visited  in  the  next  year, 
will  follow  this  pattern,  with  benefit  to  the  work  of  the  Foundation. 

We  are  most  appreciative  of  the  work  being  done  on  behalf  of  Scottish  Rite,  through  the 
Foundation,  by  those  who  serve  as  its  officers  and  directors.  They  are  providing  the 
leadership  which  has  been  responsible  for  the  success  of  this  important  undertaking.  On 
behalf  of  all  Scottish  Rite  Masons  in  Canada,  I  express  our  appreciation  to  them  for 
their  efforts. 

ORDER  OF  DEMOLAY 

At  the  1995  Annual  Session  we  took  decisions  to  evidence  our  support  for,  and  our 
willingness  to  provide  assistance  to,  the  Order  of  DeMolay  in  Canada.  Some  progress 
has  been  made  in  implementing  these  decisions,  however,  the  progress  has  been  less 
complete  than  we  had  hoped  might  be  the  case.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on 
DeMolay  will  provide  a  more  complete  record  of  what  was  accomplished.  We  are 
grateful  for  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  some  of  the  jurisdictions. 

Last  year  I  expressed  the  view  that  the  Order  of  DeMolay  is  an  organization  whose 
influence  in  our  country,  we  should  be  helping  to  expand.  It  is  an  organization  that  can 
provide  a  role  model  to  help  young  people  deal  with  the  many  challenges  with  which 
they  are  faced.  It  is  an  organization  which  offers  programmes  in  leadership  skills,  good 
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citizenship,  and  regard  for  the  rights  of  others — all  of  which  can  have  a  very  positive 
influence  on  the  youth  of  our  country. 

The  programme  for  this  Session  has  allotted  one  hour  for  a  presentation  by  the 
DeMolay.  I  urge  all  those  present  to  attend  this  presentation  to  learn  more  about  the 
way  that  this  very  worth  while  organization  communicates  its  teachings  to  the  youth. 

INTERNATIONAL  MEETINGS 

The  Ninth  Conference  of  English  Speaking  Supreme  Councils  in  Amity  was  held  in 
Dunblane,  Scotland,  from  June  7  to  June  9,  1996. 1  represented  the  Supreme  Council  for 
Canada  at  this  Conference.  A  number  of  the  Supreme  Councils  in  attendance  presented 
papers,  on  Scottish  Rite  and  Craft  Lodge  matters,  which  were  most  informative,  and 
will  provide  useful  information  to  our  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations. 

A  very  significant  event  took  place  in  Moscow,  Russia  on  July  6,  1996.  Under  the  spon¬ 
sorship  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  France,  a  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  was  established  in  Russia.  The  Advisory  Council  recommended 
to  me,  that  our  Supreme  Council  should  be  represented  at  this  ceremony.  In  the  normal 
course  of  events,  I  would  have  represented  our  Supreme  Council.  I,  however,  was  not 
able  to  attend,  so  Ill Bro.’.  John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations,  agreed  to  make  the  trip  and  rep¬ 
resent  us  on  that  historic  occasion.  I  am  grateful  to  him  for  undertaking  this  responsibil¬ 
ity  on  our  behalf. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  more  fully  deals  with  these  mat¬ 
ters. 

PRESENTATION  OF  COMMITTEE  REPORTS  AT  ANNUAL  SESSION 

Last  year,  a  change  was  made  in  the  way  that  committee  reports  were  presented  to  the 
Session.  This  change  was  well  received  by  those  in  attendance.  This  year,  we  have 
taken  the  next  step  in  the  process  of  revising  our  past  practice. 

Except  for  the  Reports  of  the  Committees  on  Membership  Nominations,  Officers 
Nominations,  and  Audit  and  Finance,  all  other  Committee  reports,  together  with  the 
Deputies  Reports,  and  the  Audited  Financial  Statements,  have  been  compiled  in  booklet 
form.  These  booklets  were  distributed  to  all  Active  and  Past  Active  members  prior  to 
the  Session,  thus  providing  an  opportunity  for  these  to  be  carefully  studied  prior  to  their 
presentation  to  the  Executive  Session. 

This  booklet  of  Reports  has  been  included  in  the  registration  materials  of  all  who  are  in 
attendance  at  this  Session.  This  will  enable  those  in  attendance,  to  take  back  to  their 
Valleys,  a  good  record  of  the  matters  considered  by  Supreme  Council,  and  to  be  in  a 
better  position  to  communicate  this  information  to  the  members  in  their  Valleys.  A 
word  of  caution,  however.  The  reports  which  were  printed  may  have  been  altered  dur¬ 
ing  the  Executive  Session  consideration  of  them.  Any  changes  will  be  pointed  out  by 
the  Committee  Chairman  when  he  makes  the  summary  presentation  of  the  report. 
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APPRECIATION 

As  one  reflects  on  the  year  past,  one  realizes  that  what  was  accomplished,  was  the  result 
of  the  efforts  of  many  people.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  a  very  large  sup¬ 
porting  cast. 

The  Illustrious  Deputies  carry  a  heavy  responsibility  on  behalf  of  Supreme  Council. 
They  occupy  a  role  in  the  administration  of  Supreme  Council  matters  in  their  respective 
jurisdictions,  but  perhaps  a  more  vital  role  is  that  of  helping  to  shape  the  Masonic 
development  of  the  Constituent  bodies  within  the  jurisdiction.  I  am  grateful  to  all  the 
Deputies  for  the  assistance  they  have  extended  to  me  during  this  past  year,  and  for 
attending  to  the  many  details  relating  to  my  official  visits. 

The  principal  officers  of  our  Constituent  bodies  across  Canada,  also  have  a  great  influ¬ 
ence  on  the  success  or  failure  of  our  efforts.  It  is  they  who  have  the  task  of  communicat¬ 
ing  our  great  Masonic  truths  to  our  initiates,  and  to  our  members,  and  in  projecting  to 
our  communities,  a  positive  image  of  the  fraternity.  I  thank  all  the  officers  in  the 
Constituent  bodies,  for  their  willingness  to  devote  the  time  and  effort,  which  is  required 
to  adequately  discharge  this  leadership  role. 

The  Supreme  Council  Secretariat,  consisting  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General, 
Ill Bro Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  the  Executive  Secretary,  Ill  Bro Donald  D. 
Thornton,  33°,  together  with  Ms.  Margaret  L.  Tweedle  and  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton,  pro¬ 
vide  very  essential  support  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  to  Supreme 
Council.  On  my  own  behalf,  as  well  as  Supreme  Council  and  all  the  Scottish  Rite 
Masons  in  Canada,  I  express  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  very  efficient  and  effective  man¬ 
ner  in  which  they  discharge  their  duties. 

I  also  acknowledge  the  support  of  my  wife  Jessie.  She  has  been  most  supportive,  and 
most  willing  to  accompany  me,  as  I  make  my  many  journeys  representing  our  Supreme 
Council. 

CONCLUSION 

The  Allocution  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  deals  with  some  of  the  more 
important  activities  of  the  past  year,  that  is,  it  deals  with  history.  We  must  not  however 
dwell  on  the  past  to  the  detriment  of  the  future. 

We  are  well  aware  of  the  many  challenges  which  now  confront  the  Masonic  fraternity, 
and  some  of  the  initiatives  which  have  been,  and  are  being,  put  in  place,  to  deal  with 
these  challenges.  It  is  quite  possible  to  feel  despair  when  we  consider  the  challenges 
which  are  before  us. 

In  1982,  the  late  Ill  .’.Bro. ‘.William  L.  Wright,  33°,  Past  Grand  Prior  of  this  Supreme 
Council,  prepared  a  paper,  entitled  Freemasonry  in  Today’s  World,  for  presentation  by 
our  delegates  to  the  Tenth  Reunion  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  the  Americas. 
In  his  paper.  Archbishop  Wright  wrote  “When  civilizations  fail,  it  is  man  who  has 
failed — not  in  his  body  of  machinery,  but  in  his  will,  spirit,  and  morality.”  We  know  of 
course  that  failure  is  not  inevitable,  and  that  the  future  is  not  in  the  hands  of  fate,  but  in 
our  hands.  We  must  make  sure  that  our  Fraternity  does  advance,  and  continue  to  exert 
its  influence  for  good  in  the  world. 
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I  call  on  all  Scottish  Rite  Masons  to  play  their  part  in  the  strengthening  of  our 
Fraternity.  We  can  do  this  by  reaffirming  the  mission  of  Freemasonry  as  we  practice  it 
in  the  Scottish  Rite.  Let  our  Freemasonry  be,  as  Ill.'. Bro.'.  Wright  has  described  it,  “a 
lamp  to  light  the  way  for  the  seeker  of  truth  and  the  meaning  of  life,  and  a  safe  harbour 
for  all  who  discover  the  true  meaning  of  morality,  brotherhood,  and  compassion.”

The  SGC  announced  that  all  of  the  reports  appearing  in  the  booklet  of  Preliminary 
Reports  were  considered  and  adopted  in  Executive  Session.  In  some  instances  the 
reports  were  slightly  amended  and  they  will  be  printed  in  their  final  form  in  the 
Proceedings.  They  have  been  very  carefully  considered  and  we  are  now  providing  an 
opportunity  for  the  Chairmen  of  these  committees  or  the  appropriate  officer  to  make 
brief  comments  to  you  concerning  the  reports. 

The  SGC  called  for  precis  of  the  reports  of  the  GSG,  the  GTG,  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  the  Auditors. 

The  GSG  reported  that  copies  of  the  Deputies  reports  have  been  included  in  the  booklet 
of  Preliminary  Reports  and  will  also  be  printed  in  the  Proceedings. 

The  SGC  Suspended  the  Labours  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  brethren  to  attend  the 
Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  Luncheon  to  be  held  in  Macleod  Hall  A, 
Convention  Centre  with  Labours  to  be  Resumed  at  2:00  p.m. 
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FRIDAY  NOON,  SEPTEMBER  13, 1996 
FOUNDATION  LUNCHEON 

The  Luncheon  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  was  held  at  12:00  noon  in 
Macleod  Hall  A,  Convention  Centre,  with  Dr.  N.  Richard  Richards  presiding. 

Dr.  Richards  asked  The  Right  Rev.  C.  Robert  Townshend  to  give  the  Invocation.  All 
enjoyed  a  light  lunch. 

Dr.  Richards  called  upon  Vice-President  I.  Dale  Steeves  to  introduce  the  guest  speaker, 
Mr.  Bruce  Uditsky,  Executive  Director,  Alberta  Association  of  Community  Living.  Mr. 
Uditsky’s  speech  is  recorded  on  page  45  of  the  1995-96  Annual  Report  of  The  Scottish 
Rite  Foundation. 

Before  the  luncheon  ended,  in  keeping  with  a  tradition  that  began  a  number  of  years 
ago.  Dr.  Richards  was  pleased  to  receive,  from  brethren  representing  valleys  across  the 
country,  donations  amounting  to  $41,323.79  for  the  capital  fund  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
Foundation.  The  Almoner  of  the  Valley  of  Calgary  also  included  the  funds  received  on 
Thursday  in  the  Box  of  Fraternal  Assistance.  Dr.  Richards  thanked  the  brethren  for  their 
generosity,  not  only  at  this  meeting,  but  throughout  the  year. 
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SGC  Harold  E.  Crosby  resumed  labour  for  the  afternoon  General  Session  at  2:00  p.m. 
in  Macleod  Hall  C  and  D,  Convention  Centre. 

The  SGC  called,  in  turn,  upon  the  following  Illustrious  Brethren  to  present  precis  of  the 
reports  of  the  committees  that  they  represented:

SGC  Crosby  instructed  the  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies  to  invite  the  representatives 
from  the  Order  of  DeMolay  to  enter  in  order  that  they  might  present  a  demonstration  of 
their  ritual  work. 

SGC  Crosby:  Brethren,  we  have  with  us  now  Bro.  Gary  Long,  Southern  District 
Deputy  for  the  Alberta  DeMolay  district,  and  three  of  the  members  of  the  DeMolay 
Chapter  in  Calgary,  Darryl  Vivian,  Scott  Long,  and  Scott  Iwaniuk.  They  are  going  to 
take  about  three  quarters  of  an  hour  to  make  a  presentation  to  us.  I  am  sure  that  when 
the  boys  are  finished,  we  will  have  a  much  greater  appreciation  of  what  DeMolay  is  all 
about. 
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Bro.  Long:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Distinguished  East,  and  Brethren  All,  I 
would  first  take  the  time  to  thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  allowing  us  to  present  some  of 
the  ritual  work  which  we,  as  DeMolay  advisers,  enjoy  on  a  regular  basis.  The  fellows 
you  will  see  here  this  afternoon  are  presenting  several  talks  which,  to  a  certain  extent, 
explain  some  of  the  precepts  and  foundations  upon  which  DeMolay  was  founded  and 
has  been  built.  I  was  hoping  to  be  able  to  bring  a  few  more  of  the  fellows  out  this  after¬ 
noon,  but  due  to  their  school  commitments,  it  was  somewhat  difficult  to  achieve.  We 
do,  as  one  of  our  symbols,  have  the  school  books  upon  the  Altar  and  we  tend,  as  much 
as  possible,  to  honour  them.  After  hearing  the  young  men  talk,  you  may  not  want  to  lis¬ 
ten  to  me,  so  I  will  exert  a  little  of  my  seniority  and  take  the  chance  now. 

There  are  a  few  of  you  around  this  room  who  have  been  exposed  to  DeMolay  and  have 
heard  some  of  this  before.  Some  are  more  qualified  than  I  to  make  this  talk.  To  those  of 
whom  I  speak  and  to  all  of  you,  I  thank  you  for  the  heritage  and  the  history  that  enables 
us  to  be  here  today.  I  will  take  few  moments  now  to  give  a  brief  history  of  the  Order  of 
DeMolay. 

The  history  of  Jacques  DeMolay  is  nothing  new  to  the  Scottish  Rite.  That  is  not  my 
objective,  but  rather,  the  Order  of  DeMolay.  DeMolay  was  founded  in  1919  in  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  by  Ill  .’.Bro  .‘.Frank  S.  Land,  33°,  as  a  result  of  his  association  with  a 
youth  by  the  name  of  Louis  Lord  who  had  lost  his  father  during  the  first  world  war. 
Frank  listened  with  compassion  to  Louis  and  soon  learned  that  there  were  others  in  a 
similar  situation.  The  first  informal  meeting  was  held  at  the  Kansas  City  Scottish  Rite 
Temple  at  which  Frank  S.  Land  was  the  Social  Services  Director.  It  naturally  followed 
that  the  order  would  identify  itself  in  some  way  with  Freemasonry.  Frank  Land,  or  Dad 
Land  as  the  boys  began  calling  him,  related  the  story  of  Jacques  DeMolay  to  the  group 
of  nine  young  men  and  they  decided  to  connect  themselves  in  name  to  the  historic  and 
heroic  figure.  For  the  second  meeting,  the  nine  young  men  had  invited  some  friends  and 
the  meeting  grew  to  thirty  interested  youths.  The  sponsoring  organization  for  this  group 
consisted  of  thirteen  men,  all  active  in  Scottish  Rite  bodies,  and  nearly  all  33rd  degree 
masons.  Soon  after  the  initial  meeting,  Dad  Land  asked  a  close  friend  and  a  leading 
mason  by  the  name  of  Frank  A.  Marshall  to  write  a  ritual  for  the  organization.  The  com¬ 
bined  effort  of  the  principles  and  philosophies  envisioned  and  provided  by  Dad  Land 
and  the  imagination  and  writing  ability  provided  by  Dad  Marshall  along  with  the  help 
of  the  seven  preceptors  who  assisted  in  writing  their  own  parts,  resulted  in  the  DeMolay 
ritual.  It  was  presented  for  the  first  time  on  September  27,  1919,  and  gave  us  the 
Initiatory  and  DeMolay  degrees  which  are  ageless  and  remain  virtually  unchanged 
today. 

During  its  history,  there  have  been  four  Honorary  Grand  Masters  appointed.  If  you 
think  that  I  am  trying  to  impress  you  with  the  names,  you  are  right.  I,  as  a  senior 
DeMolay,  am  proud  to  that  men  such  as  these  would  consider  associating  themselves 
with  an  organization  such  as  ours.  The  first  was  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  in  1933,  the  sec¬ 
ond  was  Harry  S.  Truman  in  1945,  the  third  was  John  G.  Diefenbaker  in  1958,  and  the 
fourth  was  Gerald  L.  Ford  in  1975.  Other  famous  people  who  have  passed  through  the 
ranks  of  DeMolay  are  Bill  Clinton,  Walt  Disney,  John  Wayne,  Burl  Ives,  Fran 
Tarkington,  and  many  others.  We  actually  have  a  little  story  about  a  place  that  Walt 
Disney  made  famous.  It  was  said  that  he  named  his  first  amusement  park  alter  himself 
and  another  man  he  admired  very  much,  Frank  Land.  It  was  then,  and  is  still,  called 
Disney  Land.  In  my  own  history,  there  are  others  that  I  hold  in  even  higher  regard  than 
these,  however.  Primarily,  because  they  were  instrumental  in  the  growth  of  DeMolay  in 
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Calgary  and  Alberta.  Names  that  some  of  you  might  recognize.  Roy  Austin,  Wally 
Paler,  Bill  Brown,  and  Bill  White,  to  name  just  a  few.  These  men  provided  a  foundation 
on  which  this  organization  grew  and  flourished  in  this  province  for  many  years.  Today, 
our  organization  is  having  difficulties  in  membership  as  are  all  of  the  Masonic  family 
bodies,  but,  like  you,  there  are  some  of  us  that  will  not  let  go  and  are  striving  to  promote 
the  growth  and  well-being  of  this  group.  We  believe  a  saying  that  is  passed  around  on 
the  back  of  one  of  my  business  cards  which  goes  as  follows:  A  hundred  years  from 
now,  it  will  not  matter  what  my  bank  account  was,  the  sort  of  house  I  lived  in,  or  the  car 
I  drove,  but  the  world  may  be  different  because  I  was  important  in  the  life  of  a  boy. 

These  are  a  couple  of  the  young  men  to  whom  I  would  like  to  think  that  I  made  a  differ¬ 
ence.  The  ritual  that  they  are  about  to  present  has  been  selected  to  present  some  of  the 
foundation,  symbolism,  and  precepts  for  which  we  strive.  I  hope  that  you  enjoy  them  as 
much  as  I  do. 

Bro.  Long  then  introduced,  in  turn,  Darryl  Vivian  who  presented  the  Initiatory  Degree 
obligation  which  is  taken  by  each  member  of  DeMolay  on  his  initiation,  Scott  Long, 
who  presented  a  shield  talk  explaining  the  symbol  of  DeMolay,  and,  again,  Darryl 
Vivian,  who  presented  two  pieces,  an  explanation  of  the  DeMolay  degree  and  the 
Ceremony  of  Light.  The  presentations  by  both  of  the  young  men  were  very  well  done. 

Bro.  Long:  Brethren,  before  we  proceed  further,  to  those  of  you  from  Calgary,  don't 
bother  talking  to  Darryl  Vivian  about  joining  the  craft.  He  is  already  committed  to  join 
his  father’s  lodge  probably  within  the  next  twelve  months.  Once  again  I  would  thank 
you  very  much  for  the  privilege  and  the  pleasure  of  bringing  some  of  our  fellows  to  be 
able  to  perform  in  front  of  you.  It  is  something  that  we  take  a  great  delight  in,  both  as 
advisors  and  as  members  of  DeMolay.  I  can’t  think  of  anything  that  gives  me  more 
pride  than  to  stand  before  these  boys  as  they  perform. 

SGC  Crosby:  Bro.  Long  and  DeMolay  Boys,  we  thank  you,  most  sincerely,  for  coming 
here  this  afternoon  and  for  portraying,  to  this  group,  what  we  have  seen.  One  cannot 
help  but  conclude  that  an  order  such  as  DeMolay  cannot  help  but  have  a  very  positive 
impact  on  young  people  and  on  the  future  of  our  country.  I  know  that  the  boys  would 
probably  rather  be  out  on  the  football  or  baseball  field  this  afternoon,  or  perhaps  at 
home  doing  a  little  homework,  but  we  really  do  appreciate  the  effort  that  you  made.  I 
am  sure  that  everybody  that  is  in  this  room  cannot  help  but  feel  that  we  made  the  right 
decision  in  inviting  you  to  make  this  presentation  to  us. 

The  DeMolay  representatives  left  to  the  applause  of  the  brethren. 

SGC  Crosby:  Brethren,  I  hope  that  what  you  have  just  witnessed  will  be  something  that 
you  will  take  back  to  your  respective  valleys  and  that  it  will  encourage  you  and  incite 
you  to  get  involved  and  to  get  your  valley  involved  to  try  to  support  this  wonderful 
order.  It  is  great  to  see  the  quality  of  the  young  men  who  were  here  this  afternoon. 

The  SGC  asked  III.'.  Bro.'.  I.  Dale  Steeves  to  assume  the  chair  and  conduct  the 
Question  and  Answer  Period. 

Bro.  Steeves:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I  thank  you  for  selecting  me  to  chair  this 
Period  and,  although  I  haven’t  had  any  questions  submitted  to  me,  I  am  sure  that  there 
are  a  lot  of  them  out  there.  I  would  ask  the  first  questioner  to  proceed. 
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Bro.  John  Storey,  Toronto:  I  have  three  very  short  questions,  but  first  of  all,  an  appreci¬ 
ation.  I  appreciate  receiving  the  preliminary  reports  which  I  found  to  be  most  interest¬ 
ing.  I  would  like  to  address  my  first  question  to  Ill .'. Bro.’. John  Lawer.  He  mentioned 
in  Fraternal  Relations  in  connection  with  the  restrictions  on  dual  memberships  made  by 
England  and  Wales.  Does  this  restriction  relate  also  to  Scotland? 

Bro.  Lower:  The  information  that  we  have  put  in  our  report  was  taken  directly  from  the 
report  that  we  received  from  London  and  it  dealt  only  with  the  Supreme  Council  for 
England  and  Wales.  By  way  of  comment,  there  is  a  concordat  between  the  Supreme 
Councils  for  England  and  Wales  on  the  one  hand  and  Scotland  and  Ireland  on  the  other, 
but  our  experience  here  in  Canada  has  been  that,  until  now,  Scotland  has  not  enforced 
the  same  rule.  We  had  a  specific  example  of  a  brother  now  living  in  Canada  who  had 
received  the  30°  in  Scotland  and  who  now  wished  to  receive  the  32°.  The  precaution 
was  taken  of  writing  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  for  Scotland,  asking  if  it  was  a 
problem  for  that  brother  to  proceed.  The  answer  we  received  was  that,  since  the  brother 
was  now  living  in  Canada,  there  was  no  objection  to  his  receiving  the  32°  and  he  would 
not  lose  any  status  that  he  had  in  Scotland.  That,  however,  was  prior  to  the  directive 
received  from  London.  Whether  the  concordat  that  exists  between  them  will  affect  it,  I 
don't  really  know. 

Bro.  Storey:  Thank  you  very  much.  When  I  came  to  Canada,  I  had  already  received  the 
Scottish  30°  and  I  was  encouraged,  in  a  letter  from  the  Grand  Secretary  in  Edinburgh,  to 
affiliate.  I  have  been  extremely  grateful  for  this  and  was  therefore  rather  concerned  that 
there  had  been  a  change  of  heart  in  Scotland. 

Secondly,  in  the  Secretary’s  report,  he  brings  out  statistics  on  membership  giving  the 
net  decrease,  etc.  He  also  gives  the  total  membership  of  28,502,  but  he  does  not  give 
membership  of  the  Rose  Croix,  or  the  Consistory,  or  the  33°.  Would  it  be  possible, 
sometime  for  those  figures  to  be  granted? 

Bro.  Wands:  Ill Bro Storey,  I  do  have  the  report  in  front  of  me  of  the  complete 
membership  in  Canada  which  is  always  published  in  the  Proceedings  under  Appendix 
L.  Do  you  wish  to  know  the  total  attendance  in  Rose  Croix? 

Bro.  Storey:  I  was  wondering  about  the  up-to-date  figures.  I  know  that  they  will  be  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Proceedings  later  on. 

Bro.  Wands:  At  the  time  I  wrote  my  report,  we  were  short  a  report  from  one  valley. 
Using  the  figures  available  at  that  time,  I  reported  the  membership  in  Lodges  of 
Perfection  at  28,502,  which  is,  therefore,  the  total  membership  in  Scottish  Rite  in 
Canada.  The  last  report  has  since  been  received  and  the  final  figure  is  28,499.  My  pre¬ 
liminary  report  is,  therefore,  out  by  3.  In  Rose  Croix,  the  total  membership  is  25,012 
and  in  the  Consistories  the  total  is  22,377. 

Bro.  Storey:  The  last  question  is  particularly  concerning  the  advantages  ot  World  Wide 
Web.  Am  I  right  in  thinking  that  this  is  to  really  encourage  the  youth  of  today  to  take  an 
interest  in  Scottish  Rite?  I  am  sure  that  most  of  us  here  must  be  like  me  that  find  the  lat¬ 
est  intricacies  of  Internet  and  World  Wide  Web  a  bit  of  a  mystery.  I  wonder  what  you 
hope  to  achieve  and  what  will  happen.  If  you  could  give  us  some  information  it  would 
be  most  appreciated. 
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Bro.  Wands:  Bro.  Storey,  Masons  throughout  the  world  are  using  the  Web.  Just  as  a 
matter  of  interest,  how  many  brethren  in  this  room  are  using  Internet  at  the  present 
time?  These  are  not  necessarily  young  men. 

Bro.  Storey:  I  agree  with  you,  but  don’t  you  think  that  there  was  only  about  10%  of  the 
brethren  who  put  their  hands  up? 

Bro.  Wands:  Yes,  Bro.  Storey,  but  you  will  find  that  there  are  many,  many  individuals 
of  all  ages,  mason  and  non-mason,  who  are  using  it.  When  we  attended  the  Grand 
Secretaries’  Conference  in  Washington  in  February,  we  were  introduced  to  many  of  the 
Web  pages  of  grand  lodges  in  the  U.S.A.  We,  in  fact,  communicated  in  Washington 
with  the  Web  page  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hawaii.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario  has  just  set  up  its  own  Web  page.  Many  of  the  grand  lodges  are 
doing  it.  Scottish  Rite  is  just  getting  on  the  bandwagon.  It  is  a  means  of  communication 
and  a  means  of  public  relations.  Many  people  are  noticing  Masonry  on  the  Web  and 
contacting  their  local  masons  to  see  how  they  can  become  members  of  the  craft. 

Bro.  Carrick:  I  might  add  to  these  remarks.  Last  year  we  had  a  telephone  call  from 
Ill.'. Bro. ‘.Sid  Baxter  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  advising  that  he 
had  picked  up  some  information  on  the  Web  and  called  us  to  confirm  if  it  was  true.  We 
were  able  to  make  the  necessary  enquiries  and  confirm  the  truth.  This  just  one  example 
of  where  our  being  part  of  the  Web  will  be  helpful. 

Bro.  Story:  Thank  you  very  much.  Finally,  a  question  that  affects  Scottish  Rite 
Masonry.  Apart  from  the  reports  that  we  have  received  that  are  extremely  good,  they  do 
not  go  into  actual  details,  and  I  was  wondering  if  there  was  any  possibility  of  getting 
some  reports  as  to  how  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  is  directly  affecting  the  man  in  the  street. 

Bro.  Steeves:  I  think  probably,  a  good  number  of  us  could  answer  that  question  by 
going  out  on  the  street  and  asking  the  first  hundred  people  that  we  meet  what  they  know 
about  Scottish  Rite  Members.  I  would  be  very  scared  to  give  you  the  figures  that  might 
result. 

Bro.  Storey:  The  purpose  of  my  question.  Sir,  was  from  a  charitable  point  of  view.  The 
effect  on  the  lives  of  the  ordinary  individual.  I  came  into  Masonry  myself  because  of 
what  I  saw  Freemasonry  do  to  help  a  man  who  had  been  an  alcoholic.  Through 
Freemasonry,  he  found  a  new  lease  on  life  and  I  thought  that  if  it  can  affect  him  that 
way,  I  want  to  join  it.  I  was  wondering  if  there  were  any  examples  to  which  we  could 
relate  that  would  help  us  in  our  ordinary  lives. 

SGC  Crosby:  Ill  Bro Storey,  the  question  that  you  posed  is  not  only  a  difficult  one 
to  answer,  but  maybe  an  almost  impossible  one  to  answer.  How  do  we  measure  precise¬ 
ly  the  impact  that  Scottish  Rite  is  having  on  the  life  of  the  ordinary  citizen  who  is  not  a 
member  of  our  fraternity?  Whether  or  not  we  can  ever  get  a  precise  reading  on  the 
effectiveness  of  what  we  are  doing  is  a  good  question.  I  think  that  we  must  do  what  I 
think  more  and  more  masons,  craft  lodge  masons,  York  Rite  masons,  Shrine  are  all 
attempting  to  do — a  much  better  job  in  communicating  with  the  public.  You  heard  from 
the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  that  there  is  consideration  being  given  to 
change  direction.  Not  to  abandon  what  we  have  been  doing  in  research,  but  to  go  into 
new  endeavours  that  perhaps  will  put  us  more  closely  in  touch  with  the  people  that  need 
the  help  and  therefore  give  us  much  greater  visibility  in  that  area.  I  think  that  we  all 
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must  work  in  trying  to  communicate  with  the  public.  I  don’t  think  that  we  can  sit  back 
and  expect  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  Supreme  Council,  or  the  Grand  Chapter  to  be  the  only 
ones.  After  all,  each  of  those  bodies  is  us.  We  are  the  ones  that  must  make  it  happen. 
We  heard  the  reply  last  evening  by  the  representative  candidate.  While  he  referred  to 
some  action  that  wasn't  taken,  that  might  have  brought  another  member  into  the  craft,  it 
is  the  kind  of  thing  that  many  of  us  fail  to  do  when  we  have  an  opportunity  to  really 
show  what  the  masonic  fraternity  stands  for,  the  things  that  we  are  doing,  and  the  way 
that  we  try  to  help  people.  I  think  that  we  all  have  a  responsibility  not  to  expect  that  just 
the  governing  bodies  should  be  doing  it  all. 

III.’.  Bro. \N.  R.  Richards:  There  has  not  been  collusion  between  Ill  .’.Bro .’.Storey  and 
myself,  but  I  would  remind  this  body  that  when  we  met  in  Hamilton,  we  launched  the 
video  “Finding  the  Way”.  The  purpose  of  the  video  was  to  communicate  with  people  in 
our  communities,  to  tell  non-masons  what  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  is  about.  I  am 
sorry,  in  speaking  for  the  Charitable  Foundation,  that  we  are  terribly  disappointed  in  the 
little  use  that  has  been  made  of  that  video.  Some  of  us  have  had  personal  experiences  of 
where  non-masonic  bodies  have  watched  it,  have  been  impressed,  and  have  come  for¬ 
ward  with  support  to  the  Foundation.  I  will  share  an  experience  with  you  about  a  friend 
of  mine  who  is  a  Craft  mason.  His  father  left  his  estate  to  the  son  to  be  distributed  and 
there  was  an  item  in  it  that  identified  a  wish  to  support  charitable  works.  He  indicated 
that  he  wished  that  a  hundred  dollars  be  given  to  the  Shrine,  and  that  the  son  contribute, 
in  the  masonic  area,  to  further  charitable  support.  That  son,  who  had  seen  the  video, 
contributed  $5000.  because  he  said  that  this  was  the  kind  of  thing  that  his  father  would 
have  been  interested  in  supporting — help  for  children,  help  for  senior  citizens,  and 
research  to  try  to  find  an  answer  to  Alzheimer’s  Disease.  I  would  hope  that  each  of  you 
has  taken  the  opportunity  to  meet  with  friends,  family,  church  groups,  groups  of  any 
kind,  not  to  recruit  members  or  asking  for  donations,  but  to  share  with  them  the  concern 
of  Scottish  Rite  Masons  about  the  problems  that  we  have  in  society  and  our  anxiety  to 
try  to  help.  I  think  that  this  is  an  answer  in  part  to  your  question.  We  have  copies  of  the 
video  in  Hamilton.  They  are  available  for  your  use  when  people  are  gathered  together, 
to  share  with  them  what  Scottish  Rite  Masons  are  attempting  to  do  and  their  concern 
about  helping  others.  That  is  what  Masonry  is  all  about. 

Bro.  Storey:  I  thank  you  for  the  two  answers  that  I  have  been  given  which  are  pretty 
well  in  line  with  what  I  had  hoped  because  I  do  feel  very  seriously  that  it  rests  on  each 
individual  one  of  us.  Without  the  personal  actions  of  each  one  of  us,  Scottish  Rite 
Masonry  will  not  work.  I  thank  you  very  much  indeed  for  the  answers  that  have  been 
given  and  I  certainly  look  forward  to  each  one  of  us,  throughout  Canada,  working 
together  for  the  good  of  all  mankind. 

Bro.  Donald  C.  Masked,  Edmonton:  As  I  look  around  this  room,  I  see  some  of  the 
world’s  experts  in  the  art  of  hiding  your  light  under  a  bushel.  If  hiding  your  light  under 
a  bushel  was  an  Olympic  event,  I  think  that  Freemasonry  would  win  the  Gold,  Silver, 
and  Bronze  without  any  problems.  We  have  a  committee  of  this  Supreme  Council  on 
Fraternal  Relations.  Why  do  we  not  have  one  on  Public  Relations  and  enlist  profession¬ 
al  help  in  getting  the  story  across?  It  would  be  helpful  to  all  of  the  valleys  if  we  had  a 
source  in  Hamilton  where  we  could  go  for  advice  on  how  to  present  whatever  it  is  that 
we  are  doing  in  our  valleys. 

SGC  Crosby:  Thank  you  Bro.  Masked  for  that  suggestion.  I  know  that  at  various  times 
in  the  past  we  have  talked  about  the  importance  ot  trying  to  improve  our  public  rela-

tions  and  our  public  image  and  I  can  assure  you  that  we  will  put  that  on  the  agenda  for 
our  November  Advisory  Committee  meeting  to  discuss  it  and  see  what  action  we  might 
be  able  to  take. 

Bro.  Don  Steele ,  Winnipeg:  Does  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  allow  for  the 
contributor  to  designate  that  his  contributions  go  to  current  research  as  opposed  to  being 
added  to  the  capital? 

Bro.  N.  R.  Richards:  The  charter,  under  which  the  Foundation  operates,  dictates  that  we 
are  only  permitted  to  use  the  earnings  from  capital  investments.  We  cannot  encroach  on 
capital. 

Bro.  Steele:  I  am  not  asking  you  to  encroach  on  capital,  but  I  think  that  it  would  help  if 
we  were  allowed  to  designate  our  donations.  I  would  rather  see  my  donations  being 
used  for  current  research  rather  than  building  up  the  capital.  Could  we  amend  the  by¬ 
laws  of  the  Foundation  to  allow  for  these  types  of  donations? 

Bro.  Richards:  Do  I  interpret  correctly  that  you  wish  as  a  donor,  to  direct  what  use  is 
made  of  your  donation? 

Bro.  Steele:  Yes,  for  current  research. 

Bro.  Richards:  All  of  our  research  is  current  and  we  are  also  assisting  those  who  are 
acquiring  knowledge  to  enter  the  research  field. 

Bro.  Steele:  Maybe  I  should  rephrase  my  question.  When  someone  makes  a  donation, 
my  understanding  is  that  the  money  is  added  to  the  capital  fund  and  the  Foundation  uses 
the  earnings  from  that  capital  to  fund  the  research.  Why  can’t  the  individual  making  the 
donation  ask  you  not  to  add  it  to  the  capital  but  to  be  used  for  current  research? 

Bro.  Richards:  The  charter,  under  which  we  operate,  dictates  that  we  are  only  permitted 
to  use  the  earnings  from  the  capital  fund  and  we  must  use  it  up  to  85%.  A  change  would 
require  rewriting  the  charter  and  I  question  the  advisability  of  it  if  we  are  going  to  have 
a  Foundation  that  is  going  to  be  active  in  perpetuity,  in  supporting  the  programmes  that 
we  have  in  mind,  not  only  in  research  but  in  other  areas  where  we  can  be  more  exten¬ 
sively  available  to  people  in  the  community. 

Bro.  Roy  Austin:  Further  to  that  question,  many  years  ago,  this  same  question  came  up 
and  it  was  found  that  we  would  be  getting  into  an  area  which  would  be  beyond  our 
administrative  ability  to  handle.  It  would  mean  making  all  of  the  various  contributions 
from  the  donations  that  we  receive  to  the  various  research  organizations  that  donors 
wished  to  support.  It  was  decided  at  that  time  that  we  could  not  handle  it  and  that  is  why 
we  have  our  contract  for  services  with  the  Roeher  Institute  to  handle  our  funds  for  dis¬ 
tribution. 

Bro.  Steele:  That  does  not  answer  my  question.  I  would  find  it  a  lot  easier  to  raise 
money  in  the  valley  of  Winnipeg  if  we  were  allowed  to  designate  the  use  of  the  money. 
I  know  that  there  is  a  great  demand  out  there  for  money  for  research.  I  know  that  a  num¬ 
ber  of  the  people  making  donations  would  like  to  see  the  money  used  for  current 
research  than  being  put  into  capital  where  only  5%  or  6%  is  being  used  each  year. 
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Bro.  Richard  H.  Benzies,  Coquitlam :  Before  asking  my  question,  I  would  comment  on 
the  remarks  of  the  brother  who  suggested  that  we  are  hiding  our  light  under  a  bushel. 
He  very  likely  is  correct.  Probably  about  a  quarter  of  an  inch  correct.  What  I  am  saying 
is  that  the  film  that  the  Foundation  has  developed  is  only  available  in  1/2  inch  video.  In 
our  province,  and  I  am  sure  in  all  provinces  in  Canada,  there  is  community  television 
and  they  will  show  Canadian  educational  film  free  of  charge  on  3/4  inch  video  tape.  I 
have  had  a  little  experience  with  that  and  I  am  sure  that  anyone  who  is  able  to  obtain  a 
video  on  a  3/4  inch  tape  could  get  it  on  community  television.  Community  television 
has  scheduling  problems.  We  were  told  that  we  could  get  three  showings  of  a  film  that  I 
was  involved  in  producing.  It  has  now  been  shown  12  times  to  fill  in  space  in  the  short¬ 
age  of  programming. 

Now  I  will  ask  my  question.  Could  Supreme  Council  look  at  providing  leadership,  not 
necessarily  in  generating  new  members,  but  in  retaining  members?  After  a  member  has 
spent  several  hundreds  of  dollars  in  joining  our  organization,  perhaps  we  could  look  at 
attempting  to  keep  him  in  the  organization.  We  seem  not  to  look  at  the  import  of  our 
demits  and  suspensions  and  this  concerns  me  greatly. 

SGC  Crosby:  I  know  that  in  some  valleys,  including  my  own  valley  at  home,  whenever 
a  request  for  a  demit  is  received,  the  demit  is  not  automatic.  The  request  is  referred  to 
the  principal  officer  and  a  committee  and  follow-up  is  made.  This  does  not  mean  that  all 
of  the  demit  requests  are  removed.  That  is  not  so.  Often,  I  feel,  that  the  reason  brethren 
request  demits  is  that  they  cannot  afford  the  annual  fees  but  are  too  proud  to  let  us 
know.  We  try,  as  I  know  other  valleys  are  doing,  to  find  ways  to  retain  any  brother  who 
feels  that  he  must  demit  because  of  the  dues.  That,  however,  does  not  answer  the  ques¬ 
tion  about  programmes.  I  have  made  a  note  of  the  suggestion  that  we  should  look  at 
programmes  and  maybe  there  is  something  that  we  can  do.  I  know  that  the  Northern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  has  a  program  to  do  that  and,  since  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  Ralston  is  here,  I  wonder  if  he  would  mind  saying  a  few  words  about  the 
programme. 

SGC  Ralston:  Thank  you,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I  would  be  happy  to  address 
that  question.  I  might  mention  the  earlier  question  about  the  Web  site.  Our  magazine 
features  that  subject  in  this  quarterly  issue.  Half  of  our  grand  lodges  are  now  on  the 
Internet,  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  and  the  Shrine  as 
well.  You  may  find  our  magazine  interesting.  With  regards  to  membership  retention, 
about  two  years  ago,  in  the  Northern  Jurisdiction,  we  implemented  a  programme  where 
we  began  doing  all  dues  billing  from  our  headquarters  office  for  all  of  our  109  valleys. 
We  took  away  all  of  the  clerical  effort  in  the  handling  of  notices  for  our  valleys  and  we 
saved  them  quite  a  bit  of  expense  in  mailing.  We  did  this  in  order  to  provide  them  with 
time  and  perhaps  money  to  enter  into  a  membership  retention  programme.  We  had  a 
programme  designed  and  developed  for  them  and  we  gave  it  to  them.  This  programme 
basically  asked  each  valley  to  set  up  a  committee  to  make  contact,  not  just  in  writing, 
but  by  telephone  with  every  member  three  months  after  the  dues  went  out  so  that  they 
were  not  in  arrears.  There  was  still  some  nine  months  left  on  the  current  year’s  dues  sit¬ 
uation.  We  had  found,  historically,  what  we  were  doing  was  waiting  until  about  the  10th 
or  11th  month  of  each  year  before  looking  at  our  dues  situation.  By  then,  you  were 
faced  with  a  two-year’s  dues  problem  and  you  doubled  the  cost  of  the  problem  to  your 
members.  By  handling  all  of  the  dues  processing  for  the  valleys,  we  are  able  to  con¬ 
dense  that  time-frame  down  to  three  months  and  give  them  nine  months  for  them  to 
work  on  the  brethren  who  had  not  yet  paid  their  dues  for  the  current  year.  We  asked  our 
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valleys  to  complete  a  form,  indicating  that  they  had  called,  who  they  called,  what  the 
nature  of  the  conversation  was,  and  what  the  results  were.  We  asked  them  to  maintain 
that  information,  and  send  us  a  report  on  the  visit.  Our  suspensions  for  non-payment  of 
dues  and  demits,  I  am  pleased  to  tell  you  have  started  to  decline  in  our  Northern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction.  I  would  say  that  last  year,  which  is  probably  our  first  complete 
year  looking  at  a  program  like  this,  it  is  down  about  10%  and  I  think  that  that  is  a  signif¬ 
icant  number  for  one  year.  I  hope  and  believe  that  we  are  going  to  be  able  to  reduce  it 
by  50%  before  we  are  finished.  That  is,  in  fact,  our  goal.  We  also,  in  that,  looked  at  our 
members  who  are  over  80  years  of  age.  Quite  frankly,  I  was  embarrassed  to  find  out 
that  we  were  suspending  members,  not  only  over  80  years  of  age,  but,  in  a  couple  of 
cases,  over  100  years  of  age,  for  non-payment  of  dues.  I  hope  you  wouldn’t  find  that, 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  but  when  we  did  find  that  out,  we  put  in  a  programme 
that  prohibits  any  valley  from  suspending  any  member  in  excess  of  80  years  of  age. 
Now,  it  doesn’t  mean  that  they  are  not  requested  to  pay  dues.  They  are,  but  if,  for  any 
reason,  they  choose  not  to  pay,  be  it  financial,  be  it  personal,  or  just  being  contrary 
about  paying  dues,  we  will  not  suspend  them.  We  will  carry  them.  I  think,  brethren,  that 
is  the  kind  of  thing  that  we  need  to  be  doing  in  Freemasonry.  For  many  of  these  older 
brethren,  their  bills  are  taken  care  of  by  family.  They  are  not  aware  of  it.  Some  are 
unable  to  write  the  cheques.  I  think  it  is  the  right  thing  to  do.  We  have  put  in  a  pro¬ 
gramme  of  membership  retention  and  we  have  a  target,  in  five  years,  to  break  even  with 
regards  to  total  membership.  Each  valley  has  submitted  a  plan  and  we  think  that,  in  five 
years,  we  will  hit  zero  loss  and  be  in  a  plus  column  in  all  of  our  states.  We  think  that  it 
is  exciting.  It  is  hard  work,  but  it  is  possible. 

Bro.  Ccirrick:  Mr.  Chairman,  further  to  what  SGC  Ralston  has  said,  in  the  last  issue  of 
the  Northern  Light,  one  of  his  publications,  there  is  a  report  of  a  truck  company  in 
Bangor,  Maine,  that  has  a  fleet  of  trucks  travelling  the  roads,  and  on  the  side  of  each 
truck,  are  advertisements  of  Scottish  Rite  and  what  Scottish  Rite  is  doing  to  assist  chil¬ 
dren.  I  think  that  if  we  could  find  someone  to  do  this  in  our  country,  we  could  initiate 
the  same  type  of  programme. 

There  being  no  further  questions,  Bro.  Steeves  returned  the  gavel  to  SGC  Crosby. 

SGC  Crosby  thanked  Bro.  Steeves  for  again  chairing  the  Question  and  Answer  Period, 
indicating  that  he  was  sure  that  there  might  be  more  brethren  with  questions,  but  were 
hesitant  to  ask  them.

I  am  honoured,  and  consider  it  a  high  privilege,  to  have  been  chosen  to  respond  to 
Ill Bro.\ Raymond’s  very  gracious  toast.  In  so  doing,  I,  for  a  moment,  represent  not 
only  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States, 
but  a  host  of  the  most  Distinguished  Masonic  leaders  from  around  the  world;  many  of 
them  my  personal  friends. 

In  a  sense,  I  must  confess  to  feeling  as  though  I  am  an  imposter.  Please  let  me  explain.

Let  me  tell  you  a  little  story.  A  sixth  grade  elementary  teacher  from  Southern 
California,  after  having  taught  American  History  from  the  vantage  point  of  “The  Old 
West”  for  an  entire  school  year,  asked  his  pupils  to  write  on  a  single  page  of  paper,  their 
opinion  of  the  one  activity  in  the  United  States  in  1995,  that  best  depicted  “The  Old 
West”  of  America  as  it  really  was.  Three  boys  in  the  class  selected  the  Calgary 
Stampede  as  their  choice  of  the  epitome  of  the  “Old  West”  in  the  United  States.  The 
truly  funny  part  of  this  story  is  that  the  teacher  couldn’t  find  any  real  basis  for  marking 
their  grade  down  from  an  “A”.

You  have  done  everything  in  your  power  to  make  us  feel  at  home, 
and  you  have  been  more  than  successful.  Thank  you  for  your  hospitality. 

We  truly  are  one  family  in  Masonry,  and  particularly,  in  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry.  There  are  no  boundaries,  no  individual  Nations,  and  no 
clear  cut  delineations  other  than  those  imposed  by  organizational  necessity.

SATURDAY  MORNING,  SEPTEMBER  14  1996

Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Martin  and  Fenton  that  this  summary  of  the  1995-96 
Annual  Report  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  be  received  and  printed  in  the 
1996  Annual  Proceedings  of  Supreme  Council.  Carried.

SGC  Crosby  called  upon  Bro.  I.  Dale  Steeves,  as  Installing  Master,  to  conduct  the 
Ceremony  of  Installation  on  the  two  new  officers.  Grand  Marshal  Robert  A.  Barnett  and 
Grand  Standard  Bearer  Robert  L.  Waddell.  In  completing  that  Ceremony,  he  was  assist¬ 
ed  by  Bro.  W.  Alexander  Milligan  as  Grand  Marshal,  Bro.  Gordon  K.  Trenholm  as 
Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies,  and  Bro.  Wm.  Fairley  as  Grand  Prior, 

SGC  Crosby:  In  my  Allocution  which  I  delivered  yesterday,  I  made  mention  of  the  fact 
that  five  of  our  active  members  were  required  under  the  Statutes  to  assume  the  rank  of 
Past  Active  Member  as  of  midnight  last  night.  Those  five  members  are  Ill Bros  ,‘.R. 
Eldon  Greer,  E.  Fraser  Howes,  N.  Malcolm  MacLean,  Douglas  M.  Wilson,  and  John  E. 
E.  Winch.  On  behalf  of  all  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Masons  in  Canada,  I  thank  those 
brethren  for  the  time  and  effort  that  they  have  put  into  the  administration  of  Scottish 
Rite  Masonry  in  Canada  as  Active  Members  of  our  Supreme  Council.  While  they  have 
now  passed  into  a  different  rank,  they  are  still  very  valuable  to  us  and,  I  know  that  they 
will  continue  to  work  on  behalf  of  the  A.&  A.S.R.  in  particular  and  Freemasonry  in 
general.

Bro.  J.  Campbell  Matheson:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  on  the  occasion  of  your 
official  visit  to  the  Valley  of  Ottawa  last  December,  it  was  the  intent  of  the  Valley  to 
present  to  you  Honorary  Membership  in  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Murray 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  Ottawa  Consistory.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  TREASURER-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  the  Financial  Statements  and  Auditors’  Report  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1996,  which  will  be  published  in  the  Proceedings  of  this  Session.  The 
Financial  Statements  constitute  both  a  general  and  a  detailed  report  of  all  revenues  and 
expenses  during  the  year  as  required  by  Article  28(c)  of  the  Statutes. 

The  net  value  of  all  assets  of  Supreme  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  con¬ 
sisting  of  cash  on  deposit,  investments  at  cost  together  with  amounts  receivable  or  pre¬ 
paid  at  June  30th,  amounted  to  $1,352,528.  an  increase  of  $49,299.  from  the  preceding 
year. 

Total  operating  revenues  were  approximately  equal  to  those  of  the  preceding  year  but 
operating  expenses  were  $23,000.  less  than  in  1995.  As  a  result,  the  1996  fiscal  year 
produced  an  operating  deficit  of  $48,049.  as  compared  to  an  operating  deficit  of 
$70,694.  for  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  the  operating  results,  there  was  investment  income  of  $97,348.  compared 
to  similar  income  of  $95,674.  in  the  previous  year.  As  a  result,  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1996,  shows  a  net  surplus  of  $49,299.  compared  to  a  net  surplus  of  $24,710.  for  1995. 
The  net  surplus  for  1996  is  $1 1,517.  in  excess  of  the  budgeted  amount  for  the  year,  due 
primarily  to  unanticipated  savings  in  Annual  Session  expenses. 

Again  I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Ill  .‘.Bros  .‘.Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  and  Donald  D. 
Thornton,  33°,  for  their  invaluable  advice  and  assistance  during  the  year,  as  well  as,  to 
Ms.  Margaret  L.  Tweedle  and  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton  who  continued  to  serve  us  so  well 
in  our  office.

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  is  pleased  to  report  that  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1996,  the  net  assets  under  its  charge  totalled  $1,352,528.  as  compared  to 
$1,303,229.  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  The  details  are  shown  in  the  Annual 
Financial  Statements. 

During  the  year,  we  had  $97,000.  in  securities  called  for  redemption  or  matured.  An 
investment  of  $15,  030.  was  made  in  government  guaranteed  securities  to  produce  a 
yield  of  7.75%.  Further  investments  were  made  subsequent  to  the  fiscal  year  end  of 
$95,000.  received  from  securities  which  matured  on  or  just  prior  to  June  30th.  The  full 
details  of  securities  redeemed  or  purchased  during  the  year  are  disclosed  in  the  Annual 
Financial  Statements. 

All  securities  were  held  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  35(b)  of  the 
Statutes,  and  income  therefrom,  has  been  paid  to  Supreme  Council.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

The  Annual  Report  of  Membership  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1996  shows  a  net 
decrease  (Lodges  of  Perfection)  of  813  or  2.8%  resulting  in  a  total  membership  of 
28,502.  In  the  same  period,  membership  in  Craft  Lodges  in  Canada  decreased  by  4,152 
or  2.9% 

Membership  in  the  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  decreased  by  627  or  2.5%,  and  in  the 
Consistories  by  563  or  2.5%. 

Last  February,  the  Executive  Secretary  and  I,  together  with  our  wives,  attended  the 
Conference  of  Grand  Secretaries  of  North  America  in  Crystal  City,  Virginia,  near 
Washington  D.C.  This  Conference,  although  separate,  is  held  in  conjunction  with  the 
similar  Conference  of  Grand  Masters.  Attendance  at  this  conference  affords  us  the 
opportunity  to  dialogue  with  Grand  Secretaries  from  across  North  America,  to  discuss 
common  problems  and  problem  solutions,  and  to  gain  some  insight  into  the  condition  of 
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Freemasonry  and  changes  that  are  taking  place.  It  also  affords  us  the  opportunity  to 
meet  with  and  socialize  with  Grand  Secretaries  and  Grand  Masters  from  across  Canada. 

This  year’s  Conference,  chaired  by  its  president,  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  of  this 
Supreme  Council,  M.W.  Bro.  Robert  E.  Davies,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  highlighted  technical  seminars,  informative  address¬ 
es  by  knowledgable  masons  from  Europe,  business,  receptions,  and  banquets.  Canada 
was  well  represented  and  actively  promoted.  The  technical  sessions  included  the  use  of 
the  internet  for  masonic  communication. 

Computerization  of  the  procedures  in  the  office  continued  this  year  when  we  increased 
to  four  486SX  computers,  operating  in  a  local  area  network.  This  increase  is  in  anticipa¬ 
tion  of  further  advances. 

In  addition  to  performing  the  clerical  functions  of  Supreme  Council,  the  office  also  per¬ 
forms,  on  a  fee  basis,  clerical  functions  required  by  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation.  In  view  of  additional  information  required  by  The  Foundation  and  to  obtain 
more  functionality  and  capability,  we  are  presently  in  the  process  of  converting  the  cur¬ 
rent  receipts  processing  system  to  an  Access  data  base  system  and  converting  The 
Foundation  general  ledger  to  the  Accpac  system  used  for  Supreme  Council. 

Membership  records  are  still  being  manually  maintained  on  cards.  In  computerizing 
these  files,  there  are  various  combinations  of  memberships  in  several  bodies  and  valleys 
that  must  be  accounted  for.  Hamilton  Valley  has  many  of  these  combinations  and  our 
computer  programming  advisor  has  a  program  operating  in  that  Valley  that  records  such 
combinations.  Since  this  program  has  now  been  proven,  it  is  being  converted  for  the  use 
of  Supreme  Council  in  order  to  eliminate  the  card  file. 

We  are  looking  at  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  site  for  Scottish  Rite  on  the  World 
Wide  Web  to  assist  communications  between  valleys  and  Supreme  Council  and  to  pro¬ 
mote  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  to  the  public.  There  is  the  possibility  that  E-mail  might 
be  in  operation  before  the  web  site  in  order  to  facilitate  electronic  communication. 

Computers,  however,  are  only  tools.  Any  semblance  of  efficiency  that  might  be  dis¬ 
played  by  this  office  is  the  product  of  people,  not  computers.  I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did 
not  extend  thanks  to  the  Committee  Chairmen  and  the  Deputies  who  cooperated  and 
rose  to  the  challenge  by  submitting  their  reports  in  time  to  be  included  in  the  booklet  of 
advance  reports  and  to  our  auditors  who  completed  their  audit  in  record  time  and  had 
the  financial  statements  available.  Thanks  are  also  extended  to  the  Secretaries  and 
Registrars  who  responded  so  readily  to  reporting  requirements  and  other  demands  from 
this  office. 

I  thank  Ms.  Margaret  L.  Tweedle  for  her  devotion  and  dedication  in  performing,  so 
well,  the  tasks  required  in  the  operation  of  Supreme  Council  office  and  my  thanks  also 
to  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton  for  her  diligence  and  dedication  in  recording  the  details  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  and  for  assisting  so  ably  with  many  other  office 
matters.  Their  knowledge  of  the  details  of  this  office  operation  is  a  valued  asset. 

I  also  extend  my  thanks  to  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Harold  E.  Crosby  for  his  sup¬ 
port  and  advice  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
AUDIT  AND  FINANCE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

Article  40(a)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  details  the  duties  of  the  Committee  on 
Audit  and  Finance  and  the  Committee  now  reports  to  Supreme  Council  on  the  discharge 
of  these  duties. 

Constituent  Body  Financial  Returns 

The  financial  returns  of  the  Constituent  Bodies  have  been  reviewed  by  the  Committee. 
This  review  did  not  include  four  Valleys  who,  at  the  time  of  writing,  had  not  filed  the 
required  returns.  The  Deputy  responsible  has  been  advised  of  the  failure  to  file  the 
returns.  Hopefully,  action  will  be  taken  to  ensure  this  condition  is  rectified  for  subse¬ 
quent  years.  When  the  delinquent  returns  are  received,  they  will  be  reviewed. 

The  practice  of  providing  the  Deputies  of  Supreme  Council  with  a  detailed  summary  of 
both  deficiencies  in  the  returns,  and  questions  raised  by  the  information  given,  has 
helped  the  valleys  take  corrective  action.  This  has  resulted  in  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  reporting  process.  The  reviewers  commented  on  deficiencies  detected  in  the  returns 
submitted  from  thirteen  valleys,  and  also  commented  on  other  areas  of  concern  about 
the  returns  received  from  a  number  of  other  valleys.  The  Deputies  will  again  be 
informed  of  these  comments,  and  this  should  help  each  valley  address  these  concerns 
and  correct  the  shortcomings  in  their  returns.  The  review  of  the  returns  indicates  that  the 
constituent  bodies  are,  generally  speaking,  in  satisfactory  financial  shape.  With  the 
reduction  in  membership  being  experienced  by  practically  all  valleys,  along  with 
decreased  investment  income  and  increased  administrative  expenses,  it  is,  in  our  opin¬ 
ion,  most  important  that  a  review  of  the  financial  position  be  conducted  by  each  valley 
at  regular  intervals.  This  Committee  strongly  recommends  that  a  five-year  financial 
forecast  be  prepared  annually,  to  assist  in  this  financial  planning,  and  that  a  review  of 
this  forecast  be  included  in  the  annual  inspection  by  the  Deputy  during  his  ofticial  visit. 

Constituent  Bodies  By-Law  Amendments 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  has  reviewed  all  requests  for  by-law  amendments  per¬ 
taining  to  financial  matters,  and  has  forwarded  comments  and  recommendations  to  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  concerning  these. 
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Consideration  of  Amendment  to  Article  64(c) 

The  Committee  reviewed  a  proposed  amendment  to  Section  64(c)  of  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations,  which  was  referred  to  us  by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and 
Legislation  at  the  Executive  Session  on  September  19,  1995.  We  agree  that  the  current 
wording  of  Section  64(c)  should  be  changed,  and  we  have  submitted  a  revised  amend¬ 
ment  to  that  Committee  for  their  consideration. 

Reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  Auditors 

The  Committee  has  examined  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  the 
Grand  Treasurer-General,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  Auditors.  These  reports  were 
found  to  be  acceptable  and  the  Committee  recommends  their  adoption. 

Financial  Operations  for  the  Year  Ended  June  30,  1996 

The  financial  statement  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1996,  was 
reviewed.  The  operations  for  the  year  resulted  in  an  excess  of  revenue  over  expense  of 
$49,299.,  compared  with  a  budgeted  excess  of  $37,782.,  and  an  excess  in  the  prior  year 
of  $24,710.  Revenues  were  slightly  above  budget,  and  expenses  were  slightly  below 
budget. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  financial  statements  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1996,  be  adopted. 

Budget  1996-97 

The  proposed  budget  for  the  1996-97  fiscal  period  has  been  thoroughly  reviewed  by  the 
Committee,  and  suitable  background  information  regarding  the  various  revenue  and 
expense  categories  was  received.  The  proposed  budget  projects  an  excess  of  revenue 
over  expense  of  $13,435. 

The  Committee  recommends  approval  of  the  1996-1997  Budget. 

General 

Last  year  the  Grand  Treasurer-General  prepared  a  ten-year  financial  forecast  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Committee.  This  forecast  has  been  updated,  taking  into  account  the 
results  of  the  past  fiscal  period.  The  Committee  thanks  the  Grand  Treasurer-General  for 
updating  this  very  important  planning  tool,  and  recommends  that  it  continue  to  be 
updated  on  an  annual  basis. 

The  Committee  acknowledges  the  assistance  of  the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  the  Grand 
Secretary-General,  and  the  Executive  Secretary.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FRATERNAL  RELATIONS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

Article  40(c)  of  the  Statutes  of  the  Supreme  Council  imposes  the  duty  on  the  Committee 
on  Fraternal  Relations  to  keep  informed  with  respect  to  fraternal  relations  with  other 
Supreme  Councils  and  masonic  bodies  throughout  the  world,  to  advise  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  with  respect  to  the  conduct  thereof,  and  to  report  thereon  to  this 
Supreme  Council  at  each  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Committee  makes  the  following  report  in  discharge  of  its  duty  during  the  past  year. 

IX  Conference  of  English-Speaking  Supreme  Councils-in-Amity 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Scotland  was  host  to  the  IX  Conference  of  English  Speaking 
Councils-in-Amity  at  Dunblane,  June  7-9,  1996. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  was  represented  by  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
Harold  E.  Crosby  and  Mrs.  Jessie  Crosby. 

Representatives  of  all  Supreme  Councils  and  National  Grand  Lodges  invited  and  enti¬ 
tled  to  attend,  with  the  exception  of  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Iceland,  were  present 
at  the  Conference. 
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Papers  were  submitted  by  M.  Ill .*.  Bro.'. Gabriel  Jordan,  33°,  Grand  Chamberlain  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Scotland,  by  Ill  .'.  Bro.'.C.  Fred  Kleinknecht,  33°,  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA  and  by 
M.P.  Bro.  George  C.  Andrews,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  Ireland. 

Those  brethren  attending  the  Conference  discussed  current  recognition  and  possible 
consequences  of  recognition  of  Prince  Hall  Masonry,  and  also  the  future  role  and  even 
the  name  of  the  Conference  and  which,  if  any,  other  Supreme  Councils  should  be  invit¬ 
ed  to  attend  the  next  Conference. 

Belgium 

Your  Committee  records  with  pleasure  the  election  of  Ill  .’.Bro.'.  Jacques  Van  de 
Calseyde,  33°,  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Belgium. 
We  wish  him  well  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office.  We  are  confident  that  the 
good  relations  which  existed  between  our  Supreme  Councils  during  the  term  of  his  pre¬ 
decessor,  Ill.'.  Bro. '.George  Kent,  33°,  will  continue  during  his  tenure  of  office. 

England  and  Wales 

On  October  26,  1845,  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States  issued  a  Patent  to  Dr.  Robert  Thomas  Crusefix  authorizing  him  to  form  a 
Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Harold  E. 
Crosby,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations,  John  V.  Lawer,  and 
their  wives,  were  privileged  to  attend,  in  October  1995,  the  celebrations  commemorat¬ 
ing  the  150th  Anniversary  of  this  most  significant  event. 

More  than  500  brethren  attended  the  150th  Anniversary  Meeting  held  in  the  Grand 
Temple  at  Freemasons’  Hall,  Great  Queen  Street,  London,  an  October  28.  For  all  pre¬ 
sent,  it  was  a  most  moving  as  well  as  an  historic  occasion.  The  following  day  a  Service 
of  Thanksgiving  was  held  in  Guildford  Cathedral  where  the  address  was  given  by  V. 
Ill .'.  Bro  .'.The  Most  Reverend  O.  U.  Lindsay,  D.D.,  33°,  Archbishop  of  the  West  Indies 
and  the  Inspector  General  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Eastern  Caribbean. 

An  extensive  and  attractive  refurbishment  of  the  Grand  Temple  at  10  Duke  Street  was 
completed  in  time  for  the  Anniversary. 

Your  representatives  extended  condolences  to  M.  Ill  .'.Bro. '.Sir  James  Stubbs,  KCVO., 
TD,  33°,  upon  the  death  of  Lady  Richenda  Stubbs  a  few  weeks  before  the  Anniversary. 
On  March  15,  1996,  Sir  James  reverted  to  the  office  of  Grand  Chancellor  of  the 
Supreme  Council,  and  V.  P.  Bro.  R.  S.  E.  Sandbach,  33°,  was  reappointed  to  replace 
him  as  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander. 

The  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales  is  since  December  1,  1995,  in  amity  with 
the  Supreme  Council  for  France,  and  since  February  15,  1996,  with  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Switzerland. 

The  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales  has  confirmed  that  it  will  not  grant  any 
further  applications  for  dual  allegiance;  thus  it  will  not  permit  a  brother  from  another 
Supreme  Council  to  affiliate  with  it  unless  he  first  terminates  his  membership  in  the

other  body.  Further,  any  member  of  the  jurisdiction  of  England  and  Wales,  affiliating 
with  another  Supreme  Council  without  first  resigning  from  England  and  Wales,  will, 
thereby,  render  himself  liable  to  expulsion  from  England  and  Wales. 

Finland 

Your  Committee  records  with  sorrow  the  death  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lauri 
Sarkia,  33°,  an  Honorary  Member  of  this  Supreme  Council.  Ill.'. Bro.'.Sarkia  was  a 
well-known  and  highly  respected  member  of  the  international  Scottish  Rite  community. 
He  represented  the  Supreme  Council  for  Finland  with  distinction  at  many  conferences. 
Members  of  this  Supreme  Council  will  remember  especially  his  attendances  at  the  VII 
Conference  of  English-Speaking  Supreme  Councils-in- Amity  in  Toronto  in  1987. 

We  extend  a  warm  welcome  and  best  wishes  to  his  successor.  Ill Bro .'.  Reijo 
Ahtokari. 

Russia 

On  Saturday,  July  6,  1996,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  was 
privileged  to  be  present  in  the  Olympic  Penta  Hotel  in  Moscow  representing  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  Harold  E.  Crosby,  33°,  and  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  when 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Henri  Baranger,  33°,  and  officers  of  the  Supreme  Council 
for  France  conferred  the  Thirty-Third  degree  on  a  number  of  Russian  brethren  and  then 
conducted  the  Ceremonies  of  Consecration  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Russia  and  the 
Installation  of  its  first  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Viktor  Kouznetsov,  33°. 

Representatives  of  ten  Supreme  Councils  were  in  attendance  at  this  historic  and  memo¬ 
rable  occasion,  while  another  ten  Supreme  Councils  communicated  their  best  wishes. 

The  members  of  this  newest  Supreme  Council  are  drawn  from  lodges  under  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Russia  which  was  consecrated  on  June  4,  1995,  in  Moscow, 
by  the  Grande  Lodge  Nationale  Francaise.  The  Grand  Master,  M.W.  Bro.  George  B. 
Dergatchev,  is  also  the  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Russia. 

Since  both  the  Grande  Lodge  Nationale  Francaise  and  the  Supreme  Council  for  France 
are  regular  bodies  in  their  respective  jurisdictions,  there  is  no  question  but  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Russia  and  the  Supreme  Council  of  Russia  are  legitimate  in  origin. 

The  Grand  Lodge  A.F.  &  A.M.  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  at  its  141st  Annual 
Communication  on  July  17,  1996,  adopted  the  recommendation  of  its  Committee  on 
Fraternal  Relations  and  extended  formal  recognition  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Russia.  The 
Committee  commented  that  “recognition  by  Regular  Grand  Lodges  throughout  the 
Masonic  world  would,  if  nothing  more,  show  support  for  these  brave  Masons  striving  to 
return  Freemasonry  to  Russia.” 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  this  Supreme  Council  agree  at  this  Annual  Session 
to  extend  recognition  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  Russia  upon  receipt  ol  a  request  for 
such  recognition  from  Moscow.

Spain 

The  Conference  of  European  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  was  held  in  Madrid,  May 
26-30,  1996,  hosted  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  Spain  of  which  Ill  .‘.Bro.\  Antonio 
Moron  Castellot  is  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  and  which  is  the  Supreme  Council 
recognized  by  this  Supreme  Council. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  was  not  represented  at  the  Conference,  but  we  are 
informed  that  there  was  a  good  attendance  and,  in  particular,  a  large  number  of 
observers  were  present  from  Latin  American  Supreme  Councils. 

Turkey 

It  is  with  deepest  sorrow  that  your  Committee  records  the  death  of  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  Honour  Ill Bro Prof.  Dr.  Sahir  Erman,  33°. 

A  most  distinguished  internationally  recognized  criminologist,  he  was  an  indefatigable 
champion  of  the  continuous  struggle  against  the  fanaticism  and  fundamentalism  which 
threatens  secularism  and  democracy  in  Turkey  and  elsewhere.  As  late  as  July  1,  1995 
the  Istanbul  daily  “Cumhuriyet”  (The  Republic)  published  a  thoughtful  article  written 
by  him  entitled  “Intelligence  and  Fundamentalism”. 

He  attended  and  contributed  to  the  deliberations  of  many  international  conferences  and 
was  the  able  and  amiable  president  of  the  37th  Conference  of  European  Sovereign 
Grand  Commanders  held  in  Istanbul  in  1992. 

A  Masonic  scholar,  he  was  the  author  of  a  Commentary  on  the  degrees  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  from  the  4°-33°.  His  presence  and  his  influence  will  indeed  be  missed. 

On  behalf  of  this  Supreme  Council,  your  Committee  extends  sincere  condolences  to  his 
widow,  GUI  Erman,  and  to  the  Supreme  Council  for  Turkey. 

United  States  of  America 

Once  again  this  year,  traditional  hospitality  was  extended  to  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  Harold  E.  Crosby  and  Mrs.  Jessie  Crosby  and  to  Past  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  John  V.  Lawer  when  they  attended  the  183rd  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  USA  in  Milwaukee,  September

Jessie  Crosby  and  to  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  Glenn  M.  Martin  and  Mrs.  Mary 
Martin,  and  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  A.  Bourne  when  they  represented 
this  Supreme  Council  at  the  biennial  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction,  USA  at  Washington,  October  8-10,  1995.

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

Introduction 

In  compliance  with  Article  40,  Section  (d)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  your 
Committee  is  pleased  to  submit  this  Annual  Report.  We  are  directed  to  “consider 
throughout  the  year  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  State  of  the  Rite  throughout  the  juris¬ 
diction,  to  suggest  programs  designed  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  Rite,  and  to  report  to 
Supreme  Council  at  each  Annual  Meeting”.  Your  committee  is  appreciative  of  the  con¬ 
tributions  of  the  many  brethren  who  assist  us,  namely  the  Grand  Secretaries/Registrars 
who  provide  the  monthly  summonses,  the  Editors  of  the  Valley  Newsletters,  and  the 
Deputies  who  provide  us  with  their  Annual  Reports. 
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Highlight  Of  The  Year 

From  the  Reports  of  the  Deputies  which  are  included  in  the  Proceedings  and  from  the 
Allocution  by  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  you  will  learn  of  his  contribution  to 
our  Order  in  the  current  year.  Each  Deputy,  who  accompanied  Ill  .‘.Bro .‘.Harold  E. 
Crosby,  33°,  and  his  charming  wife,  Jessie,  reported  that  his  meeting  with  the  brethren 
stimulated  renewed  interest  in  Scottish  Rite.  Much  has  been  said  in  these  reports  about 
the  appropriateness  of  the  message  he  delivered  on  each  occasion.  For  these  reasons,  the 
Deputies  reported  that  his  visit  to  their  jurisdiction,  was  the  highlight  of  their  year. 

Some  Local  Memorable  Events 

There  was  an  impressive  reunion  of  Sarnia  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  April  when  the 
Lodge  proclaimed  thirteen  new  members  and  honoured  four  of  their  distinguished 
members  for  their  outstanding  success. 

In  Baddeck,  Nova  Scotia,  on  Palm  Sunday,  March  31st,  1996,  the  Cape  Breton  Lodge 
of  Perfection  presented  the  re-enactment  of  “The  Lord's  Supper”,  as  portrayed  by 
Leonardo  da  Vinci.  Ill  .‘.Bro. ‘.Leo  Marquis,  33°,  reports  that  it  drew  so  large  a  crowd,, 
that  a  second  performance  was  arranged  at  the  conclusion  of  the  first.  The  free-will 
offering  collected  during  the  performance  was  donated  to  a  local  family  in  need.

The  1996  Reunion  of  Superior  Lodge  of  Perfection  will  be  long  remembered  as  that 
time  when  three  generations  attained  their  14°,  G.R.  Simonds  the  father,  G.M.  Simonds 
the  son,  and  S.M.  Harrison  the  grandson,  were  proclaimed  Grand  Elect,  Perfect  and 
Sublime  Masons  on  the  same  day. 

Ill .‘.  Bro.’.T.W.S.  Band,  33°,  Deputy  for  Alberta  and  the  N.W.T.,  reported  that  in  June, 
1995,  Ill.‘.Bro.‘.T.G.  “Red”  Anderson,  32°,  PTPGM,  of  the  Valley  of  Medicine  Hat, 
was  the  recipient  of  “The  Medal  of  Merit”.  This  honour  is  bestowed  on  outstanding 
Master  Masons  for  their  service  to  their  community  and  Masonry  by  The  Grand  Lodge 
of  Alberta.  Sadly,  Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.Anderson  passed  away  December  27,  1995. 

Newsletters 

We  have  made  reference  to  Valley  Newsletters  in  previous  reports  and  we  recognize 
them  formally  in  this  report.  Without  being  too  technical,  we  recognize  a  newsletter  as  a 
communication  which  transmits  news  of  interest  to  its  membership.  We  have  The 
Triangle  from  the  Valley  of  Barrie,  The  Trestleboard  from  the  Valley  of  Campbell 
River,  The  Scottish  Rite  Bulletin  from  Thunder  Bay,  The  Toronto  Valley  News,  The 
Chronicle  from  the  Valley  of  Hamilton,  and  the  Valley  of  Saskatoon  Communication. 
Notice  of  Meetings  from  Windsor,  Winnipeg,  the  Valley  of  Guelph,  the  Valley  of 
Edmonton  and  the  Valley  of  Calgary  Communication,  are  equally  interesting  and  we 
commend  those  responsible  for  their  creativity. 

We  congratulate  the  Chairman  and  his  committee  for  the  publication  of  “The  Supreme 
Councillor”.  The  content  of  the  August  and  November  issues  was  a  credit  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  as  well  as  a  contribution  to  the  Scottish  Rite  membership. 
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Membership 

Some  time  ago,  an  official  of  a  large  Canadian  company  stated  that  after  five  o’clock 
the  brains  of  the  business  are  through  for  the  day.  This  gave  rise  to  the  question  “Have 
we  made  the  best  use  of  the  people  we  employ  daily?”  The  question  may  be  posed  in 
another  way;  “Are  we  making  the  best  use  of  the  Valley  membership?”  Unlike  the  busi¬ 
ness  world,  our  people  are  all  volunteers.  As  business  views  paid-employees  in  terms  of 
intellectual  equity,  tacit  knowledge,  good  will,  and  brain  power  potential,  should  we  not 
consider  our  membership  in  the  same  light?  Almost  every  summons,  every  Deputy’s 
Report  alludes  to  the  shrinking  membership  in  Scottish  Rite.  In  doing  so,  we  are  con¬ 
centrating  on  a  problem  largely  beyond  our  control  while  we  should  be  strengthening 
our  knowledge  organization  to  enable  more  active  participation.  Ill .'.Bro.'. Howard  T. 
Vallevand,  33°,  Deputy  for  Saskatchewan,  refers  to  the  importance  of  Executive 
Meetings  and  states  that  we  should  adopt  a  theme  “Lets  create  a  desire  to  attend.”  This 
suggests  a  program  to  “get  to  know”  our  members  and  open  our  Valleys  to  their  active 
participation.  At  a  time,  when  the  command  and  control  model  is  under  scrutiny  in  busi¬ 
ness,  we  have  many  business  leaders  in  our  membership  who  could  provide  their  exper¬ 
tise  after  five  o’clock. 

Another  Canadian  Corporate  leader,  the  Royal  Bank,  in  its  Summer  Newsletter,  carries 
an  essay  entitled  “The  Soul  of  Honour”.  It  opens  with  these  statements  “Honour  comes 
at  a  stiff  and  stem  price  which  people  seem  increasingly  reluctant  to  pay  in  our  self- 
indulgent  society.  But  if  we  do  not  start  giving  more  thought  to  how  to  live  by  its  tenets, 
we  may  pay  an  even  greater  price  in  terms  of  personal  and  social  distress...”  This  was 
not  written  by  a  Lodge  seeking  to  increase  its  membership  but  it  was  written  on  behalf 
of  a  bank  which  is  sounding  an  alarm.  As  a  footnote  to  this  essay,  we  need  only  to  recall 
the  message  of  the  Tenth  Degree.  “Do  that  which  is  right  to  do — not  because  it  will 
ensure  you  success  or  bring  reward,  but  because  it  is  right  and  therefore  ought  to  be 
done”. 

Leadership 

It  is  interesting  to  read  the  messages  from  the  masters  of  each  body  in  the  regular  sum¬ 
monses.  Most  are  speaking  to  the  membership  inviting  them  to  attend  and  support  the 
“on  going”  activity.  Others  take  time  to  compose  a  message  which  has  an  endearing 
quality,  which  we  read  and  re-read,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  will  never  visit  that  lodge 
which  is  a  thousand  miles  away. 

Yet  the  comments  of  the  retiring  officers  suggest  that  there  is  a  source  of  strength  which 
leads  one  to  ask  “How  well  do  we  stimulate  these  brethren  to  carry  on  a  meaningful  role 
in  the  Valley?  We  have  had  many  good  leaders  in  our  valleys  in  the  past  year  and  this  is 
a  sample  of  some  of  their  comments: 

“I  thank  you,  my  brethren,  for  a  wonderful  Year” 

“It  has  been  an  honour  to  serve  you  and  I  hope  that  my  efforts  have  been  to 
your  satisfaction” 

“I  thank  the  brethren  for  electing  me  to  serve  as  TPGM.  I  enjoyed  the  year”. 

“I  thank  you  for  the  honour  of  being  MWS  this  past  year  and  I  wish  the  new 
officers  all  the  best” 

“My  sincere  thank  you  for  giving  me  the  honour  ot  serving  this  Consistory  as 
C-in-C.  This  has  been  an  extraordinary  year.  The  treasure  of  the  memories  will 
grow  in  my  thoughts  for  many  years  to  come” 
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“I  express  my  thanks  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  North  Star  Consistory 
for  their  very  valued  and  welcome  support  that  I  received  during  my  term  as  C- 
in-C.  It  was  a  most  rewarding  and  enjoyable  experience  and  a  memory  I  will 
cherish  for  the  rest  of  my  life.” 

From  the  Reunion  Notices,  we  see  further  evidence  of  valley  leadership.  Space  will  not 
permit  comment  on  all  the  brethren  so  honoured  this  past  year  by  having  a  Reunion 
dedicated  to  them.  Nevertheless,  it  does  a  valley  proud  to  single  out  a  brother  who  has 
made  a  meaningful  commitment  to  his  Lodge,  Chapter,  and  Consistory.  Such  was  the 
case  in  the  Valley  of  Peterborough  when  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  pleased  to  name 
its  1996  Spring  Meeting,  the  “Walter  H.  Mortlock  Reunion.”  His  masonic  history  now 
spans  66  years.  The  summons  states,  “The  Peterborough  Valley  is  the  beneficiary  of  his 
guidance  and  wisdom.  We  wish  him  well  in  the  future.” 

Another  representative  of  the  many  brethren  so  honoured  was  Ill.*. Bro/.M.G.  “Mel” 
McKechnie,  33°.  On  three  different  occasions  this  year,  the  Valley  of  Barrie  dedicated  a 
Reunion  to  Ill/. Bro.\ McKechnie.  He  was  honoured  by  the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Rose 
Croix,  and  Consistory  and  he  was  recognized  for  his  dedication,  devotion,  and  outstand¬ 
ing  service  to  the  Valley  and  the  Community. 

Some  Observations 

We  wish  to  commend  those  Valleys  which  include  in  their  planned  events  a  regular 
church  service.  From  the  summonses  reviewed,  we  note  the  Valleys  of  Halifax,  Saint 
John,  and  London,  have  special  services.  The  Sudbury  and  District  Lodge  of  Perfection 
joins  with  the  District  Craft  Lodges  for  a  joint  service  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British 
Columbia  invites  the  concordant  bodies  with  their  regalia  to  attend  their  stated  service. 

In  May  1995,  Woodstock  Lodge  of  Perfection  held  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  feasibility 
of  portraying  the  three  craft  degrees  according  to  the  Scottish  Rite  tradition.  Although 
proposed  as  a  Masonic  Education  Project,  the  outcome  of  this  meeting  was  not  reported. 

In  the  spirit  of  working  together,  we  note  with  interest  the  80th  birthday  of  the  Queen 
Mary  Chapter  No. 3,  O.E.S.,  Brandon  Manitoba.  The  Valley  of  Brandon  offered  con¬ 
gratulations  and  support  on  the  occasion  of  their  celebration  January  1996. 

From  the  Secretary’s  Desk  in  the  Valley  of  London,  there  is  an  important  reference  to 
the  summonses,  which  are  recognized  for  their  ever-changing  artistic  welcome  to  their 
readers.  Credit  is  given  to  London  artist,  George  Rickard,  for  his  line  drawings  and 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Ray  Powell,  33°,  for  his  superb  reproduction  of  this  printed  copy.  This  past 
year,  another  gifted  artist,  Andrew  Dobson,  has  offered  to  create  artwork  for  the  Valley. 
For  those  familiar  with  the  Valley  of  London,  the  talent  of  these  artists  sets  this  valley 
apart  when  it  comes  to  producing  an  attractive  notice.  Ill/. Bro.'. J.D.  Atchison,  33°, 
Deputy  for  Ontario  says,  “although  London  is  the  fourth  largest  valley  in  our  Supreme 
Council  it  must  be  rated  near  the  top  when  it  comes  to  well  planned  activities  to  capture 
and  maintain  the  interest  of  their  membership”.  The  artistic  welcome  sets  the  scene  for 
their  activity. 

We  believe  that  it  is  appropriate  to  comment  on  the  quality  of  the  summonses  which 
come  to  our  attention.  Some  notices  of  meeting  are  just  that.  They  are  prepared  to 
advise  those  who  plan  to  attend  the  next  meeting  of  the  place,  date,  and  time.  The  sum- 
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monses  we  find  interesting  are  those  which  are  readable  and  contain  information  about 
the  valley  and  the  brethren.  As  the  average  age  of  our  membership  is  64  years,  it  fol¬ 
lows  that  a  large  number  of  members  are  often  home  bound.  Nevertheless,  they  are  still 
interested  in  hearing  and  reading  about  their  brethren  who  have  been  elected  or  appoint¬ 
ed  to  Grand  Lodge  offices,  have  attained  50-year  membership  in  the  craft  or  Scottish 
Rite,  or  have  attained  milestones  in  their  age,  marriage,  or  career.  The  publication  of 
members’  birthdays  or  anniversaries  and  those  who  are  ill  or  in  hospital  (which  is  possi¬ 
ble  in  the  smaller  bodies)  gives  credibility  to  the  meaning  of  fraternity. 

Even  the  news  of  the  death  of  a  brother  may  be  for  some  members,  who  are  living  out¬ 
side  the  valley,  the  only  source  of  this  masonic  information. 

The  summonses  not  only  encourage  brethren  to  attend  the  business  meeting,  degree  por¬ 
trayals,  elections,  and  installations,  but  Ladies  Nights,  Lodge  Coffee  Parties,  Teas, 
Barbecues,  Steak  Frys,  Special  Suppers,  Smorgasbord  Dinners  with  a  broad  range  of 
activity  for  Christmas  and  New  Years.  For  the  shoppers,  there  are  auctions  and  sales. 
For  the  physically  fit,  there  are  curling,  golf  and  a  fishing  derby  to  catch  your  interest. 
The  emphasis  by  Scottish  Rite  on  events  which  encourage  the  participation  of  families, 
widows,  the  craft  lodge  brethren,  and  the  public  at  large  is  obviously  on  the  increase. 

At  the  time  this  report  will  be  presented,  “The  Scottish  Rite-irees  Luncheon  Club”  of 
Winnipeg  will  have  held  its  300th  meeting.  Regularly,  the  Scottish  Rite  brethren  meet  at 
noon  for  lunch  and  enjoy  a  guest  speaker,  on  a  subject  of  interest. 

In  British  Columbia,  The  Concordant  Bodies  continue  to  meet  on  a  regular  basis. 
Ill Bro R.E.  Barr,  33°,  reports  that  he  and  Ill Bro .*.  Malcolm  MacLean,  33°,  Active 
Member,  attended  three  meetings  representing  Scottish  Rite. 

Meanwhile,  Ill.'.  Bro.’.  William  J.  Balser,  Jr.,  33°,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Brunswick,  has  invited  the  Concordant  Bodies  there  to  attend  the  District 
Meetings.  At  this  meeting,  one  member  of  each  order  is  given  an  opportunity  to  speak 
about  the  background,  requirements,  and  activity  of  that  order.  To  date,  this  program 
has  wide  support  from  the  Craft  Lodges  and  the  Scottish  Rite  delegates  are  well 
received. 

Information  has  been  made  available  of  a  Brotherhood  Event  which  took  place  in  the 
Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  in  Hamilton.  It  was  the  first  opportunity  for  the  Knights  of 
Columbus  and  the  Masons  from  the  three  Masonic  Districts  in  the  Hamilton  area  to 
begin  an  association  which,  from  its  initial  success,  promises  to  be  repeated.  The  setting 
which  the  Cathedral  and  Banquet  Hall  provided,  gave  those  in  attendance  an  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  see  the  facility  which  is  the  home  of  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada. 

DeMolay  Development 

We  are  pleased  to  receive  the  current  report  of  the  Special  Committee  and  to  note  that 
reference  to  the  Order  of  DeMolay  are  beginning  to  appear  in  the  summonses.  The 
Valleys  of  Penticton,  Guelph,  Windsor,  and  Edmonton,  made  reference  to  the  Chapters 
in  their  areas. 

We  note  that  the  Valley  of  Halifax  supported  Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Gordon  F.  Conrad,  32°,  Grand 
Master  of  Masons  of  Nova  Scotia,  who  invited  the  members  of  Phil  Drader  Coronation

Chapter  of  Moncton,  in  April,  to  demonstrate  its  ceremonies  at  a  special  function  to 
support  DeMolay. 

The  Valley  of  Moncton  was  pleased  with  the  result  of  the  Canadian  Supreme  Council 
and  the  DeMolay  Parliamentary  Sessions  held  in  May  1996.  The  organization  was 
grateful  to  Supreme  Council,  the  Valleys  of  Moncton,  Saint  John,  and  Fredericton  for 
their  financial  assistance. 

Becoming  More  Visible 

New  members  were  reminded  of  the  tradition  of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  as 
Ill .'. Bro.\ Barrie  Newton,  33°,  congratulated  the  class.  He  said,  “We  have  a  beautiful 
facility  which  was  built  in  1922  and  it  needs  to  be  maintained  at  its  present  splendour, 
to  remind  the  citizens  of  Hamilton  and  Ontario  of  the  contribution  that  has  been  made  to 
their  communities.  We  need  not  be  afraid  to  mention  these  contributions,  whenever  pos¬ 
sible.”  Recently,  we  learned  that  the  facility  was  made  available  to  the  musicians  who 
had  previously  formed  the  Hamilton  Philharmonic  Orchestra  for  a  series  of  five  con¬ 
certs.  The  temple  was  open  to  the  public. 

In  Ottawa,  reference  was  made  to  the  need  for  Blood  Donors  and  the  Scottish  Rite 
brethren  were  urged  to  get  in  touch  with  their  Craft  Blood  Donor  Blood  Donation 
Chairman.  The  Valley  of  Ottawa  continues  to  support  the  “Hip  Hip  Hooray  Walk-a- 
Thon.”  Ill.'.  Bro.’.Syd  Hill,  32°.  has  been  involved  and  has  raised  nearly  $10,000.  on 
this  project. 

The  Saskatoon  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  reports,  “the  Annual  Blood  Donor  Competition 
between  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  the  Masons  was  won  by  the  Knights.  First  place 
honours  among  the  Masons  goes  to  Deslisle-Goose  Lake  Lodge.” 

“Spirit”,  the  voice  of  the  Red  Cross  in  Alberta  reported,  “The  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  has  completed  its  12th  year  of  providing  financial  support  to  the  Red 
Cross  Emergency  Services  Program  in  Edmonton. 

The  Freemasons  provide  Emergency  Services  with  about  $10,000.  each  year  to  defray 
the  cost  of  providing  food,  shelter  and  clothing  to  local  survivors  of  personal  disaster.” 

“The  quiet  support  of  the  Freemasons  models  their  charitable  roots”  writes  Gary 
Redmond,  Red  Cross  Coordinator  of  Emergency  Services. 

In  addition,  the  Valley  of  Edmonton  continues  to  support  the  classroom  training  in  a 
First  Aid  Awareness  Program  by  the  Saint  John  Ambulance  in  the  Grade  III  classrooms 
in  Alberta  schools. 

The  Masonic  Driver  Program  for  Cancer  Patients  records  199  trips  from  Brandon  to 
Winnipeg  and  168  trips  to  the  Assiniboine  Centre  at  Brandon.  This  service  is  coordinat¬ 
ed  by  Ill  .*.Bro.\  Glen  Hotel,  33°,  on  behalf  of  the  Valley  of  Brandon. 

This  past  year,  the  brethren  in  Hamilton  responded  to  an  invitation  from  the  city  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  a  program  to  beautify  the  city.  As  a  result,  the  masons  of  Hamilton,  prompted 
by  the  Scottish  Rite  brethren,  donated  $2,500.  to  sponsor  two  flower  beds  on  the  boule¬ 
vard  entering  City  Hall.  On  a  sign  including  a  large  square  &  compass,  and  smaller 
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symbols  of  the  Rite,  Royal  Arch,  and  Shrine,  these  Rower  beds  are  recognized  as  being 
“Donated  by  the  Freemasons  of  Hamilton-Wentworth”. 

In  another  development,  the  Ontario  Masonic  Strategic  Committee  has  produced  a  float 
depicting  Masonry  which  will  be  entered  in  the  Grey  Cup  Parade  and  will  be  available 
for  similar  parades  throughout  Ontario. 

Many  times  the  ripple  effect  of  our  good  deeds  is  obscured  to  save  us  from  affectation, 
but  a  good  idea  of  the  Masons  of  Cape  Breton  led  to  an  important  decision  for  the 
Hamilton  area.  In  an  attempt  to  be  more  visible,  the  brethren  of  Cape  Breton  provided 
their  tourist  bureaus  with  pamphlets  listing  the  scheduled  meetings  of  all  craft  and  con¬ 
cordant  masonic  bodies  in  that  area.  A  tourist,  who  was  not  a  Mason,  brought  a  copy 
home  to  his  father  in  Hamilton  where  it  was  shared  with  the  Valley  of  Hamilton.  It  was 
agreed  that  the  Valley  would  produce  a  similar  pamphlet,  listing  the  times  and  places  of 
meetings  of  the  43  craft  lodges  plus  the  concordant  bodies  of  the  Rite,  Royal  Arch, 
Shrine,  and  Eastern  Star  in  the  three  Hamilton  masonic  districts,  to  be  placed  in  the  area 
tourist  offices,  major  hotels,  and  motels.  We  are  pleased  that  the  ripple  effect  became  a 
wave  with  the  Scottish  Rite  riding  the  crest. 

We  commend  the  bodies  in  British  Columbia  for  their  practice  of  including  in  their 
summonses  the  time  and  place  of  all  Scottish  Rite  meetings  in  the  province. 

The  Valley  of  Lethbridge  reprinted  a  portion  of  the  article  by  Ill Bro C.  Fred 
Kleinknecht,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  which 
appeared  in  the  Scottish  Rite  Journal,  March  1996,  entitled,  “We  can’t  Grow  if  They 
Don’t  Know”.  In  that  article,  he  refers  to  a  new  publication,  “What’s  A  Mason”,  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  Masonic  Information  Centre.  The  thrust  of  this  pamphlet  is  prefaced  on 
bringing  Masonry  into  the  mainstream  of  daily  life.  The  prevalence  of  this  material  is 
certain  to  assure  that  we  will  not  only  be  visible  but  we  will  be  required  to  be  audible  as 
well. 

The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation 

The  Foundation  appears  to  have  received  a  boost  this  year  as  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  let  it  be  known  that  he  would  be  honoured  if  the  Valleys  visited  would  pre¬ 
sent  him  with  their  gift  in  the  form  of  a  contribution  to  the  Charitable  Foundation. 
Meanwhile,  social  events  involving  wives  and  families  account  for  the  larger  group 
donations.  The  summons  from  the  Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection  states,  “did  you  know 
that  our  two  charity  dinners  has  raised  over  $2,900.  for  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation?” 

This  year,  the  Valley  of  London  recognized  Ill/. Bro. \  A1  Henderson,  33°,  Chairman  of 
the  Golf  Classic,  which  has  accounted  for  a  substantial  annual  contribution  to  the 
Loundation.  Incidentally,  the  honour  was  bestowed  in  the  craft  lodge  where  he  was  rec¬ 
ognized  for  his  50  years  in  Masonry. 

From  the  summonses,  there  seems  to  be  a  serious  competition  developing  as  the  Valley 
Representatives  inform  the  membership  of  the  progress  of  the  Foundation.  We  learn 
from  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  Rose  Croix  “on  a  per  capita  basis,  the  Valley  of 
Montreal  has  always  been  in  the  front  rank  where  it  rightfully  belongs."  Quebec  Lodge 
of  Perfection  and  the  Valley  of  Summerside  were  urged  to  renew  their  support  through 
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the  blue  envelope.  The  Calgary  representative  notes  that  the  valley  is  in  the  top  ten  “but 
is  far  below  its  potential”.  The  Valley  of  Halifax,  also  in  the  top  ten,  is  anxious  to 
improve  its  position.  The  Notices  of  Meeting  from  the  Valley  of  Bay  Roberts,  the 
Valley  of  Carbonear,  and  Valley  of  St.  John’s  in  Newfoundland  to  the  Valley  of 
Kamloops  and  Vancouver,  brethren  are  asked  to  remember  that  the  effectiveness  of  the 
research  initiative  is  directly  related  to  our  individual  investments. 

Ritual  and  Ceremony 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  work  of  the  officers  and  the  quality  of  the  ritual  has 
been  commented  on  favourably  in  the  Reports  of  the  Deputies  for  the  past  year.  We  are 
told,  for  the  most  part,  they  are  conscientious,  enthusiastic  and  perform  their  work  well. 

Many  Lodges  of  Perfection  travelled  to  other  areas  for  fraternal  visits  and  to  contribute 
to  the  Lodge  programs.  Montreal  paid  a  visit  to  Ottawa  on  November  7,  1995.  Forty- 
seven  members  from  Windsor  visited  Detroit  and  later  forty  members  travelled  to 
Chatham  Lodge  of  Perfection.  Regina  travelled  to  Moose  Jaw  to  confer  the  13°  and  the 
Valley  of  London  visited  Windsor  and  Guelph  to  exemplify  the  11°  which  is  rarely  seen 
in  these  areas.  Many  of  the  trips  reported  the  previous  year  were  continued  in  the  cur¬ 
rent  year. 

We  are  noticing  a  change  in  the  method  of  scheduling  the  Installation  Ceremonies.  For 
many  what  has  become  a  regular  routine  is  now  a  major  event  in  the  valley. 
Ill .'.  Bro .’.  Leo  Marquis,  33°,  acted  as  Installing  Officer  at  Lodge  Conception, 
Chamberlains,  March  12,  1996,  when  the  three  bodies  of  the  Valley  of  St.  John’s  held 
their  Installation  and  on  April  24,  1996,  at  Carbonear,  he  installed  the  officers  of  the 
Lodge  and  Chapter  of  that  Valley  in  a  joint  installation.  Ill,’. Bro. '.James  C.  Bassey, 
33°,  Deputy  for  Manitoba,  reported  on  attending  a  Joint  Installation  in  Winnipeg  with 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  It  was  the  first  time  Ill  .’.Bro.’. Crosby,  33°,  wit¬ 
nessed  this  particular  format  and  he  was  “favourably  impressed”. 

On  January  16,  1996,  the  Valley  of  Penticton  held  the  Chapter  Installation  which  was 
directly  followed  by  that  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

On  February  1,  1996,  the  Valley  of  Vernon  held  a  Chapter  Installation  at  6:00  P.M.  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  banquet,  and  the  Lodge  Installation  at  8:00  P.M.  A  similar  joint  program  of 
Installation  was  held  in  Kamloops  on  February  15,  1996. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Fraser  Valley  regularized  its  Installation  by  electing  to 
install  the  elected  and  appointed  officers  at  the  same  time. 

Our  reviews  of  Rose  Croix  Reunions  indicates  that  more  chapters  have  requested  dis¬ 
pensations  to  extend  invitations  to  family  and  friends  to  attend  the  Relighting 
Ceremonies  on  Easter  Sunday.  Most  appear  to  be  held  on  Sunday  morning  yet  we  note 
few  are  held  on  Sunday  afternoon  with  a  guest  speaker  scheduled  for  that  occasion. 

Still  more  impressive  is  the  planning  which  enables  brethren  in  distant  areas  to  share 
with  the  Chapter  the  Easter  Relighting  Ceremony.  The  North  Bay  Chapter  scheduled 
ceremonies  for  five  outside  points  on  Maundy  Thursday  and  for  eight  outside  points  on 
Easter  morning. 
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Coping  with  Costs 

In  the  last  report,  we  drew  attention  to  some  valleys  which  were  facing  increased  costs 
and  were  taking  appropriate  action  to  control  them.  The  Valley  of  Woodstock  is  asking 
each  member  to  donate  to  the  Commutation  Fund  to  generate  future  revenues.  Their 
goal  is  $40,000.  The  Valley  of  London,  in  a  similar  situation,  set  its  target  at  $100,000., 
it  being  a  considerably  larger  body. 

Meanwhile  in  Guelph,  a  decision  was  reached  by  the  Masonic  Temple  Board  to  move 
from  their  present  location  to  a  new  one  when  convenient.  A  financial  campaign  has 
been  launched  to  facilitate  this  move.  The  Lodge  and  the  Chapter  meet  regularly  at  this 
location. 

In  Ottawa,  Ill Bro Campbell  Matheson,  33°,  reports  that  a  Strategic  Planning 
Campaign  is  in  place.  To  improve  its  financial  position  the  Ottawa  Consistory  proposed 
an  annual  fee  of  $30.  for  members  for  the  next  six  years. 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  Freemason’s  Hall,  in  Calgary  set  up  an  Improvement 
and  Maintenance  Fund  which  is  helped  by  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  “1 
for  4”  matching  plan.  The  Valley  of  Calgary  contributes  $1.00  for  every  $4.00  con¬ 
tributed  by  a  Valley  member  up  to  $20,000.  To  date,  the  response  is  commendable. 

The  Valley  of  Montreal  embarked  on  a  financial  drive  to  create  a  fund  for  the  repair  and 
maintenance  of  the  Casavant  Organ. 

Meanwhile,  the  Barrie  Building  Fund  has  had  a  wall  exhibit  built,  on  which  will  be 
placed  individual  name  plates  of  the  donors  to  the  Building  Fund.  The  target  is 
$500,000. 

This  is  by  no  means  an  exhaustive  list  as  all  bodies  appear  to  be  faced  with  rising  costs 
and  shrinking  revenue.  The  necessity  to  maintain  control  is  a  concern  for  all  Valleys  at 
this  time. 

Ideas  Worth  Borrowing 

Collar  Presentation  -  The  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  has  instituted  a  collar  presenta¬ 
tion  ceremony.  Sponsors  of  candidates  are  asked  to  be  in  attendance  to  present  their 
candidates  with  their  collar. 

Annual  Worshipful  Masters’  Visitations  -  The  Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection  has  inau¬ 
gurated  a  visitation  to  craft  lodges  where  a  member  of  their  valley  is  serving  as  a 
Worshipful  Master. 

History  of  Valley  -  The  Valley  of  Vernon  History  was  recounted  by  the  Historian  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Okanagan  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

Past  TPGM  Lapel  Pin  -  The  London  Lodge  of  Perfection  has  obtained  a  lapel  pin  appro¬ 
priate  for  presentation  to  the  Past  TPGM  and  the  Master  made  a  special  effort  to  see 
that  they  were  delivered  to  members  outside  London. 

Almoner’s  Fund  -  A  number  of  Valleys  have  seen  the  need  to  appeal  to  the  brethren 
who  are  infrequent  attendees  or  who  live  some  distance  from  the  Lodge,  Chapter,  or 
Consistory  to  send  a  regular  donation  to  the  Almoner’s  Fund.  With  attendance  at  the 
10%  level  in  many  Valleys,  this  effort  to  reach  the  other  90%  is  commended. 
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Remembrances  to  Widows  -  A  number  of  Valleys  maintain  contact  with  the  members’ 
widows  through  visits  at  Christmas  and  Easter.  While  in  Calgary,  ask  the  brethren  about 
their  Easter  program. 

Special  Mention 

Any  report  on  the  State  of  the  Rite  would  be  incomplete  without  recognizing  the  real 
contribution  of  the  people  in  our  Scottish  Rite  offices  in  Hamilton.  To  Ill  .'.Bro  A  Robert 
G.  Wands,  33°,  Grand  Secretary-General,  Ill  .’.  Bro  Donald  D.  Thornton,  33°, 
Executive  Secretary,  together  with  Ms.  Margaret  L.  Tweedle  and  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton, 
a  sincere  “thank  you”  from  those  you  serve. 

Having  reviewed  the  past  year  we  are  left  with  one  item  which  is  begging  for  special 
attention.  We  note  that  the  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection  elected  the  first  TPGM  Wm. 
Downie,  18°,  in  1896.  To  commemorate  this  event,  100th  Anniversary  committee  has 
been  struck.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  JURISPRUDENCE  AND  LEGISLATION 


To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  is  required  by  Article  40(e)  of  our 
Statutes  and  Regulations  to  consider  all  matters  pertaining  to  laws  and  jurisprudence  of 
Supreme  Council,  referred  to  it  by  Supreme  Council  or  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  and  after  consideration  to  make  recommendations  with  respect  thereto  and 
report  thereon  to  Supreme  Council. 

This  year  there  are  several  written  Notices  of  Motion  to  amend  our  Statutes  and 
Regulations,  submitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  as  required  before  the  first  day 
of  May,  1996,  which  were  forwarded  to  all  active  and  past  active  members  for  their 
information  and  consideration,  and  to  your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and 
Legislation.  Our  Statutes  and  Regulations  require  your  Committee  to  consider  these 
amendments  and  to  report  thereon  to  Supreme  Council  and  those  amendments  reported 
on  favourably  may  then  be  considered  and  voted  on  by  Supreme  Council.  One  Notice  of 
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Motion  to  amend  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  were  received  by  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General  after  the  first  of  May,  1996,  from  Ill Bro.\ Thomas  V.  Hannan,  33°. 

Your  Committee  will  proceed  to  deal  with  and  report  on  these  amendments  in  chrono¬ 
logical  order  as  numbered  and  this  report  will  be  presented  in  parts  for  ease  of  dealing 
with  the  several  proposed  amendments. 


PART  1 


The  following  amendments  to  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  were  received  from 
Ill. '.Bro.'.  John  V.  Lawer,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander: 


1.  Article  1(b)  Amend  Article  1(b)  by  adding  the  following  sentence:  “ The  seal  is 

the  signature  of  this  Supreme  Council  and  may  be  impressed  or 
reproduced  only  when  witnessed  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  and/or  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  " 

Explanation:  This  amendment  is  designed  to  limit  the  use  of  the  seal  of  Supreme 
Council  to  official  documents  only  by  use  thereof  by  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  and/or  the  Grand  Secretary-General. 
Unfortunately,  the  seal  of  Supreme  Council  has,  on  occasion,  been 
used  in  non-official  printed  documents  and  this  amendment  will 
require  its  use  to  be  controlled  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
and/or  the  Grand  Secretary-General. 


2.  Article  1(d)  Repeal  the  present  Article  and  replace  with:  “This  Supreme  Council 

shall  have  Armorial  Bearings  as  granted  by  Lord  Lyon  King  of 
Arms  on  April  17,  1980.  These  Armorial  Bearings  represent  the 
authority  of  this  Supreme  Council  as  expressed  through  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  " 

Explanation:  The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  include  in  our  Statutes  and 
Regulations  of  Supreme  Council  the  fact  that  the  Supreme  Council 
does  have  Armorial  Bearings  granted  to  it  by  Lord  Lyon,  King  of 
Arms,  Edinburgh. 


3.  Article  1(e)

4.  Article  1(f) 

Explanation: 


New:  “This  Supreme  Council  shall  have  Arms  as  registered  by  The 
Canadian  Heraldic  Authority  on  May  18,  1993,  a  copy  of  which 
was  presented  to  Supreme  Council  at  Hamilton  in  1993  by  Mr. 
Charles  R.  Maier,  Athabasca  Herald.  These  arms  represent  the 
authority  of  this  Supreme  Council  as  expressed  through  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  by  courtesy  through  the  Past 
Sovereign  Grand  Commanders,  and  the  office  of  this  Supreme 
Council  in  the  persons  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  the 
Executive  Secretary.  ” 

This  addition  to  our  Statutes  and  Regulations  recognizes  that  this 
Supreme  Council  has  Arms  as  registered  by  The  Canadian  Heraldic 
Authority  in  1993  and  incorporates  reference  to  them  and  their  use 
and  significance. 

Renumber  the  current  Article  1(e)  to  1(f):  Delete  “ Statutes  and"  and 
replace  with  “Grand"  so  that  it  reads  “Grand  Regulations  of  1762". 
This  amendment  in  addition  to  renumbering  this  Article  in  proper 
sequence  tidies  up  the  reference  to  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  ot 
1762  and  refers  to  them  by  their  proper  legal  name. 
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5.  REGULATIONS: 

On  page  39,  insert  a  new  heading  in  bold  faced  type  immediately  following  the 
present  heading,  “CLOTHING,  JEWELS,  SYMBOLS”:  “SYMBOLS  OF 
THE  SCOTTISH  RITE”,  and  beneath  the  heading  insert  the  following  text: 

“The  Symbol  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of 
Canada  is  a  double-headed  eagle ,  its  wings  displayed,  surmounted  by  a 
Prussian  crown,  perched  on  a  sword  fessways  Argent,  hilt  and  pommel  to  the 
dexter,  as  more  particularly  described  in  the  Arms  as  registered  by  the 
Canadian  Heraldic  Authority.  From  the  sword  shall  be  draped  a  scroll  bearing 
the  motto:  DEUS  MEUMQUE  JUS.”  (as  shown  below) 


“The  Symbol  of  a  Lodge  of  Perfection  shall  be  the  delta  enclosing  the  Hebrew  letter 
“Yod” as  it  appears  on  the  14°  ring.”  (as  shown  below)

“The  Symbol  of  a  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  shall  be  in  the  form  of  the  Jewel  of  a 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.”  (as  shown  below) 


“The  Symbol  of  a  Consistory  shall  be  in  the  form  of  the  Jewel  of  a  Consistory.”  (as 

shown  below) 
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IN  THE  LODGE  OF  PERFECTION  -  THE  JEWEL  (page  39) 

Replace  the  first  sentence  with: 

“ THE  JEWEL  shall  he  the  jewel  of  the  Fourteenth  degree.  It  shall  be  worn  by 
the  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  while  presiding.  It  shall  be  gold  coloured 
and  worn  suspended  from  the  collar.  ” 

Replace  in  the  last  line  the  Roman  Numerals  “III,  V,  VII,  IX”  with  the  Arabic 
Numerals  “3,  5,  7,  9”. 

IN  THE  LODGE  OF  PERFECTION  -  THE  RING  (page  39) 

On  Line  2,  replace  “proper  emblem”  with  “Hebrew  letter  ‘Yod”\ 

Add  the  following  sentence  to  the  end  of  the  paragraph: 

“The  delta  enclosing  the  Hebrew  letter  (Yody  shall  be  the  Symbol  of  a  Lodge  of 
Perfection.  ” 

IN  THE  CHAPTER  OF  ROSE  CROIX  -  THE  JEWEL  ( page  4 1 ) 

Replace  the  first  sentence  with: 

“The  JEWEL  shall  be  the  jewel  of  the  eighteenth  degree.” 

Add  the  following  after  the  last  sentence  of  the  paragraph: 

“It  shall  be  worn  by  the  Most  Wise  Sovereign  while  presiding.  It  shall  be  gold 
coloured  and  worn  suspended  from  the  collar.  The  jewel  shall  be  the  Symbol  of 
a  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  ” 

IN  THE  CONSISTORY  -  THE  JEWEL  (page  41) 

Add  to  the  last  sentence: 

“by  a  brother  of  the  32nd  degree.” 

Add  the  following  sentence: 

“The  jewel  shall  be  the  Symbol  of  a  Consistory. 

(The  jewel  shall  be  in  form  as  shown  below)” 

PAST  PRESIDING  OFFICERS’  JEWELS  (page  42) 

Add  a  new  final  paragraph: 

“Past  Presiding  officers  may  be  presented  with  lapel  pins  which  are  miniatures 
of  their  Jewels  with  the  addition  of  the  initials  of  their  respective  offices 
inscribed  thereon.  ” 

IN  THE  SUPREME  COUNCIL  -  THE  SASH  (page  42) 

Delete  all  the  text  following  the  word  “gold”  at  the  end  of  line  1. 

Add  after  the  said  word  “gold”  in  line  1: 

“and  with  provision  for  holding  a  sword.  The  sash  shall  be  worn  from  the  right 
shoulder  to  the  left  hip.  ” 

THE  GRAND  DECORATION  of  the  Order  for  an  Active  Member  (page  44) 

On  lines  2  and  3  of  Page  44,  delete: 

“the  shield  of  the  Order,  blue;  upon  the  shield  is  a  double-headed  eagle  of  gold” 
and  substitute: 

“a  shield;  upon  a  blue  field  a  double-headed  eagle  of  gold ,  ” 

THE  GRAND  DECORATION  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  or  a  Past 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  (page  45) 

Delete: 

“imposed  upon  a  rayed  sun  of  silver,  suspended  from  a  red  enamelled  cross  hav¬ 
ing  three  crossbars,  near  the  extremities  of  which  and  of  the  shaft  are  smaller 
crossbars.  ” 
and  substitute: 

“which  is  suspended  from  a  red  enamelled  cross  crosslet  crossed  etched  in  gold 
with  the  jewel  of  an  officer  in  its  centre,  and  which  cross  is  attached  to  a  length 
of  two  inch  wide  royal  purple  velvet  ribbon  suspended  from  a  red  enamelled  bar 
as  described  for  the  decoration  of  an  Active  Member.  The  ribbon  will  be  sixteen 
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inches  in  length ,  doubled  to  eight  inches  and  looped  through  the  bar  such  that  there 
is  a  two  and  a  half  inch  length  in  front  and  a  five  and  a  half  inch  length  behind.  The 
cross  will  be  attached  to  the  two  and  a  half  inch  length  such  that  the  bottom  of  the 
five  and  a  half  inch  length  extends  one-quarter  of  an  inch  below  the  bottom  of  the 
Decoration.  ” 

THE  JEWEL  of  an  officer  (page  45) 

On  line  3,  delete: 

“ triple  cross,  ” 
and  substitute: 

“cross  crosslet  crossed,  ” 
and  delete  “and”  before  the  word  “suspended” 

THE  DECORATION  of  an  Honorary  Member  (page  45) 

On  line  4,  delete: 

‘  from  which  is  suspended  a  purple  ribbon  long  enough  to  extend  to  the  bottom  of 
the  Jewel.  ” 

CHAIN  COLLAR  (page  46) 

Delete  the  text  and  replace  with  the  following: 

The  chain  collar  to  be  worn  by  the  officers  of  this  Supreme  Council,  and  Past 
Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  ad  vitam,  is  thirty-nine  inches  in  length  and 
consists  of  thirty-two  alternate  circular  and  shield  shaped  united  links,  each 
enclosing  a  triangle  upon  which  rests  in  regular  succession  the  jewel  of  each 
Canadian  degree,  from  the  first  to  the  thirty-second  inclusive  and  a  thirty-third 
link  consisting  of  a  triangle,  apex  uppermost,  with  rays  emanating  therefrom, 
containing  the  numerals  “33”,  with  sword  hilts  entering  each  side  of  the  trian¬ 
gle.  From  the  thirty-third  link  is  suspended  the  symbol  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada.” 

OFFICIAL  SIGNATURES  (page  46) 

On  Line  2,  delete: 

“ with  three  crossbars,  near  the  extremities  of  which  and  of  the  shaft  are  small 
crossbars;  ” 
and  substitute: 

“crosslet  crossed ;” 

On  line  4,  delete  ‘ figures ”  and  substitute  “numerals”. 

On  page  46,  line  6,  delete  “ plain  ”  and  substitute  ”Papal” 

line  7,  delete  ‘ figures ”  and  substitute  “numerals”. 

On  page  47,  line  2,  delete  “ plain  ”  and  substitute  “Patriarchal”. 

line  3,  delete  “ figures' ’  and  substitute  “numerals”. 

On  page  47,  after  line  3  add  two  paragraphs: 

“The  Symbol  Cross  to  precede  the  signature  of  a  Sublime  Prince  of  the  Royal 
Secret  is  a  Greek  cross;  the  signature  to  be  followed  by  32°  beneath  which 
appear  SPRS 

The  Symbol  Cross  to  follow  the  signature  of  a  Knight  Rose  Croix  is  a  Latin 
cross  surmounting  an  equilateral  triangle  enclosing  the  numerals  18,  beneath 
which  appears  a  cross  patee.  ” 

On  Page  47,  final  paragraph  line  1,  delete  "above”. 

On  Page  47,  final  paragraph  line  2,  delete: 

“ except  where  shown  differently,  ” 
and  substitute: 

“except  for  the  Latin  cross  and  cross  patee  following  the  signature  of  a  Knight 
Rose  Croix,” 
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Explanation:  These  various  and  several  amendments  incorporate  into  the  Regulations 
of  Supreme  Council,  the  Symbol  of  Supreme  Council  describing  it  in 
proper  terminology,  the  Symbol  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  the  Symbol 
of  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  the  Symbol  of  the  Consistory  showing 
in  the  proper  place  a  graphical  portrayal  of  each  Symbol.  The  balance  of 
the  changes  are  designed  to  more  accurately  reflect  current  and  acceptable 
use  of  rings,  jewels  and  decorations  and  signatures  of  various  positions 
and  the  proper  description  thereof  accordingly.  In  general  these  various 
amendments  are  of  a  “housekeeping  nature”. 

Your  Committee  reports  favourably  on  all  these  amendments  in  this  part. 

PART  2 

The  following  amendment  was  received  from  Ill Bro.\  John  W.  Lowry: 

6.  Article  22(m)  Repeal  the  present  Article  and  replace  with: 

“appoint  any  brother  to  represent  this  Supreme  Council  at  or  near 
a  sister  Supreme  Council,  usually  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
other  Sovereign  Grand  Commander;  and  recommend  any  brother 
of  this  Supreme  Council  to  represent  a  sister  Supreme  Council  at 
or  near  this  Supreme  Council,  to  be  appointed  by  the  other 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander;” 

Explanation:  Currently,  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  Supreme  Council  set  forth  with 
reasonable  detail  the  authority  and  empowerments  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  in  Article  22.  Subsection  (m)  thereof  provides  for  the 
appointment  of  brethren  as  Grand  Representatives,  some  near  our 
Supreme  Council  and  some  near  other  Supreme  Councils  with  a  view  to 
trying  to  specify  how  these  appointments  or  recommendations  are  made, 
this  amendment  as  submitted  attempts  to  clarify  these  appointments 
and/or  recommendations  for  appointment. 

Your  Committee  reports  favourably  on  this  amendment,  but  recommends  that  it  be 
slightly  modified  as  underlined  in  the  paragraph  immediately  above. 

PART  3 

The  following  amendments  were  received  from  Ill  .’.Bro.'.  Thomas  V.  Hannan: 

7.  Article  45(b)  Line  2  be  amended  by  adding  after  “ Royal  Secret"  the  following: 

“and  Honorary  Inspector-General, 

Explanation:  Currently  brethren  who  have  joined  a  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix,  Consistory,  receive  a  certificate  of  membership.  Candidates 
for  membership  in  Supreme  Council  do  not  now  currently  receive  such  a 
certificate  of  membership.  This  amendment  will  correct  that  oversight. 
The  Grand  Secretary-General  has  indicated  to  your  Committee  that  his 
office  is  able  to  produce  such  certificates  without  a  great  expense  of  time 
and  money. 

The  Committee  reports  favourably  on  this  amendment. 

PART  4 

Article  22  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  this  Supreme  Council  requires  your 
Committee  to  study  and  report  on  the  Allocution  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

Your  Committee  has  considered  the  action  of  our  SGC  with  respect  to  permissions,  dis¬ 
pensations  and  refusals,  and  hereby  records  approval  of  the  actions  of  the  SGC  in  heal¬ 
ing  the  difficulties  of  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection. 
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Your  SGC  has  displayed  his  great  compassion  and  understanding  in  extending  an 
opportunity  for  a  candidate  to  receive  his  33rd  degree  at  Toronto  in  July  1996,  as  a  very 
serious  illness  and  resultant  surgery  would  have  prevented  him  from  being  present  here 
in  Calgary  to  receive  his  degree  with  his  fellow  candidates.  Your  Committee  also 
records  and  approves  of  the  dispensation  and  several  appointments  made  by 
Ill .'.Bro.'. Crosby,  33°,  in  his  capacity  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

Your  Committee  notes  with  great  respect,  the  tireless  energy,  leadership,  and  Masonic 
dedication  the  SGC  has  so  forcefully  exhibited  during  the  2nd  year  of  this  term.  We  all 
thank  him  for  “going  the  second  mile”  as  our  SGC  and  wish  him  continuing  good  health 
in  the  year  ahead. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  Grand  Secretary-General  for  his  great  assistance 
throughout  the  year  and  in  particular  in  the  preparation  of  this  report. 

As  Chairman,  I  wish  to  thank  personally  the  members  of  the  Committee, 
Ill  .'.Bros. '.John  A.  Bourne,  33°,  John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  and  N.  Malcolm  MacLean,  33°, 
for  their  input,  advice,  and  many  considerations  extended  to  your  Chairman.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  RITUALS  &  RITUALISTIC  MATTER 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

1.  Arrangement  of  the  Paraphernalia  on  the  Altar  for  Regular  Meetings 

This  was  an  item  of  the  1995  Committee  Report,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee 
for  further  study.  The  topic  has  been  researched  and  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  identi¬ 
fy  and  justify  the  paraphernalia  on  the  altar. 

(a)  Lodge  of  Perfection  -  14° 

The  white  altar  cloth,  with  gold  coloured  fringe,  reaches  on  all  sides  to  the  floor. 
Embroidered  in  gold,  on  the  side  facing  the  east,  are  the  Phoenician  characters  for  the 
Hebrew  word  meaning  “Perfection”.  Arranged  on  the  altar  are  two  naked  swords 
crossed,  with  the  double  edged  blades  pointing  N.E.  and  S.E.,  signifying  honour,  jus¬ 
tice,  truth,  and  sacrifice.  The  two  edged  blade  reminds  a  Grand  Elect  Perfect  and 
Sublime  Mason  to  labour  constantly  to  maintain  the  right  and  the  law,  to  overcome  and, 
if  necessary,  to  destroy  the  enemies  of  mankind.  Displayed  on  the  altar  is  a  recent  copy 
of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  (closed),  and  the  V.O.S.L.(s)  (open).  In  addition,  there 
is  an  equilateral  triangle  of  gold-plated  bars,  a  sacred  delta  and  symbol  of  the  Deity;  the 
square  and  compasses,  a  symbol  of  brotherhood  and  an  emblem  of  the  Order;  the 
Pentateuch  (Penta-tuk),  a  Greek  name  applied  to  the  first  five  Books  of  the  Old 
Testament,  in  which  the  ‘Ineffable  Word’  is  referred  to;  and  the  Crux  Ansata,  a  sacred 
symbol  of  ‘life’,  are  arranged  conveniently  on  the  altar.  The  Crux  Ansata  is  described  in 
more  detail  on  page  49  of  the  ritual  of  the  14°. 

(b)  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  -  18° 

The  altar  cloth  is  black  fringed  with  white.  On  the  altar  are  two  naked  swords  crossed, 
with  the  double  edged  blades  pointing  N.E.  and  S.E.,  signifying  honour,  justice,  truth, 
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and  sacrifice.  The  two  edged  blade  reminds  a  Knight  Rose  Croix  to  labour  constantly  to 
maintain  the  right  and  the  law.  to  overcome  and,  if  necessary,  to  destroy  the  enemies  of 
mankind.  Displayed  on  the  altar  is  a  recent  copy  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations 
(closed),  and  the  V.O.S.L.(s)  (open).  In  addition,  there  is  an  equilateral  triangle  of  gold- 
plated  bars,  a  sacred  delta  and  symbol  of  the  Deity;  the  square  and  compasses,  a  symbol 
of  brotherhood  and  an  emblem  of  the  Order;  which  are  arranged  conveniently  on  the 
altar. 

(c)  The  Consistory  -  32° 

The  black  altar  cloth,  strewn  with  tears,  reaches  to  the  floor  on  all  sides.  On  the  altar  are 
two  naked  swords  crossed,  with  double  edged  blades  pointing  N.E.  and  S.E.,  signifying 
honour,  justice,  truth,  and  sacrifice  .  The  two  edged  blade  reminds  a  Sublime  Prince  of 
the  Royal  Secret  to  labour  constantly  to  maintain  the  right  and  the  law,  to  overcome 
and,  if  necessary,  to  destroy  the  enemies  of  mankind.  Displayed  on  the  altar  is  a  recent 
copy  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  (closed),  and  the  V.O.S.L.(s)  (open).  In  addition, 
there  is  an  equilateral  triangle  of  gold-plated  bars,  a  sacred  delta  and  symbol  of  the 
Deity;  the  square  and  compasses,  a  symbol  of  brotherhood  and  an  emblem  of  the  Order; 
which  are  arranged  conveniently  on  the  altar. 

2.  Communication  of  Degrees: 

A  draft  of  the  proposed  texts,  for  optional  current  use,  for  the  communication  of  the 
Consistory  degrees  was  presented  at  the  1995  Session  of  Supreme  Council.  It  vvas  rec¬ 
ommended  that  the  texts  be  used  as  extensively  as  possible  in  the  Consistories  and  after 
review,  comments  and  suggestions  made.  Your  Chairman  did  not  receive  any  comments 
or  suggestions.  However,  considerable  time  was  spent  in  revising  the  texts  in  order  to 
condense  the  material  as  much  as  possible.  Copies  of  the  revised  texts  are  being  dis¬ 
tributed  for  your  perusal. 

3.  Revised  Rituals: 

The  revised  rituals  for  the  6°,  14°,  18°,  26°,  and  31°  were  printed  and  copies  distributed 
early  in  the  year.  In  reviewing  them,  a  few  minor  points  of  error  were  noted: 

(a)  14°  Ritual  -  Page  35 

Under  the  heading.  Great  Ineffable  Word,  line  1  and  3,  the  word  “Forward"  should  be, 
“Foreword". 


(b)  26°  Ritual 

The  title  on  the  cover  The  Twenty-Sixth  Degree  (Optional)  might  be  misleading.  It  is 
recommended  that  the  title  be:  The  Twenty-Sixth  Degree  (Optional  Version)  Joseph 
Drama.  Because  another  printing  will  not  take  place  for  sometime,  it  is  recommended 
that  a  gummed  label  with  the  suggested  title  be  made  available. 

(c)  31°  Ritual  -  Page  21 

Under  the  heading.  Sign,  after  line  3,  add  the  following  sentence:  “The  first  part  of  the 
Sign  (cross  the  arms  upon  the  breast,  left  over  right)  is  the  Sign  of  Order. 

4.  Proposed  Amendments  to  the  Statutes  and  Regulations: 

(a)  Article  45(b) 

Amend  line  2  by  adding  after,  “Royal  Secret",  the  following:  “and  Honorary  Inspector- 
General".  During  the  Question  and  Answer  Period  ol  the  1995  Session  ot  Supreme 
Council  the  question  was  asked,  “Why  there  wasn't  a  certificate  tor  an  Honorary 
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Inspector-General?”  The  matter  was  discussed  in  the  Advisory  Committee  and  it  was 
agreed  that  such  a  certificate  be  issued.  Because  certificates  are  the  responsibility  of  this 
Committee,  the  proposed  amendment  was  made. 

(b)  Article  67(b) 

Delete  subsection  (b).  This  subsection  refers  to  a  responsibility  of  the  Grand 
Secretary/Registrar  to  keep  a  book  containing  the  Oath  of  Fealty  to  this  Supreme 
Council  and  which  will  be  signed  by  a  candidate  as  provided  in  Art.  96.  In  the  4°  Ritual, 
page  1,  reference  is  made  to  the  forms  containing  the  Oath  of  Fealty,  Obligation  to  the 
Lodge,  and  the  Declaration,  which  are  to  be  completed  by  each  candidate  before  receiv¬ 
ing  the  degree.  From  reports  received,  this  subsection  is  not  being  adhered  to.  If  lodges 
are  following  the  instructions  in  the  ritual,  then  the  book  isn’t  necessary.  The 
Committee  felt  it  advisable  to  submit  this  proposed  amendment  to  the  Jurisprudence 
Committee. 

5.  Disposition  of  the  papers  of  the  4°  and  30°: 

Instructions  for  the  disposition  of  the  forms  containing  the  Oath  of  Fealty,  the 
Obligation  to  the  Lodge  and  the  Declaration  to  be  completed  by  the  candidates  before 
they  receive  the  4°  and  the  Profession  of  Faith  to  be  completed  before  the  candidates 
receive  the  30°,  are  given  in  the  rituals,  to  the  effect  that  their  replies  would  be  deposit¬ 
ed  in  the  archives  for  a  testimony  for  all  times.  Over  the  years  these  papers  have  been 
accumulating,  creating  a  storage  problem  as  well  as  being  a  possible  fire-hazard.  The 
Committee  recommends  that  after  the  completion  of  the  degree,  the  papers  are  to  be 
shredded  and  recycled,  for  environmental  reasons.  In  order  to  receive  the  degree,  the 
candidate  must  have  answered  the  questions  satisfactorily  and  signed  the  forms  as 
required.  There  is  no  need  to  refer  to  the  papers  again  to  prove  that  this  was  done. 

6.  Revision  of  Rituals: 

(a)  4°  Ritual 

On  page  15,  line  8  and  9,  after  the  words  “  you  will”  delete  the  remainder  of  the  sen¬ 
tence  and  substitute  “receive  the  replies  to  be  dealt  with  accordingly.” 

On  page  15,  line  12  and  13,  delete  the  last  sentence  of  the  paragraph. 

(b)  30°  Ritual 

On  page  24,  line  22,  delete  the  sentence  beginning,  “Your  profession  of  faith  ...  and 
ending  ...  there  to  be  preserved.” 

7.  Certificates: 

Although  this  committee  is  responsible  for  certificates,  we  do  not  have  access  to  the 
necessary  material  and  devices  for  creating  such.  The  committee  is  very  grateful  to 
Ill. '.Bro.'. Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  and  the  office  staff  for  the  research  and  expertise 
needed  in  the  preparation  of  the  certificates.  The  certificates  are  forwarded  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  for  any  revision  and  approval.  Until  recently,  pre-printed  forms  of  the  certificates 
were  used  and  the  name,  body,  and  date  were  completed  using  the  laser  printer.  As  the 
supply  of  pre-printed  certificates  are  depleted,  a  new  format  will  be  created  making  use 
of  the  laser  printer.  This  process  has  already  been  used. 

Making  use  of  the  format  of  other  certificates,  a  certificate  for  the  Honorary  Inspector- 
General  33°  has  been  prepared,  and  submitted  to  this  committee  for  approval. 

It  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Symbols  to  amend  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations  are  approved,  then  the  certificate  forms  will  have  to  be  redesigned. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Ill .\Bro.\  Wands  and  the  Supreme 
Council  office  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  to  your  Chairman.  I  would  also 
like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  committee  for  their  assistance  and  support  during  the 
year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  DEMOLAY 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

Your  special  committee  to  encourage  DeMolay  throughout  Canada  welcomes  the 

opportunity  to  submit  the  following  Report. 

The  results  of  the  recommendations  approved  at  our  last  Sessions  are  as  follows: 

1.  the  Newsletter  “The  Maple  Leaf’  is  back  in  circulation  and  distributed  four  times 
annually.  Expenses  incurred  by  our  Supreme  Council  are  at  a  cost  of  $1,500.  per 
annum  over  a  two-year  period; 

2.  provincial  co-ordinators  to  work  with  the  valleys  have  been  appointed  in  British 
Columbia,  Alberta,  and  Ontario.  We  anxiously  await  the  deputies’  selections  in 
the  other  jurisdictions; 

3.  translation  of  the  Ritual  for  the  benefit  of  the  Quebec  region.  As  the  text  in  its 
present  form  is  being  revised,  any  recommendations  towards  translation  will  be 
entertained  at  the  next  sessions  to  be  held  at  Ottawa  in  May  1997. 

Twenty-one  Chapters  are  presently  operating  across  Canada,  including: 

a)  the  Skaha  Chapter  in  Penticton,  which  was  re-instituted  in  October  of  last  year 
thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  local  valley; 

b)  the  George  B.  Carr  Chapter,  which  was  instituted  in  January  through  the  efforts 
of  the  Toronto  Valley  including  our  Ill Bro Donald  W.  Lambie,  33°. 

History  was  made  in  the  Atlantic  Provinces  with  the  Phil  Drader  Coronation  Chapter 

hosting  The  Supreme  Council  and  The  Canadian  Parliament  as  they  met  jointly  in 

Moncton  for  their  Annual  Sessions  in  May. 
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This  was  an  exciting  event  and  a  unique  occasion  for  these  two  bodies  to  meet  at  the 
same  time  and  to  share  their  deliberations.  Representatives  were  in  attendance,  not  only 
from  across  Canada,  but  from  Chapters  from  the  North  Eastern  U.S.,  who  have  always 
offered  strong  support  to  the  local  group. 

It  was  indeed  beneficial  to  your  committee  chairman  to  participate  in  the  activities,  not 
only  to  represent  Scottish  Rite,  but,  more  importantly,  to  meet  with  several  members  of 
the  executive  and  exchange  formalities.  This  event  will  indeed  enhance  the  Masonic 
Fraternity  and  encourage  the  Masonic  Renewal  Program  in  this  area. 

In  summary,  while  progress  is  slow,  we  are  encouraged  by  those  who  have  taken  the 
initiative  where  we  envision  a  solid  base  for  the  future. 

The  personal  interest  expressed  by  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  as  he  visits  the 
valleys  is  undoubtedly  enhancing  our  efforts.  The  special  programme  arranged  for 
Friday  afternoon,  I  am  sure,  will  enlighten  the  brethren,  particularly  those  who  have  had 
little  exposure  to  DeMolay. 

To  those  areas  where  there  is  potential,  I  encourage  you  to  share  our  concern,  for  the 
future  of  tomorrow  is  with  the  youth  of  today.

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

Following  is  the  status  of  the  work  completed  by  the  Library  Committee  to  date. 

1)  We  have  completed  an  inventory  of  all  books  and  pamphlets,  including  those 
already  on  the  premises  when  our  committee  began  its  work,  and  those  donations 
received  since. 

2)  A  collection  of  Masonic  books  in  French  have  been  placed  on  “permanent  loan” 
with  Brock  University  in  St.  Catharines,  Ontario,  to  be  made  available  through 
the  Inter-Library  Programme,  from  their  Special  Collections  Section.  The  agree¬ 
ment,  containing  an  acknowledgement  of  the  receipt  of  these  items,  some  of 
which  are  very  rare  editions,  and  the  conditions  concerning  their  care  etc,  is  being 
prepared  at  this  time.  We  express  our  appreciation  to  Mr.  John  Burtniak,  Special 
Collections  Librarian  &  University  Archivist  for  his  input  and  cooperation. 
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3)  The  remainder  of  the  inventory  is  being  listed  on  our  computer,  through  the  help¬ 
ful  assistance  of  Ill Bro Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  and  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton. 

4)  We  have  authorized  the  construction  of  another  cabinet  for  memorabilia  initially 
to  be  displayed  with  our  existing  displays  in  the  Cathedral  building  in  Hamilton, 
at  a  total  cost  of  $1500. 

5)  Arrangements  for  space  for  our  Scottish  Rite  Library  with  the  Library  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  as  outlined  in  our  report  to 
this  Supreme  Council  in  September  1994,  have  been  confirmed  with  that  Grand 
Lodge  as  still  being  in  effect.  We  anticipate  moving  into  that  space  sometime 
early  in  the  next  year,  as  soon  as  our  inventory  has  been  catalogued  and  items 
identified. 

6)  We  have  requested,  through  the  Deputies,  that  your  Committee  be  informed  of 
Valleys  which  (a)  now  have  active  libraries,  (b)  are  currently  in  the  process  of 
establishing  a  library,  or  (c)  may  be  thinking  of  establishing  a  library.  This  infor¬ 
mation  will  be  helpful  when  your  committee  plans  the  distribution  of  surplus 
items  in  our  inventory. 

Health  challenges  have  been  faced  by  several  committee  members.  This  has  affected 
our  productivity  this  past  year.  However,  we  believe  substantial  progress  has  neverthe¬ 
less  been  made.  Special  mention  is  made  of  the  major  contribution  of  time  and  effort  of 
Ill Bros Bruce  R.  Grant,  33°,  and  Donald  L.  Cosens,  33°,  and  we  continue  to  be 
indebted  to  Ill  Bro  .*.  Wands,  33°,  for  his  assistance. 

Our  sincere  thanks  to  those  who  contributed  books  and  memorabilia  during  the  year. 
We  would  urge  others  to  consider  your  library  when  deciding  upon  the  disposition  of 
such  items. 

Minimal  use  was  made  of  our  previous  budgets,  but  as  we  hopefully  bring  our  first 
objectives  to  a  conclusion  this  coming  year,  special  expenses  are  likely  to  occur,  for 
which  we  recommend  a  budget  of  $2000.

REPORT  OF 

THE  SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION  OF  CANADA 

To  The  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

Thank  you.  Ill .’.  Bro Richards  for  that  introduction. 

SGC,  I  would  be  remiss  in  accepting  this  position,  as  President  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation,  without  giving  credit  to  the  former  President,  for  the  great  work 
and  leadership  he  has  provided  in  all  of  the  years  that  he  has  maintained  the  senior  offi¬ 
cer's  position  of  the  Foundation.  Many  changes  have  occurred  during  that  period.  The 
capital  account  has  increased  by  almost  three  million  dollars.  In  other  words,  it  has  vir¬ 
tually  doubled  during  his  leadership.  He  has  spearheaded  the  structural  changes  which  I 
shall  speak  to  more  fully  in  a  few  moments.  I  am  particularly  pleased  that  we  shall  still 
have  his  expertise  as  he  was  elected  Vice-President  at  this  morning’s  Directors’ 
Meeting. 

SGC,  I  have  placed  two  copies  of  our  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1995-1996  in  the 
hands  of  our  Grand  Secretary-General  for  the  use  of  this  Supreme  Council.  This  report 
outlines  the  activities  of  the  Foundation  Directors  during  that  period  of  time.  It  includes 
the  names  and  universities  of  all  our  research  students,  as  well  as,  precis  of  all  our 
Major  Research  Grants.  During  the  year,  we  have  expended  $500,000  through  the 
Roeher  Institute.  At  our  Directors'  Meeting  on  September  11,  1996,  we  approved 
increases  for  Bursaries  from  $1,000.  to  $2,000.  and  for  Research  Grants  from  $8,000. 
up  to  a  maximum  of  $10,000. 

At  the  same  meeting,  approval  was  granted  to  implement  our  much  discussed  fund-rais¬ 
ing  programme  of  creating  a  “Charitable  Foundation  Fellow"  for  donations  of  $500. 
Any  individual  who,  or  on  behalf  of  whom,  donates  $500.  to  the  Foundation,  in  incre¬ 
ments  of  not  less  than  $100.  within  a  five-year  period,  will  be  recognized  as  a 
Charitable  Foundation  Fellow.  The  recipient  will  receive  a  sterling  silver  pin  depicting 
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the  Foundation  Logo,  as  well  as,  an  appropriate  Certificate  signed  by  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  the  Foundation.  This  programme  will  be  administered  through  the 
Hamilton  office.  It  is  our  hope  that  this  recognition  will  induce  valleys  to  use  this  as  an 
incentive  in  recognizing  those  individuals,  who  have  and  are  doing,  yeoman  service 
within  their  lodge,  chapter,  or  consistory.  Details  of  the  programme  will  be  provided  to 
the  officers  of  the  various  bodies  and  the  valley  representatives  in  the  very  near  future. 

As  our  capital  increases,  and  through  the  prudent  investments  of  our  Treasurer  and  his 
advisors,  even  though  interest  rates  have  decreased,  we  have  been  able  to  increase  our 
funds  available  for  research  and,  to  some  degree,  get  involved  in  projects  other  than 
basic  research,  e.g.  the  Ticoll  Study,  provision  of  our  video,  “Finding  the  Way”. 

We  are  currently  developing  a  structure  whereby  we  could  expand  and  make  greater 
contributions  in  areas  closer  to  the  source  of  problems.  Programmes  will  be  carried  out 
under  the  following  structure:

Vice-President  -  major  responsibility  for  programmes

Directors 

Under  the  Vice-President  of  Programmes,  a  series  of  work  groups  or  task  forces  will  be 
developed  such  as:

(5)  Information  &  Publicity

The  task  forces  will  work  with  the  President  and  Vice-President,  as  appropriate,  and 
report  to  the  Directors  when  convened  in  April  and  September. 

This  action  will  provide  (a)  more  involvement  of  directors,  (b)  more  input  on  a  geo¬ 
graphical  basis,  and  (c)  opportunity  for  involvement  of  honorary  members. 

The  President  and  Vice-President  will  appoint  these  task  forces  as  required,  who  in  turn 
will  report  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Programmes  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  ALBERTA  &  NORTHWEST  TERRITORIES 


To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 


Illustrious  Brethren: 

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  submit  this  report  on  the  con¬ 
ditions  and  activities  of  the  five  valleys  in  Alberta.  This 
past  year,  i  made  seven  official  visits  and  was  received 
formally  in  each  valley  accompanied  by  the  Active 
Member,  Ill Bro Orlan  J.  Weber,  33°,  Past  Active 
Members,  Ill Bros Roy  W.  Austin,  33°,  and  W. 
Alexander  “Sandy”  Milligan,  33°,  and  a  number  of 
Honorary  Inspectors-General.  I  found  all  of  the  valleys 
financially  sound,  with  the  exception  of  Medicine  Hat. 
However,  they  have  raised  their  dues  for  1996  which 
should  alleviate  their  problem.  Because  of  deaths  and  a 
decrease  in  applications  all  the  valleys  are  experiencing 
a  decline  in  membership.  The  officers  and  members  are 
enthusiastic  and  all  perform  their  duties  efficiently. 


The  highlight  of  our  year  was  the  April  28  to  May  4,  1996  visit  of  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  Harold  E,  Crosby,  33°,  who  was  accompanied  by  his  lady,  Jessie.  I  accom¬ 
panied  him  on  his  visit  to  the  five  valleys  where  a  large  number  of  members  were 
pleased  to  socialize  and  attend  Lodge  with  the  SGC.  All  of  the  valleys  showed  their 
appreciation  by  making  him  an  Honorary  Member  and,  in  recognition  of  his  visit,  mak¬ 
ing  a  donation  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation.  The  ladies  were  delighted  to 
have  the  opportunity  of  meeting  and  hosting  his  charming  wife,  Jessie.  We  were  doubly 
pleased  on  this  occasion  that  our  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander,  Ill  .’.Bro.'.  Glenn  M. 
Martin,  33°,  and  his  wife,  Mary,  were  able  to  attend  the  visits  to  Calgary  and 
Lethbridge.  A  most  enjoyable  addition  to  these  special  visits. 


On  January  27,  1996,  for  the  second  year,  I  convened  a  meeting  of  the  valleys  in 
Calgary.  Delegates  from  Central  Alberta  Valley  were  unable  to  attend.  A  review  of  the 
past  year's  activities  was  held,  problems  were  discussed,  and  plans  were  made  for  next 
year.  All  agreed  the  meeting  was  interesting  and  of  benefit.  The  St.  John  Ambulance’s 
programme,  “We  Can  Help”,  a  first  aid  safety  awareness  programme  offered  free  of 
charge  to  all  Grade  III  students  in  Alberta,  proved  so  successful  in  1994/95,  that  it  has 
been  continued  by  the  Masonic  sponsors  in  1995/96.  The  A&ASR's  share  of  $3,000. 
came  mainly  from  Edmonton  and  Calgary  Valleys  with  $300.  donated  by  the 
Lethbridge  Valley.  Complete  details  about  this  program  are  in  my  report  last  year. 

A  considerable  number  of  our  members  are  very  active  in  other  Masonic  bodies,  partic¬ 
ularly,  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta.  PTPGM,  Ill Bro.‘. Basile  Costouros,  32°,  of  the 
Edmonton  Valley  was  installed  as  our  Grand  Master,  as  well  as  a  number  of  members 
in  other  Grand  Lodge  offices  at  the  Annual  Communication  June  15,  1996. 

1  he  Annual  Scottish  Rite  “Roy  Austin”  Golf  Tournament  was  held  in  Ponoka  on  May 
25,  1996,  with  44  members  participating.  Oopies  and  Mulligans  were  sold  resulting  in  a 
contribution  of  $300.  to  the  Charitable  Foundation. 
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Edmonton 

The  Alberta  Consistory's  Annual  Assembly  honoured  Ill  Bro Kenneth  G.  Lawrence, 
32°,  a  very  active  and  hard  working  member.  There  were  43  Candidates  in  attendance. 
On  Saturday  evening,  the  members,  ladies,  and  widows  enjoyed  a  delicious  gourmet 
dinner  followed  by  musical  entertainment  by  gifted  Alberta  College  of  Music  students. 
An  award  of  $3000.  was  presented  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  the  college  represen¬ 
tative.  The  Annual  Wine  and  Cheese  Party  and  Auction  was  held  in  November,  and,  as 
always,  was  well  attended  resulting  in  much  amusement  and  fellowship.  It  was  reported 
by  the  Foundation  Chairman  that  $6000.  was  donated  by  the  Valley  this  past  year  exclu¬ 
sive  of  donations  from  individuals. 

The  Edmonton  Valley  has  completed  its  12th  year  of  providing  financial  support  to  the 
Red  Cross  Emergency  Services  programme  for  fire  victims  in  Edmonton.  They  donate 
about  $10,000.  each  year  to  defray  the  cost  of  providing  shelter.  The  following  is  quot¬ 
ed  from  “Spirit”,  the  voice  of  the  Red  Cross  in  Alberta:  “Gary  Redmond,  Red  Cross 
coordinator  in  Edmonton,  says  support  from  the  Freemasons  and  the  dedication  of  vol¬ 
unteers  has  earned  the  local  program  respect  among  other  emergency  response  organi¬ 
zations  in  the  city.  ‘We  focus  on  providing  up  to  72  hours  of  support  to  those  who  are 
left  particularly  vulnerable  by  a  disaster,  such  as  fire.'  Redmond  says  the  quiet  support 
from  the  Freemasons  models  their  charitable  roots.” 

The  90th  Annual  Reunion  and  Valentine  Banquet  and  Ball,  in  February,  honoured 
Ill.'. Bro. ‘.Norman  B.  Smith,  33°,  a  very  popular  and  esteemed  member  with  46  years 
of  service  to  the  Rite.  One  of  the  highlights  was  the  ladies’  tea  which  was  well  attended 
by  the  widows  and  the  ladies  of  the  members. 

The  TPGM  introduced  a  unique  feature  this  year  into  the  agenda,  “Know  Your 
Officers”.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NEW  BRUNSWICK 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

In  compliance  with  Article  26(d)  of  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations  this  1995-96  report  reviews  the  progress 
and  activities  of  the  three  valleys  in  New  Brunswick. 

In  the  past  year,  all  bodies  recorded  the  passing  from 
this  life  of  faithful  members.  One  such  member  was 
Ill Bro  Michael  A.  Saunders,  33°,  who  died  in 
September  and  a  tribute  to  him  will  be  found  in  the 
Obituary  Records  of  the  Annual  Proceedings.  It  is  cus¬ 
tomary  to  send  messages  of  condolence  to  the  families 
concerned  and  more  recently  the  valleys  are  making 
memorial  contributions  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation.  During  the  past  year,  we  saw  a  continuation 
of  the  programs  to  honour  the  widows  by  remembering 
them  at  significant  times  during  the  year. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  for  all  bodies,  came  at  the  close  with  a  visit  of  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  Harold  E.  Crosby  and  his  charming  wife,  Jessie.

As  in  the  past,  the  Easter  Ceremonies  were  impressive  and  the  portrayal 
of  the  work  was  in  the  best  tradition  of  the  chapter.  At  the  annual  meeting,  it  was 
learned  that  the  financial  affairs  continue  to  improve  with  careful  management. 

The  New  Brunswick  Sovereign  Consistory  held  a  Reunion  on  October  13-14,  1995, 
when  twenty-five  brethren  received  the  32°.  The  guest  speaker  for  the  luncheon  was 
Ill Bro.k Kenneth  Legassick,  33°,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Brunswick,  who  delivered  an  inspiring  address  to  those  present.

King  Solomon  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  suffered  a  similar  fate  when  the  planned  reunion 
was  altered  because  of  a  lack  of  candidates.

Illustrious  Brethren: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  to  Supreme  Council  my 
report  for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1996,  for  the  Valleys 
of  Barrie,  Chatham,  Guelph,  London,  Niagara  Falls, 
Sarnia,  Toronto,  Windsor,  and  Woodstock. 

I  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  all  the  valleys  under  my 
jurisdiction  during  the  past  year.  In  every  case,  I  was 
very  warmly  received  and  could  not  help  but  be 
favourably  impressed  with  the  continued  dedication  of 
the  officers  and  members  in  each  respective  valley.  In 
general,  the  state  of  the  Rite  appears  to  be  in  very  good 
order  notwithstanding  the  continued  drop  in  member¬ 
ship.  The  loss  of  membership  of  357  due  to  deaths, 
withdrawals,  and  suspensions  outnumbered  the  182  new 
candidates  resulting  in  a  net  loss  of  175,  which  is  1.62% 
of  the  total  membership  of  these  valleys. 


Complete  details  of  all  deceased  members  will  be  printed  in  our  Proceedings.  Our  deep¬ 
est  sympathy  is  extended  to  their  family,  friends,  and  loved  ones. 


Barrie 


The  Valley  of  Barrie  once  again  had  a  very  successful  year.  There  were  spring  and  fall 
reunions  in  the  consistory,  chapter,  and  lodge.  The  fall  reunions  honoured 
Ill Bro Clarence  Gillis,  33°,  with  the  spring  reunions  honouring  Ill  .‘.Bro.*.  Melvin 
(Mel)  G.  McKechnie,  33°,  both  of  whom  contributed  many  years  of  devoted  service  to 
the  valley  and  were  well  deserving  of  the  honour  bestowed  upon  them. 

The  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection  reported  37  new  candidates,  the  Chapter  reported  39, 
and  the  Consistory  45,  resulting  in  the  loss  of  1 1  in  the  lodge,  6  in  the  chapter,  and  only

was  provided  with  the  opportunity  of  speaking  to  a  large  gathering  of  members  and  can¬ 
didates,  who  were  in  attendance  supporting  this  reunion.  I  had  the  privilege  to  receive, 
on  behalf  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation,  a  generous  donation  from  the  val¬ 
ley  to  assist  the  Foundation  in  carrying  out  its  very  worthwhile  programme.  Following 
the  luncheon,  and  prior  to  the  18°,  I  was  received  into  the  chapter  along  with  other 
members  of  Supreme  Council  with  full  and  appropriate  honours.

Guelph 

The  Valley  of  Guelph  had  another  busy  year  with  the  Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfection 
holding  both  spring  and  fall  reunions  and  the  Guelph  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  doing  the 
same.  Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfection  recorded  31  new  candidates,  35  deaths,  15  with- 
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drawals,  and  9  suspensions  for  a  net  loss  of  28  members.  The  Guelph  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  recorded  29  new  candidates,  12  deaths,  13  withdrawals,  and  9  suspensions  for  a 
net  loss  of  22  members.  These  losses  represent  2.3%  of  their  total  membership  and, 
while  not  encouraging,  is  nevertheless  slightly  lower  than  Scottish  Rite  as  a  whole.

6,  1996,  to  install  the  officers  of  the  Kent  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  continuing  a  tradition 
that  dates  back  to  the  formation  of  the  Kent  Chapter. 

Some  70  officers,  past  presiding  officers,  and  members  of  Supreme  Council  from  the 
Valleys  of  Windsor  and  Chatham  gathered  in  Tilbury  on  May  27,  1996,  for  the  annual 
fellowship  dinner  which  is  an  important  evening  in  the  calendar  of  events  for  these  two 

valleys. 

The  Valley  of  Windsor  was  proud  to  be  able  to  present  a  cheque  for  $25,000.  to  the 
Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Loundation  at  the  Loundation  Luncheon  in  Kingston.  This  con¬ 
tinued  the  strong  commitment  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Committee  in  Windsor. 

The  Windsor  Lodge  of  Perfection  reported  13  candidates,  33  deaths,  and  2  withdrawals 
for  a  net  loss  of  22  members  representing  3.06%  of  their  total  membership. 
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I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  express  my  thanks  to  III Bro.\ Charles  T.  Hill,  33°,  for 
the  assistance  that  he  most  willingly  provides  upon  request.  My  appreciation  is  also  in 
order  to  the  officers  of  the  valley  and  the  members  of  Supreme  Council  for  their  contin¬ 
uing  co-operation  and  support. 

Woodstock 

The  highlight  of  the  year  in  the  Valley  of  Woodstock  was  the  official  visit  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  at  the  fall  reunion  of  the  Woodstock  Lodge  of  Perfection 
on  November  9,  1995.  I  was  pleased  to  accompany  SGC  Crosby  on  this  occasion  and 
witness  the  conferral  of  the  12°,  13°,  and  14°  for  a  class  of  12  candidates.  Bro.  Crosby 
delivered  an  interesting  address  to  a  receptive  luncheon  gathering.  Prior  to  the  conferral 
of  the  14°,  the  SGC  and  other  members  of  Supreme  Council  were  appropriately 
received  and  introduced  into  the  lodge.  Bro.  Crosby  was  particularly  pleased  when  he 
was  presented  with  an  Honorary  life  membership  in  the  Valley  of  Woodstock.

Although  statistically  membership  in  Scottish  Rite  is  declining,  I  am  greatly  encouraged 
with  the  dedication  and  enthusiasm  exhibited  by  the  officers  and  members  of  the  valleys 
under  my  jurisdiction.  It  bodes  well  for  our  future. 

Bylaw  changes  primarily  relating  to  revised  dues  structures  were  approved,  and  several 
dispensations,  that  conformed  with  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  were  granted  during 
the  year. 

I  am  most  appreciative  of  all  the  courtesies  extended  to  me  from  officers  and  members 
alike,  with  particular  mention  to  those  from  the  Valley  of  Windsor  who  took  the  time  to 
accompany  me  on  my  travels  during  the  year. 

My  thanks  are  also  in  order  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  the  very  capable  mem¬ 
bers  of  his  staff  for  their  continued  understanding  and  assistance  so  willingly  provided 
when  requested.

This  mix  of  inter  and  external  speakers  may  be  an  effective  tool  of  giving  new  dimen¬ 
sion  to  an  old  problem. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Crosby,  acknowledging  the  work  and  progress  in  the 
research  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation,  emphasized  the  need  for  our  con¬ 
tinuing  support.  Many  valleys,  as  a  memento  of  his  visit,  made  donations  to  the 
Foundation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  QUEBEC 
To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the 
activities  and  conditions  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1996. 

Once  again  the  passing  of  distinguished  brethren  has 
taken  its  toll  in  the  past  year,  including  three  members 
of  our  Supreme  Council  ranks,  Denzil  G.  J.  Firth  from 
Quebec,  and  Kenneth  W.  Aldridge  and  John  E.  Gilday 
of  Montreal,  nevertheless,  we  are  saddened  by  the 
deaths  of  18  members  in  this  jurisdiction.  To  their  fami¬ 
lies  and  friends  we  again  extend  our  deepest  sympathy 
for  their  loss. 

The  vexing  problem  of  falling  membership  continues  to 
plague  all  bodies  in  the  province  with  a  net  loss  reported 
of  22  during  the  past  year.  Deaths,  withdrawals,  and  suspensions  being  49.  while  admis¬ 
sions,  affiliations,  and  restorations  amounted  to  27. 

Montreal 

I  was  able  to  attend  most  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  all  meetings  of  the 
three  bodies  in  Montreal,  and  was  received  officially  in  each  body. 

The  degree  work  was,  in  all  instances,  found  to  be  excellent  and  I  again  extend  my 
warmest  thanks  to  all  the  Officers  and  degree  teams  for  their  enthusiasm,  and  dedica¬ 
tion.  Well  done. 

With  reference  to  the  Executive  Committee,  the  new  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
Ill .'.Bro.\  Brian  Herridge,  33°,  has  been  of  great  assistance  and  has  brought  a  new  tone 
to  it. 

On  Feb.  5,  1995,  and  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  21°  was  portrayed  in  an  excel¬ 
lent  manner.  I  report  also  that  a  large  number  of  our  members  went  to  Ottawa  on  Nov. 
20,  1995,  to  attend  at  their  portrayal  of  the  7°  and  9°. 

The  Easter  Day  Ceremony  of  the  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  was 
again  held  at  7:30  a.m.,  with  breakfast  being  served  before  the  meeting,  and  no  visitors. 
The  brethren  were  again  able  to  depart  for  home  by  9:30  a.m. 

The  Consistory  portrayed  the  29°,  on  Feb.  20,  1996,  in  an  exemplary  manner.  The 
Annual  Reunion  of  the  Consistory  had  to  be  divided  into  two  separate  parts  due  to 
scheduling  problems  with  the  30°,  and  31°  being  held  on  Mar.  23,  1996,  and  the  32c, 
and  Constans  being  held  on  Apr.  20,  1996.

Once  again  declining  membership  continues  to  be  the 
most  serious  problem  among  the  bodies  of  the  Rite  in 
the  province.  Although  Craft  lodges  and  the  Scottish 
Rite  bodies  continue  to  make  a  concerted  effort  in  their 
Masonic  Renewal  Program,  by  holding  special  nights  to 
encourage  new  members  to  join,  we  have  not  as  yet  seen 
sufficient  increases  to  offset  the  losses  due  to  deaths, 
demits,  and  suspensions.  It  does  appear  that  the  number  of  candidates  for  the  Craft 
lodges  and  the  Scottish  Rite  will  improve,  as  we  hear  of  many  lodges  enjoying  greater 
interest  and  receiving  more  applications. 


Illustrious  Brethren: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  the  following  annual  report 
on  the  condition  and  activities  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
Valleys  in  Saskatchewan  for  the  year  ending  May  31, 
1996,  in  Accordance  with  Article  26(d)  of  the  Statutes 
and  Regulations. 

General 


All  bodies  appear  to  be  very  concerned  that  the  Work  within  the  bodies  continues  to  be 
of  high  calibre.  Degrees  are  being  portrayed  with  officers  and  cast  members  doing  their 
utmost  to  see  that  the  lessons  are  interesting,  understandable,  and  enjoyable  to  the  can¬ 
didates  and  members  in  attendance.  Particular  attention  to  the  Installations  this  year 
indicate  that  these  meetings  can  be  improved  with  little  effort,  making  them  more  inter¬ 
esting  so  as  to  encourage  increased  attendance  at  what  normally  might  be  a  routine  or 
dull  evening. 

The  Executive  Meetings  continue  to  play  an  important  part  in  the  formation  of  quality 
Scottish  Rite  meetings  and  assures  that  all  topics  are  covered  and  properly  addressed.  In 
some  valleys,  these  meetings  are  being  held  in  conjunction  with  a  supper  which  encour¬ 
ages  a  good  turnout.  We  could  well  establish  the  guideline,  “Let's  create  a  desire  to 
attend.” 


Many  Craft  lodge  offices  are  filled  by  our  members,  as  are  the  elected  and  appointed 
offices  of  Grand  Lodge;  which  points  out  the  contribution  made  by  the  Scottish  Rite 
and  the  esteem  in  which  these  brethren  are  held. 


Social  Programs 

Three  of  the  social  programs  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Saskatchewan  received  a  “shot-in- 
the-arm”  when  they  included  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Harold  E.  Crosby  and  his 
Lady,  Jessie.  The  Annual  Christmas  Party  on  November  23,  in  Regina,  was  also  graced 
with  the  presence  of  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  Bro.  Glenn  M.  Martin.  This  event  is 
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always  favourably  received  with  its  delicious  banquet  and  excellent  entertainment,  and 
includes  wives  of  deceased  members,  who  are  always  invited. 

The  following  afternoon,  our  distinguished  visitors  journeyed  to  Moose  Jaw,  and  were 
again  treated  to  a  lovely  dinner  which  concluded  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  Reunion.  A 
unique  clock  was  presented  to  SGC  Crosby  to  commemorate  his  visit  to  the  Valley  of 
Moose  Jaw. 

On  the  third  day  the  Valley  of  Saskatoon  received  the  SGC,  and  his  lady,  at  the  Scottish 
Rite  Banquet  following  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  Reunion. 

At  each  of  the  above  mentioned  functions,  an  excellent  address  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  "rounded-  out”  three  most  pleasant  and  successful  evenings. 

Other  events  during  the  year  included  a  Scottish  Rite  Golf  Tournament  followed  by  a 
Steak  Fry  held  in  Saskatoon  sponsored  by  the  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

Dispensations 

Dispensations  to  hold  open  Installations  of  Officers  were  requested  from  several 
Scottish  Rite  bodies  in  the  province.  Each  of  the  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  requested  per¬ 
mission  to  permit  family  and  friends  of  members  to  attend  the  Ceremony  of  Relighting 
the  Lights.  Saskatchewan  Consistory  requested  permission  to  move  their  Nov  4/95 
meeting  to  Moose  Jaw.  In  each  of  the  above  cases  dispensations  were  granted. 

Moose  Jaw 

The  Annual  Reunion  of  the  Moose  Jaw  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  held  on  Nov.  25-26, 
1995.  The  degrees  were  presented  by  the  Moose  Jaw  brethren  with  the  exception  of  the 
13°,  where  a  visiting  team  from  Regina,  under  the  direction  of  Ill.’.  Bro.’.  Gerald  J. 
Hiltz,  32°,  portrayed  the  degree.  The  14°  was  witnessed  by  SGC  Crosby,  LGC  Glenn 
M.  Martin,  GMC  Thomas  V.  Hannan,  and  Deputy  for  Saskatchewan  Howard  T. 
Vallevand.  The  Honour  Guard  of  Swords  and  Stars  which  received  the  SGC  and  his 
party  was  carried  out  with  utmost  precision.  It  was  necessary  to  cancel  the  Spring 
Reunion  of  Alexander  Shepphard  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  the  Easter  Ceremonies  this 
year.  Moose  Jaw  members  together  with  their  two  candidates  travelled  to  Regina  to  take 
part  in  the  15°,  16°,  and  17°,  put  on  by  the  Regina  Chapter  on  March  30;  returning  on 
Maundy  Thursday  to  witness  the  conferral  of  the  18°,  the  Ceremony  of  Extinguishing 
the  Lights,  and  again  on  Easter  Sunday  for  the  Ceremony  of  Relighting  the  Lights. 

Problems  regarding  incoming  officers  was  rectified  on  April  26,  when  both  the  Moose 
Jaw  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the  Alexander  Shepphard  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  held  their 
installations  and  were  able  to  fill  all  offices. 

Regina 

The  86th  Anniversary  Reunion  of  the  Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  held  on  March 
15-16,  1 996,  honouring  Ill .'.  Bro .’.  W.  Earl  Smith,  33°,  a  devoted  member  who  has  been 
a  tireless  worker  for  Scottish  Rite  in  particular  and  to  Masonry  in  general.  An  excellent 
class  of  candidates  were  initiated,  with  two  more  receiving  their  Perfection  Degrees  at 
the  Moose  Jaw  Reunion  in  November.  The  degrees  were  conferred  in  the  usual  excel- 
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lent  manner.  The  past  two  years  have  seen  a  marked  increase  in  initiations  over  the  two 
preceding  years.

The  Valley  of  Winnipeg  was  saddened  at  the 
passing  of  a  highly  esteemed  Mason,  Bro. 
William  Smith,  after  a  lengthy  illness  on 
Sunday,  February  25,  1996,  at  the  age  of  77 
years. 

He  was  born  at  Treherne,  Manitoba  on  August 
13,  1918,  where  he  received  his  education  and 
worked  for  the  Manitoba  Telephone  System, 
prior  to  enlisting  in  the  army.  He  served  with 
the  RCE  and  was  later  transferred  to  the 
British  Commandos.  After  five  and  a  half 
years  of  service,  he  was  invalided  home  and 
spent  a  year  in  Deer  Lodge  Hospital.  Bill  was 
employed  by  the  Manitoba  Telephone  System 
until  his  retirement  in  1975. 


Ill  .7  Bro  .*.  Smith's  Masonic  history  began 
when  he  became  a  member  of  Ancient 
Landmark  Lodge  No. 3,  in  Winnipeg,  in  1951; 
served  as  WM  in  1964,  and  the  DDGM  of  the 
12th  Masonic  District  1969-70.  He  affiliated 
with  Treherne  Lodge  No.51,  serving  as  WM 
for  two  terms  of  office. 

Ill .'.  Bro. \ Smith  joined  the  Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1956,  Bethesda  Chapter 
of  Rose  Croix,  and  Manitoba  Sovereign  Consistory  in  1957.  He  served  as  TPGM  of  the 
Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1977.  In  1978,  at  Moncton,  NB,  he  was  coroneted  an 
Honorary  Inspector-General  33°.  At  Toronto,  ON,  on  September  17,  1983, 
Ill .’.  Bro. \  Smith  was  crowned  Active  Member,  and  served  as  Grand  Captain  of  the 
Guard  from  1 989- 1991.  He  chose  to  go  Past  Active  at  Thunder  Bay  in  1991. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Ritualistic  Unit  of  Khartum  Temple.  He  was  a  Past  Dad 
Advisor  of  the  Order  of  DeMolay,  and  Past  Associate  Guardian  of  Job's  Daughters.  He 
held  a  number  of  offices  in  the  Manitoba  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Royal  Order  of 
Scotland.  In  recognition  of  his  dedication  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  the  rank  of 
Honorary  Past  Grand  Master  was  conferred  on  R.W.  Bro.  William  C.  Smith,  at  the 
Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  held  at  Brandon,  on  June  2, 
1995. 

He  leaves  to  cherish  his  memory  two  sons,  Lred,  and  his  wife  Margaret,  Ron,  and  his 
wife  Rhonda  of  Winnipeg,  four  grandchildren,  one  great-grandchild,  three  brothers,  and 
five  sisters.  He  was  pre-deceased  by  his  wife  Teena  in  August  of  1994. 

The  Funeral  Service  was  held  Wednesday,  February  28th  at  the  Charleswood  United 
Church,  with  Rev.  Michael  Wilson  officiating.  Interment  in  Chapel  Lawn  Cemetery.

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ILL . .  BRO  HARVEY  FRANK  MCCULLOCH,  33° 

The  citizens,  the  legal  community,  and  the  Scottish  Rite 
Masons  of  Hamilton-Wentworth  lost  a  valued  and  dedi¬ 
cated  worker  in  the  area,  a  learned,  respected  and  long¬ 
time  officer  of  the  Crown  and  a  warm,  active  and  friend¬ 
ly  member  of  the  craft,  on  Sept.  21,  1995  with  the  pass¬ 
ing  of  our  dear  friend  and  brother.  Ill Bro  Harvey 
McCulloch. 

Bro.  McCulloch  was  residing  in  the  Wellington  Nursing 
Home  at  the  time  of  his  death  and  his  health  had  been 
failing  over  the  past  year  or  so. 

Our  brother  was  born  in  Hamilton,  ON,  on  Dec.  20, 
1904,  and  spent  his  entire  lifetime  serving  that  city.  He 
received  his  early  education  in  the  Hamilton  Public 
Schools.  He  took  his  degree  in  Honour  Modern  History 
at  the  University  of  Toronto  and  then  proceeded  on  to 
acquire  his  legal  education,  graduating  from  Osgoode  Hall  Law  School  in  1933. 

Very  shortly  after  completing  his  law  degree,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Crown  Attorney's 
Office  in  Hamilton  in  1934,  and  was  the  youngest  man  ever  so  appointed  in  Hamilton. 
He  became  the  Crown  Attorney  and  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  his  native  city,  Hamilton, 
and  served  the  Crown  in  that  capacity  for  over  41  years. 

Bro.  McCulloch  was  the  prosecutor  at  many,  many  important  criminal  trials  in 
Hamilton,  and  was  given  a  special  appointment  some  years  later  with  respect  to  the 
prosecution  of  a  Supreme  Court  Judge  which  was  much  publicized  at  the  time. 

He  had  the  great  gift  of  being  able  to  quote  extensively  from  Shakespeare  and  many 
other  famous  writers  and  poets  and  used  this  special  talent  to  charm  juries  with  his  ora¬ 
torical  splendour.  He  was  highly  respected  by  both  the  Bench  and  the  Bar  for,  while  he 
was  a  tough  prosecutor,  he  was  imminently  fair  and  compassionate  and  was  a  lover  of 
justice  in  every  sense  of  the  word. 

In  the  early  1970's,  he  also  served  as  Crown  Attorney  for  Toronto,  holding  down  both 
responsibilities  for  several  years.  He  was  appointed  Queen's  Counsel  in  1946,  and  was 
elected  for  several  terms  as  a  Bencher  of  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada  commenc¬ 
ing  in  1951,  becoming  a  Life  Bencher  in  1 966. 
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Bro.  McCulloch  in  his  retirement  became  the  first  Chairman  of  the  Ontario  Lottery 
Corporation. 

He  was  an  active  supporter  of  his  church,  the  Church  of  the  Ascension  on  Forest  Ave., 
in  Hamilton,  and  served  as  Rector’s  Warden  for  a  period  of  time.  He  will  be  missed 
indeed  by  his  many  friends,  both  lay  and  clergy  at  the  Church  of  the  Ascension. 

Bro.  McCulloch  first  saw  Masonic  light  when  he  was  initiated  into  Doric  Lodge 
No. 382,  in  Hamilton,  in  March  of  1936.  He  was  passed  and  raised  later  that  year  and 
maintained  an  active  membership  in  Doric  Lodge  for  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

In  the  bodies  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  he  received  his  14°  in  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  in 
1937,  his  18°  in  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1940,  and  his  32°  in 
Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in  1945.

Ill Bro Michael  Saunders  died  September  29,  1995, 
after  a  period  of  failing  health.  He  was  born  in  Hayes, 
Middlesex,  England  on  October  19,  1916,  the  son  of  the 
late  Gerald  and  Elsie  (Fryer)  Saunders.  He  spent  his 
later  years  in  New  Brunswick,  and  contributed  his  time 
and  talents  to  numerous  groups  and  organizations. 

His  life’s  work  began  in  1936  as  a  school  teacher,  and 
his  active  interest  in  teaching  continued  until  his  retire¬ 
ment  in  1979.

In  the  post-war 
period  he  attended  Dalhousie  University  in  Halifax,  NS, 
where  he  received  his  B.A.  in  1952.  He  returned  to  the 
RCAF  for  another  eleven  years,  retiring  as  a  Flight 
Lieutenant.  During  this  time  he  served  in  France  in  the 
NATO  Force.  On  his  return  to  New  Brunswick,  he  was  employed  in  the  public  school 
system,  and  found  time  to  complete  his  Bachelor  of  Education  Degree.  Twelve  years 
later  he  retired  as  Principal  from  the  school  system. 

Throughout  his  life  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  work  of  the  Anglican  Church  of 
Canada,  St.  George’s  Society,  the  NB  Historical  Society,  and  latterly  the  NB  Society  of 
Retired  Teachers.

Ill Bro.'.  John  Ravenhill  was  born  June  28,  1912  in 
Vancouver,  BC,  and  died  in  Vancouver  on  December

ILL . .  BRO . .  FREDERICK  SCOTT,  33° 

Ill Bro. ‘.Frederick  Scott  was  a  long  serving  fixture  in 
Hamilton  Masonic  circles,  and  indeed  far  beyond.  Never 
a  flamboyant  or  aggressive  personality,  he  enjoyed  a 
reputation  that  made  his  name  a  household  word  syn¬ 
onymous  with  Masonry  wherever  Masons  plied  their 
craft,  and  in  whatever  form.  A  meticulous  ritualist  and 
defender  of  tradition,  he  personified  the  Masonic  ideal 
with  an  unwavering  sense  of  purpose  that  earned  him  an 
enduring  precedence  among  his  peers. 

Born  in  Athlone,  Ireland,  he  was  brought  with  his  par¬ 
ents  to  Canada  when  he  was  ten  years  old.  He  was  edu¬ 
cated  at  Gibson  Public  School  and  Hamilton  Technical 
Institute,  and  when  school  days  were  over,  he  was 
apprenticed  to  a  career  as  an  electrician.  He  served  in 
that  capacity  for  33  years  as  a  valued  member  on  the 
staff  of  Proctor  &  Gamble  Inc.,  retiring  in  1978. 

Following  his  initiation  in  Hamilton  Lodge  No. 562,  June  3,  1947,  his  path  was  commit¬ 
ted  forever.  He  progressed  to  installation  as  WM  in  1957,  serving  with  distinction,  and 
was  elected  DDGM  of  Hamilton  Masonic  District  A  in  1970.  He  received  his  4°  in 
Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1959,  and  became  a  skilled  worker  in  many  Scottish  Rite 
degrees,  notably  as  the  prisoner  in  the  32°.  He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector- 
General  33°  at  Vancouver  in  1973. 

Bro.  Scott’s  Masonic  career  embraced  a  wide  coverage.  In  Royal  Arch  Masonry  he 
joined  St.  John's  Chapter  No. 6,  Hamilton  in  1950,  was  exulted  to  the  highest  possible 
position  as  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  First  Principal  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario  in  1980.  Similarly,  in  Constantian  Masonry,  after  invitation  to 
membership  in  Harington  Conclave  No.  16  in  1958,  he  progressed  to  the  ultimate  chair 
as  Grand  Sovereign  of  the  Grand  Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada  in  1983.  A  Preceptor  in 
Godfrey  de  Bouillon  Preceptory  No. 3,  Knights  Templars,  he  was  appointed  to  the 
Grand  Executive,  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada,  1 984.  He  was  elected  Associate 
Regent,  York  Rite  Sovereign  College  of  North  America  with  the  Order  of  the  Purple 
Cross.  He  was  a  member  of  Salem  Council  No. 9,  Royal  and  Select  Masters  ot  Ontario, 
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and  of  Rameses  Temple,  and  Hamilton  Shrine  Club.  He  was  a  past  President  of  the 
Hamilton  Masters’  and  Wardens’  Association,  and  the  Hamilton  Principals’ 
Association. 

In  the  banquet  room,  Bro.  Scott’s  quiet  good  humour  prevailed,  and  he  shone  with  fre¬ 
quent  recitations  from  his  large  repertoire  of  monologues  made  famous  by  Stanley 
Holloway,  which  he  rendered  with  convincing  Lancashire  dialect. 

Bro.  Scott  was  an  active  executive  member  of  St.  Paul’s  United  Church,  Hamilton,  a 
past  President  of  the  Church  Mens’  Club,  participating  in  basketball,  soccer,  and  tennis. 

His  was  an  active  happy  life,  until  the  last  three  years,  of  failing  health,  particularly 
after  the  death  of  his  wife,  the  former  Annie  McBride.  He  leaves  a  family  of  two  sons 
and  a  daughter,  all  married,  and  eight  grandchildren.  He  died  January  3,  1996,  at 
Victoria  Residence,  Chatham,  where  he  had  been  lately  housed  to  be  near  to  one  of  his 
sons.  His  death  has  left  an  emptiness  in  Masonic  circles,  where  his  dedication  has 
become  something  of  a  legend.  His  life  spanned  1 1  days  short  of  83  years.

Upon  his  return  to  civilian  life  in  1946  he  resumed  his  practice  in  Port  Perry,  retiring  in 
1975.

He  was  elected  Grand  Registrar  of  the  Grand  Lodge  A.F.  &  A.M.  of 
Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  1975.

The  Valley  of  St.  John's,  and  indeed  all  of 
Newfoundland,  was  saddened  by  the  passing  of 
Ill  A  Bro John  Harnum,  former  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
the  Province,  on  February  29,  1996,  after  a  period  of 
failing  health. 

Bro.  Harnum  was  born  on  October  13,  1910  in  the  com¬ 
munity  of  Sound  Island,  Placentia  Bay,  which  has  long 
since  been  abandoned. 


He  attended  Bishops  Field  College,  and  was  noted  for 
his  proficiency  in  sports.  He  was,  for  many  years,  an 
active  member  of  St.  Thomas’  Anglican  Church,  serving 
as  a  member  of  the  choir,  and  on  several  committees. 
After  his  schooling,  he  advanced  in  the  business  world, 
and  in  1958,  set  up  Harnum  Insurance  Agencies. 

Bro.  Harnum  was  appointed  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Newfoundland  on  April  2,  1969, 
and  served  until  1974. 

His  Masonic  career  began  on  May  18,  1933,  when  he  was  initiated  in  Lodge  Tasker 
No. 454  Scottish  Constitution.  He  received  his  Master  Masons  Degree  on  August  17, 
1933,  and  subsequently  served  as  WM.  Our  brother  replaced  his  father  as  Worshipful 
District  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  in  the  Province  of 
Newfoundland,  from  1964  to  1969.

Underwriters;  Past  President  of  the  Insurance  Institute  of  Newfoundland;  and.  Past 
President  of  the  Newfoundland  Insurance  Agents  Association. 

Bro.  Harnum  was  pre-deceased  by  his  wife  Phyllis  Mary  (Dowden)  in  May  of  1973.  He 
leaves  three  daughters,  Jacqueline  Lamb  (Rainer),  Patricia  Reid,  and  Linda  Toussaint, 
(James)  and  nine  loving  grandchildren,  and  four  great-grandchildren.

He  received  his  4°  in  the  Toronto 
Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  Feb.  25,  1957,  his  15°  in  the  Toronto  Sovereign  Chapter 
of  Rose  Croix  on  Feb.  16,  1958,  and  served  as  MWS  in  1980.  The  32°  was  conferred  in 
Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  on  May  11,  1963,  and  was  he  coroneted  an  Honorary 
Inspector-General  at  Toronto  on  Sept.  15,  1983. 

Bro.  Davies  was  a  member  of  Heritage  Lodge  No. 730,  and  the  Oshawa  Scottish  Rite 
Club.  He  was  elected  3rd  Vice  President  of  The  Thousand  And  One  Club  in  Feb.  of 
1982,  and  was  Co-ordinator  of  the  Wheelchair  Committee  for  the  West  Toronto  area  for 
many  years,  right  up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

As  a  Director  of  the  17th  and  18th  degrees,  he  demonstrated  the  enthusiastic  dedication 
that  he  brought  to  every  task  he  took  on.  He  showed  his  love  for  his  fellow  man  as  a 
blood  donor  by  giving  well  over  150  units.  He  was  a  faithful  member  of  Royal  York 
Road  United  Church,  serving  on  the  Official  Board,  and  for  many  years  as  an  usher. 
Bro.  Davies  was  a  very  important  member  of  the  Relocation  Committee  who,  in  1994, 
were  responsible  for  the  relocation  of  the  Toronto  Valley  from  the  financially  troubled 
Masonic  Temple  on  Yonge  St.,  to  their  current  location  at  York  Masonic  Temple.  He 
had  spent  considerable  time  photographing  and  cataloguing  all  the  material  in  the  rob¬ 
ing  and  appointment  areas.  This  proved  invaluable  in  assessing  the  space  requirements 
at  the  new  location.  He  eagerly  took  on  the  responsibility  of  arranging  for  the  repair  and 
cleaning  of  all  wardrobe  items  subsequent  to  their  being  moved. 

Bro.  Davies  married  the  former  June  Crossan  on  Mar.  18,  1950,  and  they  were  blessed 
with  three  children,  Carol,  Allison,  and  John  Scott,  and  two  grandchildren  Conner  and 
Kelsey. 

Elmer  Reeve  Davies  was  a  man  who  quietly  and  modestly  moved  in  every  sphere  of  his 
life,  to  fulfil  the  high  calling  he  felt  was  placed  on  him,  to  aid  and  support  his  fellow 
man.  He  was  so  concerned  about  the  feelings  of  his  family  and  his  brethren  that  he 
insisted  there  be  no  visiting  hours  in  a  funeral  parlour  and  no  Masonic  Service.  A  pri¬ 
vate  family  service  was  held  after  interment.  The  WM  and  members  of  Georgina  Lodge 
felt  they  just  could  not  let  his  passing  go  without  due  recognition,  and  therefore 
arranged  for  a  Memorial  Service  that  was  held  subsequent  to  the  regular  lodge  meeting 
on  Friday  Mar.  22,  1996.  Over  one  hundred  attended. 

It  would  seem  that  divine  intervention  took  place  when  Elmer  signed  the  By-laws  of 
Georgina  Lodge  as  his  Registration  No.  was  1111.  Elmer  Reeve  Davies  was  No.l  in 
every  sphere  of  his  life.

On  March  15,  1996  the  Valley  of  Regina  lost  a  highly 
respected,  and  beloved  member,  in  the  sudden  passing 
of  111 Bro Llewellyn  Meisner,  at  the  age  of  70. 


Our  brother  was  initiated  in  Friendship  Lodge  No.212, 
Regina,  SK,  Sept.  20,  1974.  He  was  raised  on  November 
15,  1974,  and  served  his  lodge  as  WM  in  1983.  He 
served  as  the  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatchewan  in  1987-88.  He  received 
the  14°  in  the  Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Nov.  20, 
1 975;  the  1 8°  in  the  Regina  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Apr. 
15,  1976;  the  32°  in  Saskatchewan  Consistory,  May  21,  1976.  He  was  TPGM  of  the 
Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1982-83,  and  the  C-In-C  of  the  Saskatchewan  Consistory 
in  1990-91.

He  grew  up  in 
Toronto  and  worked  in  Northern  Ontario  before  moving 
west.

With  profound  sadness  the  Toronto  Valley  recorded  the 
death  of  Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Donald  Jeans,  on  March  18,  1996, 
following  a  four  month  illness.  His  passing  leaves  a 
large  void  which  will  be  difficult  to  fill.  He  enriched  the 
lives  of  all  who  knew  him. 

Our  brother  was  born  March  28,  1914,  in  Fergus,  ON. 
He  started  his  career  as  a  funeral  director  in  nearby 
Guelph,  in  1932,  and,  after  a  move  to  Kitchener,  settled 
in  Toronto,  in  1937.

Ill Bro William  Apigian  passed  away  suddenly,  in 
his  sleep,  at  home  on  March  26,  1996.

Ill Bro.'. Terry  Meek,  age  91  years,  born  in  Canning, 
NS,  June  27,  1904,  died  in  the  Valley  Regional  Hospital 
at  Kentville.  NS,  on  April  1,  1996,  after  a  short  illness. 
He  spent  most  ot  his  life  serving  the  apple  industry,  hav¬ 
ing  been  employed  as  Secretary-Manager  of  several 
fruit  companies,  including  United  Fruit  Co.  of  NS;  Nova 
Scotia  Apple  Marketing  Board;  Nova  Scotia  Apples 
Ltd.;  and  Wolfville  Fruit  Co.  He  was  a  life  member  of 
the  Nova  Scotia  Fruit  Growers  Association,  and  Past 
President  of  the  Canadian  Horticulture  Society. 

Our  brother  was  an  active  member  of  the  Kentville 
United  Baptist  Church,  having  chaired  the  Ushers  and 
Tellers  Committee  for  many  years.  He  was  also  Past 
President  of  the  Kentville  Rotary  Club. 

Bro.  Meek  was  initiated  June  2,  passed  July  10,  and 
raised  September  11,  1944,  in  Kentville  Lodge  No. 58.

He  was  a  charter  member  of  Horton  Lodge  No.  132  Kentville,  as  well  as  Secretary 
of  the  Kentville  Masonic  Association;  Kings  County  Masonic  Advisory  Board,  and  the 
Annapolis  Valley  Scottish  Rite  Club.  He  was  most  noted  as  Secretary  of  Kentville 
Lodge  No. 58,  a  position  he  held  for  thirty  years.  He  was  a  humble  leader  in  this  office 
to  many  WM’s;  always  doing  those  little  things  which  make  a  Lodge,  and  Masonry, 
work.

However,  he  constantly  deferred 
to  others  who  would  enjoy  the  limelight.”

Ill Bro Eric  Wheatley,  an  esteemed  Bro.  of  the 
Valley  of  Regina,  died  Apr.  5,  1996,  one  week  before 
his  93rd  birthday,  after  several  years  of  ill  health, 
including  the  loss  of  his  sight. 

Bro.  Wheatley  was  born  Apr.  12,  1913,  in  Harrogate, 
Yorkshire,  England.

Ill .'.  Bro.\  William  Richards  was  truly  a  Mason.  Born  in 
the  farming  community  of  Drinkwater,  SK,  on  May  27, 
1925,  he  and  his  best  triend,  Nora  Gerrie.  were  married 
in  1947  and  made  their  home  in  Moose  Jaw.  They  were 
blessed  with  three  children.  Lynda,  Judith,  and  Bruce, 
eight  grandchildren,  and  three  great-grandchildren.  He 
received  his  education  at  Drinkwater  and  was  an  excel¬ 
lent  mechanic,  having  been  the  service  manager  at  the 
Pontiac/Buick  dealership  in  Moose  Jaw,  and  at  the  same 
time,  he  carried  on  the  family  farming  operation.  He  and 
his  son  Bruce  worked  together  on  the  farm,  until  his 
passing  on  April  6,  1996.

The  stroke  left  him  with  a  speech  impediment,  which  prevented  him  from 
becoming  the  Master,  which  was  a  disappointment  to  him  and  his  brethren.  However, 
his  mind  was  as  sharp  as  ever,  for  he  knew  the  teachings  and  rituals  of  Masonry,  as  well 
as  before,  and  some  of  his  most  important  work  was  yet  to  come.  He  filled  the  office  of 
Grand  Tyler  for  the  Scottish  Rite  bodies  of  Moose  Jaw  from  1970  until  his  death.  He 
was  also  custodian  of  the  regalia.  No  one  could  set  up  the  lodge  or  chapter  for  the  vari¬ 
ous  degrees  as  well  as  he.  When  his  health  failed,  the  brethren  honoured  Bro.  Richards 
with  the  title  of  Grand  Tyler  Emeritus  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Valley  of  Moose  Jaw.  Bro. 
Richards  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  Charlottetown  PE,  in  1986. 

For  the  years  1977-78,  he  served  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Saskatchewan  as  Grand  Tyler,  earning  the  rank  of  Very  Worshipful  Bro.  Richards. 
Since  1981,  and  until  his  health  failed  in  March  1996,  he  served  as  Tyler  in  Doric 
Lodge  No. 71.  In  his  quest  for  knowledge  he  became  a  member  of  the  OES,  and  was 
Worthy  Patron  for  three  different  terms,  1962,  1967,  and  1971.  Noble  Richards  became 
a  member  of  WA-WA  Shrine  in  Regina,  in  1982. 

He  and  his  wife  were  hard  working  members  of  the  United  Church,  where  their  tamily 
were  brought  up  as  responsible  citizens. 

Our  brother  is  sadly  missed  in  the  community,  the  church,  and  all  the  members  of 
freemasonry  whose  lives  he  touched. 
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ILL . .  BRO . .  GERALD  DANIEL  MUNRO,  33° 

The  Woodstock  Valley  of  the  Scottish  Rite  lost  a  good 
friend  and  brother  when  Ill ,\ Bro.'. Gerald  Munro  died 
on  April  6,  1996.  He  had  been  in  failing  health  for  sev¬ 
eral  years,  during  which  he  was  not  able  to  be  active, 
but  prior  to  his  initial  bout  with  cancer,  he  was  an  active 
participant  in  all  phases  of  Freemasonry. 


Our  brother  was  born  on  Jan.  12,  1921,  in  the  small 
town  of  Ailsa  Craig,  Ont.,  and  received  his  schooling 
there.  He  joined  the  Canadian  Army  during  WWII, 
being  mainly  attached  to  the  Advanced  Driving  and 
Maintenance  School,  located  in  Woodstock.

Prior  to  his  illness,  he  was  a 
faithful  participant  in  all  branches  of  the  fraternity.  His  devotion  to  the  craft  was  exem¬ 
plified  in  the  many  years  that  he  served  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Woodstock 
Masonic  Temple. 

He  will  be  sorely  missed  and  long  remembered  by  his  many  friends  and  associates  in 
Masonry.

The  Valley  of  Halifax  was  saddened  with  the  loss  of  a 
devoted  member,  and  one  of  its  finest  ritualists,  with  the 
passing  of  Ill Bro.\ Cliff  Simms,  on  July  13,  1996,  in 
Camp  Hill  Medical  Centre,  following  a  lengthy  illness.

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ILL ..BRO . .  JOHN  ALFRED  IRVINE,  33° 

The  Masons  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario  lost  one  of  their  best-known  mem¬ 
bers,  when  Ill .'.  Bro  .'.  John  Irvine  passed  away  on 
Saturday,  July  20,  1996.  in  his  eighty-sixth  year. 
Masons  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  will  remember  Bro. 
Irvine  best  as  the  Grand  Master  in  1963-65,  and  as  the 
Grand  Secretary  from  1971  until  his  retirement  in  1980. 

Bro.  Irvine  was  born  on  Wolfe  Island,  across  the  St. 
Lawrence  River  from  Kingston,  on  January  26,  1911. 
After  early  schooling  on  Wolfe  Island,  and  in  Kingston, 
he  joined  the  Hoover  Vacuum  organization,  in  sales. 
Taking  leave  in  1941,  he  served  in  the  Middlesex  and 
Huron  Regiment  of  the  Canadian  Army,  until  he  retired 
from  it  with  the  confirmed  rank  of  Captain.  After  leav¬ 
ing  the  Hoover  organization  in  1947,  he  operated  his 
own  appliance  business  until  his  retirement  in  1961. 

His  experiences  and  altruistic  attitude  led  him  into  community  service,  and  he  served  as 
President  of  the  Lambeth  Ratepayers  Association,  as  an  Alderman  on  London  City 
Council  for  a  number  of  years,  and  eventually  served  as  a  Controller  and  Deputy  Mayor 
of  London.  Meanwhile,  believing  that  he  could  do  even  more  good  on  the  national 
scene,  he  became  a  successful  candidate  for  Member  of  Parliament  for  the  City  of 
London,  where  he  served  with  distinction  under  the  late  John  Diefenbaker,  33°,  in  two 
Canadian  Parliaments. 

As  mentioned  above,  Bro.  Irvine  was  a  very  active  Mason.  In  1941,  prior  to  his  depar¬ 
ture  for  duty,  he  was  initiated  into  St.  John’s  Lodge  No. 209a,  one  of  the  two  “Irish 
Lodges"  in  that  Grand  Jurisdiction.  He  became  WM  of  his  lodge  in  1950,  GSW  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  1955,  was  twice  elected  to  the  Grand  Lodge’s  Board  of  General 
Purposes,  and  eventually  became  GM  as  mentioned  above.  His  tenure  as  Grand 
Secretary  was  marked  by  general  harmony  and  growth,  and  he  was  widely  recognized 
throughout  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  and  beyond. 

Bro.  Irvine  became  both  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  and  a  Knight  Templar  in  1950,  and  at  the 
same  time  joined  the  London  Lodge  of  Perfection,  moving  on  to  the  London  Sovereign 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  by  the  following  year.  In  1959, 
he  served  at  the  TPGM  of  the  London  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  in  1963,  he  was  coro- 
neted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  Edmonton,  Alberta.  He  became  a  member  of 
the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  in  1965,  the  same  year  in  which  he  was  Potentate  of  Mocha 
Shrine,  in  London. 

His  buoyant  personality,  approachability  and  sheer  friendliness,  together  with  his
